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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 


Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I — The Government Expenditure Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship of 
the key elements of the Main Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget). 


Part If - The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable the 
government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before | March. 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans which is divided into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year period. 

The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents 
are to be tabled on or before 31 March and referred to committees, which then report back to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration 
Act. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

As Minister for International Co-operation I am pleased to present the 2000-2001 Report on Plans and 
Priorities (RPP) of the Canadian International Development Agency (CIDA). 


This report offers Canadians a comprehensive overview of their international co-operation program. It 
provides basic information on the international assistance budget, the activities supported by Canadians' 
aid dollars and the results of these investments in the developing world and in Central and Eastern 
Europe. 


This year's RPP also sets out some new directions for CIDA aimed at increasing the impact of Canada's 
aid effort and its support for programming in a few areas where countries in the developing world face 
particularly significant challenges to reduce poverty and create sustainable development. 


Four areas are especially critical: health and nutrition, basic education, HIV/AIDS and the protection of 
children from forms of abuse such as child labour and armed service. Over the next year, CIDA will 
develop a strong package of programming in these areas that both builds on existing work and brings 
forward new and innovative initiatives. I know that there are substantial challenges to be met in each of 
these areas. At the same time, progress in past decades - in raising life expectancy, reducing child deaths 
and increasing literacy - provides clear evidence that aid does work and does make a difference. 


An important element in making this difference lies in ensuring that our approach to development - the 
way we carry out our mandate - offers us the greatest impact and effectiveness. Over the past several 
years, much thought has gone into exploring ways to increase aid effectiveness and there is now 
widespread agreement on the key elements for success. As CIDA moves forward with its agenda it will 
draw on these lessons and explore new approaches to programming. For example, Canada will look for 
increased opportunities to work more closely with other donor countries and our developing-country 
partners to ensure our collective efforts are well co-ordinated and work towards the same goals. We will 
also be putting a stronger emphasis on building self-reliance - or capacity - in developing countries to 
ensure they are able to take charge fully of their own development.

Partnerships -- in Canada and with other countries -- will remain important. To a growing extent, 
international co-operation is about the transfer of knowledge and expertise, not just resources. Canada 
has world-class expertise to offer in areas essential to development and that expertise rests largely within 
Canadian society - in non-governmental organizations, in business, in universities and colleges and in 
hundreds of other organizations across the country. Through stronger partnerships, Canada will be able 
to ensure that its aid program remains effective and that the assistance we provide is relevant to the needs 


of recipient countries. 


Together, these new directions should allow Canadians to make an even stronger contribution to global 
development. That's important, not just because Canadians care about the well-being of others, but also 
because we have a strong and growing stake in international co-operation. As the world grows more 
interdependent, events in other lands will have an increasing impact on the well-being of Canadians. By 
investing in international co-operation -- in supporting social and economic progress in the developing 
world -- we are also investing in our own future. 


As Minister for International Co-operation I have felt privileged to have the opportunity to see firsthand 
the contribution Canadians are making in countries around the world. Now, in a new century and a new 
millennium, we have the opportunity to draw on the best lessons of the past and the best Canada has to 
offer to help move forward to a brighter future. All Canadians can contribute, so I invite you to read this 
document and reflect on how you too can be a part of this global effort.

EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


Canada's Official Development Assistance (ODA) program has as its purpose the support 
of sustainable development in developing countries with a view to reducing poverty and 
contributing to a more secure, equitable and prosperous world. This purpose mirrors 
Canada's three foreign policy objectives: the promotion of global security; contribution to 
prosperity and employment; and the expression abroad of Canadian culture and values. 


CIDA, the lead Government organization for Canada's ODA, has, in the pursuit of its 
mission, developed a poverty-reduction strategy and made it a key element in each of the 
Agency's six program priorities. These priorities are: basic human needs; gender 
equality; infrastructure services; human rights, democracy, good governance; 
private-sector development; and environment. CIDA's Countries in Transition program, 
approximately 20% of which qualifies as ODA, focuses on co-operating with countries of 
Central and Eastern Europe through programs which: facilitate their transition to market 
economies; promote democratic reform; build Canadian trading links with the region; 

and reduce threats to international and Canadian security. 


CIDA manages 79% of the International Assistance Envelope. Other departments, 
including the Department of Finance and the Department of Foreign Affairs and 
International Trade (DFAIT), account for the remaining 21%. ODA accounts for 96% of 
the Envelope. 


Canada and the world face the new millennium with the advantage of 50 years' 
experience of development co-operation in the developing world. The results have been 
mixed. On the one hand, several key indicators of human well-being -- life expectancy, 
child health, education -- have shown marked improvement. On the other, some 
countries and peoples -- in Sub-Saharan Africa, for example -- have been left out of 
much of the progress. In a few cases, their situations have worsened in recent decades. 
While the percentage of people living in absolute poverty -- on less than US$1 a day -- 
has declined, the actual number has increased because of population growth. The toll 
taken by HIV/AIDS on health, family stability and life expectancy is both an indication 
and a cause of some of the reversal. Women and children have been among the most 
vulnerable and most affected victims of poverty, the HIV/AIDS pandemic and civil and 
cross-border wars. 


International co-operation has made positive and meaningful contributions to the 
well-being of people in developing countries. It has also played an important role in 
learning, and promoting consensus, about the factors which make for successful 
development efforts. Key elements of the consensus -- enshrined in the Development 
Assistance Committee's Shaping the 21st Century -- are local ownership of development 
initiatives, partnership, donor co-ordination and policy coherence. New instruments -- 
including sector-wide approaches (SWAPs) and the World Bank's Comprehensive 
Development Frameworks (CDFs) -- promise to answer the challenge of achieving these 
success factors. Shaping the 21st Century, as well as the outcomes of a number of 
international fora, also establish specific goals and targets for development co-operation 
in the early years of the new millennium. 
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These new approaches coincide with changes in the area of development financing. 

After several years of declining ODA flows, a number of donor countries are taking steps 
to return to growth in their ODA profile. Nevertheless, ODA remains roughly 20% 
lower in real terms than the levels achieved at the beginning of the 1990s. 


Over the next several years, Canada's international co-operation program will seek to 
develop more focused, strategic approaches. The Agency will continue to emphasize 
poverty reduction and will seek to increase its impact in key social sectors. Given the 
importance of sound social development to all communities, CIDA will strengthen its 
programming in four key areas: health and nutrition, HIV/AIDS, basic education and 
child protection. In future, CIDA's programs are likely to evolve to the point where they 
rely less on individual projects and more on co-ordinated, integrated SWAP- and 
CDF-type interventions. 


This Report on Plans and Priorities includes detailed plans by CIDA's seven Business 


Lines: Geographic Programs, Countries in Transition, Multilateral Programs, Canadian 
Partnership, Policy, Communications and Corporate Services. 
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SECTION IT: 


DEPARTMENTAL OVERVIEW 


A. MANDATE, ROLES AND 
RESPONSIBILITIES 


Canada in the World, the Government's foreign 
policy statement released in February 1995, sets 
out the following mission for Canada's Official 
Development Assistance (ODA) program: 


"The purpose of Canada's Official 
Development Assistance is to support 
sustainable development in developing 
countries in order to reduce poverty and to 
contribute to a more secure, equitable and 
prosperous world." 


Canada in the World established Canada's three 
foreign policy objectives as: the protection of our 
security, within a stable global framework; the 
promotion of prosperity and employment; and the 
projection of Canadian values and culture. 
International assistance is a vital instrument for 
achieving all three objectives. For example: 


O International assistance contributes to global 
security by tackling many key threats to 
human development and human security, such 
as the abuse of human rights, disease, 
environmental degradation, population growth 
and the widening gap between rich and poor. 


O Asan investment in prosperity and 
employment, international assistance 
connects the Canadian economy to some of 
the world's fastest growing markets and 
contributes to a stronger global economy in 
which Canadians, and other peoples, can 
grow and prosper. 


O It is also one of the clearest expressions abroad 
of Canadian values and culture - of 
Canadians' desire to help the less fortunate and 
of their strong sense of social justice - and an 
effective means of sharing these values with the 
rest of the world. 


The Agency, in pursuing its mission, has 
developed a poverty-reduction policy which 
commits CIDA to making poverty reduction a key 
element in each of its six ODA program priorities 
(see Section HI-A below). The policy is being 
implemented across all of CIDA's ODA 
programming channels and includes initiatives 
that address poverty through both direct and 
indirect means. 


CIDA is also responsible for the delivery of 
programs to the countries of Central and Eastern 
Europe (CEE). These programs reflect the 
following mission: 


"to support democratic development and 
economic liberalization in Central and 
Eastern Europe by building mutually 
beneficial partnerships." 


Legislation Administered 


CIDA is designated as a department for the 
purposes of the Financial Administration Act by 
Order-in-Council P.C. 1968-923 of May 8, 1968. 
The authority for the CIDA program and related 
purposes is found in the Department of Foreign 
Affairs and International Trade Act, in the Annual 
Appropriations Act and in the International 
Development (Financial Institutions) Assistance 
Act. CIDA is the lead government organization 
for Canada's ODA. 
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B. PROGRAM OBJECTIVE 


In support of its mission, CIDA seeks to attain the 


following two-fold objective: 


Oto facilitate the efforts of the peoples of 
developing countries and countries in 
transition to achieve sustainable economic 
and social development in accordance with 
their needs and environment, by co-operating 
with them in development activities; and 


Oto provide humanitarian assistance thereby 
contributing to Canada's political and 


economic interests abroad in promoting social 


justice, international stability and 
long-term economic relationships, for the 
benefit of the global community. 


C. PLANNED SPENDING 


International Assistance Envelope 


The International Assistance Envelope 
(IAE) was introduced in the February 1991 
budget. It funds Canada's ODA! and other 
official assistance initiatives. ODA accounts 
for 96% of the Envelope. The remaining 4% is 
Official Assistance? to the countries of Central 
and Eastern Europe. 


CIDA 1s directly responsible for managing 
about 79% of the IAE. The rest is administered 
by the following departments: 


(1) The Department of Finance, for the World 
Bank Group and for the Poverty Reduction 
and Growth Facility (previously known as the 
Enhanced Structural Adjustment Facility - 
(ESAF), a facility within the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF). 


OO The Department of Foreign Affairs and 
International Trade (DFAIT), for the 
overseas administrative functions relating to 
international assistance; certain grants and 
contributions to cover payments to 
international organizations; the Canadian 
Commonwealth Scholarship and Fellowship 
Plan to enable citizens of other 
Commonwealth countries (46 of which are 
developing countries) to study in Canada; and 
for the International Development Research 
Centre (IDRC), an arms-length corporation 
which reports to the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. 


© A number of other departments which 
administer a small portion of the IAE, 1.e. 
Public Works and Government Services 
Canada (PWGSC), Heritage Canada and 
Human Resources Development Canada 
(HRDC);.

Budget for 1999-00 


As in the previous Budget, the Government 
announced additional resources for the IAE in 
its February 1999 Budget: 


O The injection of $121 million in 1998-99 to 
accelerate payment to major UN 
organizations and to the Enhanced Structural 
Adjustment Facility (ESAF). These funds 
have allowed CIDA to maintain flexibility in 
1999-2000 to sustain new development 
assistance activities. 


O A one-time $50 million increase in 
1999-2000 to the planned reference level of 
the IAE. 


Official Development Assistance is defined by the Development Assistance Committee of the Organization for Economic 


Co-operation and Development (OECD) as funding transferred "to developing countries and multilateral institutions provided 


by official (government) agencies which meets the following tests: 


a) it is administered with the promotion of the 


economic development and welfare of developing countries as its main objective, and b) it is concessional in character and 


conveys a grant element of at least 25%" .

C) A permanent increase of $75 million to the 
IAE starting with the fiscal year 2000-01, 
combined with $5 million for the 
Inter-American Institute for Co-operation 
on Agriculture, for a total of $80 million 
annually. 


Budget for 2000-01 


The February 2000 Budget provides increases to 
the IAE planned reference level as follows: 


1 $100 million to the reference level in 2000-01 
(this is in addition to the $80 million increase 
provided for in the 1999 Budget); 


O an additional $45 million per year in both 
2001-2002 and 2002-2003. 


This represents a cumulative injection of $435 
million to the IAE over the next three years. 


In addition, there is substantial new funding to 
address debt relief and global environmental 
problems. 


On debt relief, $175 million is being provided in 
1999-2000 for grants to the Heavily Indebted 
Poor Countries (HIPC) trust funds at the World 
Bank and the International Monetary Fund (IMF). 
These grants will help ensure the timely provision 


of debt relief to the poorest countries -- as many 
as 25 countries by the end of this year. Canada is 
also committed to providing 100 per cent debt 
forgiveness for HIPCs qualifying for debt relief 
under the HIPC Initiative. 


On the environment, the Budget includes $135 
million over five years for activities at the 
international level aimed at improving the global 
environment. This includes: 


O $100 million for technology transfer and 
related initiatives to help developing countries 
lower greenhouse emissions; 


O $20 million in 1999-2000 to help developing 
countries and countries in transition combat 
persistent organic pollutants; and 


O $15 million in 1999-2000 for the World 
Bank's Prototype Carbon Fund. 


This budget stabilizes program funding for 
2000-01, enabling CIDA to maintain existing 
programming allocations at current levels. The 
Agency will be examining, over the coming 
months, the best way to use the new resources 
announced for future years as well as reviewing 
individual program funding to determine if 
reallocations are necessary to strengthen its 
programming in key areas.

Non-IAE allocation of $3.112 million for Employee Benefit Plans adjustments, 

$4.214 million for salary increases, $300,000 for administration of the Canadian 
Landmines Fund, $419,000 for the administration of the Youth Employment Initiative, 
and $1.243 million for the administration of the Kosovo program. 


In 1999-2000, the allocation represented the Canadian Landmines Fund. In 2000-2001, 
the funds include the non-JAE allocation of $5.952 million for Youth Employment 
Initiatives received from HRDC; the funds of $1.0 million for the Forum of Federations; 
$10.0 million for the International Climate Change Strategy; $11.790 million for the 
Canadian Landmines Funds; and $94.9 million for the Kosovo program. 


In 2000-2001, includes funds of $5.952 million for the Youth Employment Initiative and 
$1.0 million for the Forum of Federations. 


The 1999-2000 funds for ICHRDD were paid by CIDA. Starting in 2000-2001, the 
funds will be paid by DFAIT. 


In 1999-2000, budgets were reduced because some 1999 calendar year international 
obligations were prepaid in 1998-99. In 2000-2001, all 2000 calendar year international 
obligations will be paid as usual with current fiscal year funds. Therefore, budgets are 
re-instated accordingly. 


In 2000-2001, includes funds of $10 million for the Peacebuilding fund. 
Formerly known as the Enhanced Structural Adjustment Facility (ESAF) 
Includes $5 million for Inter-American Institute for Co-operation on Agriculture.

A, PRIORITIES, EXPECTED

PRIORITIES 


In fulfilling its ODA mission, the Agency 
pursues the following six program priorities: 


i) Basic Human Needs: Supports efforts to 
provide primary health care, basic education, 
family planning, nutrition, water and 
sanitation, and shelter. Canada will continue 
to respond to emergencies with humanitarian 
assistance. Canada is committed to 
providing at least 25% of its ODA to basic 
human needs as a means of enhancing its 
focus on addressing the security of the 
individual. 


ii) Gender Equality: Supports the full 
participation of women as equal partners in 
the sustainable development of their 
societies. 


iii) Infrastructure Services: Helps developing 
countries to deliver environmentally sound 
infrastructure services, with an emphasis on 
poorer groups and on capacity building. 


iv) Human Rights, Democracy, Good 
Governance: Increases respect for human 
rights, including children's rights; promotes 
democracy and better governance; and 
strengthens both civil society and the security 
of the individual. 


v) Private-Sector Development: Promotes 
sustained and equitable economic growth by 
supporting private-sector development in 
developing countries. 


vi) Environment: Helps developing countries to 
protect their environment and to contribute to 
addressing global and regional environmental 
issues. 


Approximately 20% of the assistance efforts in 
Countries in Transition are currently eligible as 
ODA. CIDA's program for Countries in 
Transition focuses on: assisting in the transition 
to market economies; encouraging good 
governance, democracy, political pluralism, the 
rule of law and adherence to international norms 
and standards; facilitating closer trade and 
investment links with the region; and assisting 
international programs to reduce threats to 
international and Canadian security. 


The Agency delivers its programs in four ways: 
policy influence and dialogue pursued with 
recipient countries, with other donors or in 
international fora, in close collaboration with 
DFAIT and other government departments; 
direct assistance through projects and programs 
agreed upon with recipient-country 
governments or institutions; funding activities 
through international development organizations 
which include development banks, multilateral 
agencies and international non-governmental 
organizations (INGOs); and supporting projects 
proposed by Canadian partners from the profit, 
not-for-profit and institutional sectors. 


EXPECTED RESULTS 


Expected results have been broadly defined under 
the six ODA priorities and for the Countries in 
Transition program, as indicated in the results 
tables on the following pages.

Basic Human Needs 


Improved access for the poor to health, education, shelter, food and nutrition, sanitation, 
and pure-water-supply services; 

improved in-country institutional capacity for sustainable human development; 
improved ability of vulnerable groups to increase their productive activities to meet their 
basic human needs; 

timely, effective and appropriate emergency assistance; and 


improved in-country capacities to mitigate disaster impacts. 


Gender Equality Advanced women's equal participation with men as decision-makers in shaping the 
sustainable development of their societies; 


women and girls supported in the realization of their full human rights; and 
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reduced gender inequalities in access to and control over the resources and benefits of 
development. 


Infrastructure Services Improved institutional capacity to manage reform and ensure the efficient and equitable 
provision of services;

INTERNATIONAL CONTEXT 


Development Co-operation: Progress and 
Challenge 


Looking back from the vantage point of a new 
millennium, it is possible to see the tremendous 
progress in standards of living made in the world, 
even in just the second half of the 20th century. 
In the developing world as a whole, several key 
indicators of human well-being -- life expectancy, 
child health and education -- have shown marked 
improvement. Despite recent setbacks, a number 
of developing countries have made significant 
economic progress. Some of them now produce 
consumer goods that rival those of the industrial 
world in their sophistication and degree of 
technological advance. 


At the same time, it is clear that not all countries 
and peoples have shared in this progress. In a few 
cases, there have even been reversals of fortune in 
recent decades. For example, African countries, 
especially in Sub-Saharan Africa, have been 
burdened with slow economic growth and, in 
some cases, brutal and debilitating conflict. In 
fact, in the 1990s, 65 out of 79 conflicts occurred 
in the developing world, many of them in Africa. 
The provision of basic services -- shelter, water, 


Enhanced nuclear safety; 


enhanced peace and security, stability, prosperity and regional 
co-operation; and 


reduced human suffering resulting from emergency situations. 


sanitation -- is woefully inadequate in many 
countries. HIV/AIDS is having a growing impact 
on the continent. 


By 1997, in some countries, it had resulted in a 
decline in life expectancy to pre-1980 levels. 
Debt burdens continue to pose significant 
obstacles for the poorest countries. The recent 
Asian financial crisis and its widespread impact 
exposed the vulnerability even in developing 
nations that had previously made significant 
headway. 


Progress in reducing poverty has also been mixed, 
and poverty remains a global issue of enormous 
dimensions. The proportion of people living in 
poverty world-wide has declined. However, 
population growth -- overwhelmingly 
concentrated in the developing world -- has meant 
that the absolute number of those living on US$1 
a day or less continues to increase. Overall, about 
1.5 billion people now live in such poverty, up 
from 1.2 billion in 1987. By 2015, that number 
may reach 1.9 billion. The gap between rich and 
poor -- within and among countries -- has also 
grown significantly. 
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Poverty exacts a substantial toll on the lives of 
poor women, men, boys and girls. They are more 
vulnerable to ill health and less likely to be able to 
find decent care when they do get sick. 
World-wide, about 17 million die from diseases 
that are almost wholly preventable - and seldom 
fatal - in wealthier countries. 


And now developing countries face the new threat 
of HIV/AIDS. In Sub-Saharan Africa alone, an 
estimated 22.5 million are affected by AIDS and 
in some major cities, one in three adults is 
HIV-positive. It is estimated that within 10 years 
as many as 40 million children in developing 
countries will have lost one or both parents to 
HIV/AIDS. In some countries, this is equivalent 
to one in every 4-6 children. Poverty also means 
that the chance to get a decent education is 
substantially lower, especially for poor women 
and girls. More than 125 million children are now 
not in school, and 870 million people, 70% of 
them women, remain illiterate. 


Children are often the most vulnerable to poverty 
and its attendant effects. About 97% of child 
deaths occur in developing countries, and 34,000 
children in the developing world die every day 
from preventable diseases. Children are also 
vulnerable to unsafe labour practices and 
trafficking for the commercial sex trade. 
Moreover, it is often children whose security is 
most endangered by conflict. In the past decade 
alone, some 2 million children have been killed, 4 
to 5 million disabled, 1 million orphaned and 12 
million left homeless by war and conflict. Another 
250,000 children now serve as soldiers in 
conditions that put their lives at great risk, leaving 
lasting emotional and physical trauma and 
severely reducing their opportunities to participate 
fully in society as they grow older. 


A host of other issues - often closely related to 
poverty - cloud the prospects for developing 
countries, and necessarily involve all countries in 
international co-operation. Global food supplies 
will need to double over the next 35 years to keep 
pace with population growth. Water scarcity will 
likely affect growing numbers - in the developed 
and developing world - and may exacerbate 
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existing tensions in some of the world's trouble 
spots. Already, 25 countries and 300 million 
people face chronic shortages of fresh water. By 
2025, these numbers are likely to rise to 66 
nations comprising two-thirds of humanity. By 
2050, despite slowing population growth, there 
will be 9-11 billion people on earth. On average, 
they will also live longer. Policy makers in the 
developing world will face the twin challenge of 
providing opportunities for their young while also 
dealing with the health and social problems of 
older segments of their populations. 


The environment -- particularly climate change -- 
and trade are two areas that will present 
increasing challenges for developing countries 
and for international co-operation. Because of 
globalization and interdependence, both issues are 
of increasing concern to a growing number of 
countries. Many environmental issues are now 
global in reach and their resolution depends 
increasingly on securing the co-operation of 
developing countries. For example, it is expected 
that developing-country emissions of greenhouse 
gases will double in the 20 years between 1990 
and 2010. This increase in emissions will affect 
all states, not just the developing world, so it will 
be important to help developing countries build 
the capacity for environmentally sustainable 
development and participate in the development 
of international environmental agreements. 


Much the same holds true for trade. Ina 
globalizing economy, trade is more and more 
important to developing countries. Participation 
in the global economy is important both in helping 
them meet their immediate needs and in providing 
a foundation for sustainable development and 
poverty reduction. Trade helps developing 
countries generate foreign currency to pay for 
imports and debt servicing. Trade is also a source 
of technology and knowledge transfer and helps 
create jobs. Yet, in spite of these potential 
benefits, many developing countries are 
marginalized from global trade and require 
considerable assistance to develop their capacity 
to participate more fully in the world economy. 
This is another area where international 
co-operation can help build capacity - by assisting 


countries to meet multilateral trade commitments 
and establish policies at home that promote 
increased trade opportunities. 


The Role of International Co-operation 


For 50 years, international co-operation has been 
an important element in helping to tackle these 
development challenges and supporting progress 
in the developing world - for example, through 
highly successful child health interventions, such 
as immunization, and through research that has 
dramatically boosted food production in even the 
poorest countries. Over the same period, 
international co-operation has evolved 
substantially - both to reflect changing realities 
and to take into account the lessons learned 
through development experience. 


Initially, donor countries sought to transfer the 
experience of European reconstruction to the 
developing world, with a focus on investment and 
infrastructure. These early efforts in the 
developing world soon gave way in the 1960s and 
1970s to a more broadly based development 
concept that tended to rely heavily on the state to 
plan and promote growth and social change. 
During that period, protectionist and inward 
looking economic policies impeded the process of 
growth and development, notably in Latin 
America. In the 1980s, particularly in the 
aftermath of the Latin American debt crisis earlier 
in the decade, there was growing recognition 
internationally of the importance of the market in 
development. There were also increased concerns 
about the cost of excessive state intervention - 
e.g., unsustainable debt burdens, inefficient 
bureaucracy, inappropriate regulatory systems and 
increased opportunities for corruption. 
Market-oriented approaches gained favour and 
there was a heavy emphasis on policy reform and 
a sharply reduced role for government. 


Today, the lessons of the last half century have 
been brought together into a growing convergence 
in development thinking which acknowledges the 
limitations of both state and market and seeks to 
identify where their most appropriate and helpful 
role should be. This new approach to 
development also has a strong emphasis on 


ensuring that a country's economic and social 
policy environment is structured in such a way 
that aid investments can be as effective as 
possible. This means, in turn, a growing focus on 
establishing the correct roles for government and 
civil society respectively within partner countries. 


Some of the key elements of this new consensus 
are found in Shaping the 21st Century. The 
Contribution of Development Co-operation, a 
strategy published in 1996 by the Development 
Assistance Committee (DAC). The targets set out 
in the paper - the International Development 
Goals - are based on agreements reached in a 
series of world conferences throughout the 1990s. 
The principles contained in Shaping the 21st 
Century - local ownership, partnership, aid 
co-ordination, policy coherence - are based on 
many years of development experience and enjoy 
support throughout the development community. 
Canada played an important role in the 
development of Shaping the 21st Century and has 
had significant influence on the thinking set out in 
that document, particularly on its approach to 
partnership. 


Complementing this consensus is growing 
evidence on the kinds of programming 
approaches that make aid effective. This evidence 
- most compelingly presented in the World Bank's 
1998 study, Assessing Aid - looks at how 
market-driven growth, along with appropriate 
roles for the state, can best reduce poverty. It 
looks as well at the roles played by a country's 
policy environment and institutional strength in 
influencing the effectiveness of the aid resources. 
This growing convergence of views is now being 
drawn together in the development of the World 
Bank's Comprehensive Development Framework 
(CDF) - an approach to development that would 
unite aid donors and recipients in support of 
programming based on enhanced aid 
co-ordination and strengthened local ownership. 


The CDFs are also integrated approaches to 
development that seek to address the full range of 
factors that are critical to success. The application 
of CDFs to a number of pilot countries is now 
being explored by the development community, 
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including Canada. If successful, these early 
experiences could provide a focal point for 
expanded action on international co-operation in 
the future. 


This new thinking is having a profound influence 
on international co-operation and on the kinds of 
programming donor countries will be supporting 
in the years ahead. Past experience suggests that 
some caution is always appropriate when moving 
in new directions. However, the degree of 
consensus on these new approaches, along with 
the wealth of experience supporting them, is 
unprecedented. 


If these lessons are applied carefully and 
effectively in the years to come, they have the 
potential to accelerate development progress into 
the new millennium and to round out and 
complete the achievements made in the past half 
century. Success will depend heavily on the 
capacity of developing countries to take the lead 
in this process. It will depend also on the policy 
environment, the degree of donor co-ordination 
and the volume of international assistance. 


Development Financing 


The series of financial crises that shook emerging 
markets in 1997 and 1998 reduced access to 
international capital flows to all but a handful of 
countries. Private.capital flows from OECD 
countries to developing countries, which had been 
increasing through the 1990s, continued to fall in 
1998 falling from US$244.9 billion to US$147.2 
billion. 
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In contrast, official development finance 
(concessional and non-consessional) managed to 
increase in 1998 from $75.3 billion to $88.3 
billion. Most significantly, the decline in ODA 
witnessed from 1992 to 1997 came to a halt in 
1998 rising by US$3.6 billion to US$51.9 billion 
- an increase of 9.6% in real terms. The recovery 
in aid from OECD countries in 1998, was due in 
part to short-term measures to deal with the 
Asian financial crisis but also reflected policy 
decisions by a number of donors to stabilize and 
gradually rebuild their aid programs after the cuts 
of recent years. 


Nevertheless, ODA remains roughly 20% lower 
in real terms than the levels achieved at the 
beginning of the decade. The share of net ODA 
in the GNP of OECD countries rose slightly from 
0.22% to 0.24% in 1998 but remains significantly 
below the level of 0.35% achieved in the 
mid-1980s. Only four countries -- Denmark, 
Norway, the Netherlands and Sweden -- 
exceeded the UN target of 0.7%. 


Official non-concessional finance nearly tripled 
to US$15.2 billion between 1997 and 1998. 
Most of this net capital inflow consisted of 
emergency loans intended to stabilize financial 
markets. 


There were some positive developments in 1998. 
Along with the suggestion in certain OECD 
countries that their ODA levels would rise, donors 
approved the replenishment of the International 
Development Association with over US$11 
billion in new contributions, and further progress 
was made towards debt reduction through the 
Heavily Indebted Poor Countries (HIPC) 
initiative. This program brings together both 
bilateral and multilateral official creditors to lower 
the external debts of the poorest heavily-indebted 
countries to sustainable levels. 


Countries being considered under the HIPC 
initiative are required to prepare Poverty 
Reduction Strategy Papers (PRSPs) which will 
serve as a basis for programs supported by the 
World Bank or the IMF. These papers, which 
replace the Policy Framework Papers (PFPs), 
should eventually be prepared by all developing 
countries seeking concessional lending under IDA 
and the Poverty Reduction and Growth Facility. 
PRSPs will be prepared by national authorities in 
consultation with NGOs and other stakeholders. 
These papers will analyze poverty conditions and 
present medium-term action plans to reduce 
poverty and generate economic growth. 


FUTURE DIRECTIONS 


Over the next several years, Canada's program of 
international co-operation will seek opportunities 
to develop more focused, strategic approaches. 
This will include a stronger emphasis on poverty 
reduction and increased impact in key social 
sectors, particularly in Africa. 


It will include as well an evolution in the kinds of 
programming undertaken by the Agency to 
include new initiatives that rely less on individual

projects and more on broad, co-ordinated 
approaches towards a given sector - e.g., health or 
education. 


The aim is to make Canadian assistance even 
more effective, to better pool Canada's efforts 
with those of other donors and its partner 
countries and to get the maximum development 
impact from aid dollars. 


Increased Social Impact 


Good social policy is good economic policy. A 
healthy, well-educated population means better 
lives not just for individuals, but for the 
community as well. In fact, a prosperous and 
growing community begins with investments in 
individual well-being - in health and education 
and in the protection of the most vulnerable 
members of society. 


Given the importance of sound social 
development to all communities, CIDA will in the 
years ahead strengthen its programming in four 
key areas, ensuring that in each there is a strong 
focus on addressing gender equality: 


As a development community we face a critical choice. We can continue business as 
usual, focusing on a project here, a project there, all too often running behind the poverty 
curve. We can continue making international agreements that we ignore. We can continue 
engaging in turf battles, competing for the moral high ground. Or we can decide to make a 


real difference.

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C1 Health and nutrition: These are 


fundamental building blocks for development 
in any society. They are also areas where 
Canada has world-class expertise to offer. 
Canada has long shown leadership on a range 
of health and nutrition-related issues -- 
notably the global campaign to immunize the 
world's children against the deadliest 
preventable diseases and efforts to improve 
child nutrition through low-cost supplement 
programs. Building on this experience, 
Canada will launch a leadership initiative to 
support improved health and nutrition in the 
developing world. Under this initiative, CIDA 
will seek in co-operation with others, to reach 
certain specific goals such as the eradication 
of measles and a major reduction in 
tuberculosis. The initiative will also work to 
improve child health by improving nutrition. 
It will also include measures aimed at malaria 
control. The emphasis will be on integrated 
approaches which offer the most 
comprehensive impact from each health 
intervention. In line with its Strategy for 
Health, CIDA will also continue to pursue its 
priority of improving women's health and 
reproductive health, and strengthening 
national health systems. 


HIV/AIDS: This is now not merely a health 
matter but a growing development concern 
with far-reaching impacts across all of 
society, particularly in Africa. It has already 
reduced life expectancy rates in some parts of 
the continent and left millions of children 
without parents. Decisive action is urgently 
needed to halt its spread and mitigate its 
already harmful effects. Canada will 
therefore devote substantial new efforts to 
finding ways to prevent its continuing spread. 
Steps taken will include the promotion of: 
innovative approaches to health education and 
communication on HIV/AIDS and gender 
relations; changed sexual behaviors; and a 
focus on prevention among adolescent girls 
and boys. Other steps will include measures 
that reduce the rate of mother-to-child 
transmission of the disease. 
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C Basic education: Universal access to basic 


education is fundamental for long-term 
development. Yet, despite significant 
progress in expanding access to education, far 
too many children remain out of school. 
Drop-out rates in the poorest countries are 
high, the quality of public education is often 
very poor and about 880 million adults in the 
developing world are illiterate. This is more 
than in 1990. And the numbers are growing. 
The challenge is especially critical for girls, 
who are often unfairly denied the 
opportunities for schooling granted to boys. 
Yet, investing in expanded education for girls 
has enormous development benefits - 
expanded income for women and their 
families, improved family health, reduced 
birth rates and increased agricultural 
productivity. Education -- especially for girls 
-- is clearly one of the best possible 
development investments. So CIDA will 
move forcefully to strengthen its support for 
basic education. An important element of this 
approach will be to seek to rally the world 
community around the goal of eliminating the 
gap between girls and boys in basic education 
while also improving the quality of education 
and the educational sector in developing 
countries. 


Child protection: Children are the most 
vulnerable members of society. In societies 
torn by war or burdened with poverty and its 
attendant problems, this vulnerability is most 
apparent and finds expression in the 
trafficking of children, child labour, the 
prevalence of street kids and the use of 
children as soldiers. Child protection -- 
finding ways to end the exploitation of boys 
and girls -- will therefore be an area of 
growing involvement for Canada's 
international co-operation program. It will 
also be an important element of CIDA's 
contribution to the government's human 
security agenda. This is important, especially 
since it is the security of children that is often 
most threatened. CIDA's efforts will be 
undertaken through a mix of activities, 
including direct programming that helps 


protect children -- for example, by helping to 
remove them from service in situations of 
armed conflict. CIDA will also promote 
dialogue with other donors and partner 
countries to build broader support for 
measures to protect children. 


New Approaches to Development Programming 


To support its efforts in these four areas, and as 
part of its continuing evolution, CIDA will 
explore new approaches to programming that seek 
to build on the lessons of the past 50 years in an 
effort to achieve greater development impact from 
its aid investments. These new strategies will 
include the following elements: 


O Participation in CDFs: CDFs offer a new 
and promising approach to development. 
Canada is participating in three pilot CDFs 
(Ghana, Bolivia and Vietnam). The 
knowledge and experience gained through 
these pilot projects will be used to inform 
Canadian aid programming in other countries 
as well, with a view to developing more 
innovative approaches by Canada and its 
partners. 


OC Developing new programming 
instruments: CIDA will also look for 
opportunities to shift some of its efforts in 
developing countries away from support for 
individual projects towards what are called 
sector-wide approaches, or SWAPs. 
Essentially, this approach, which would be 
undertaken in co-ordination with other 
donors, would see CIDA providing broad 
support -- both financial and technical -- to a 
developing country in a given sector, health, 
for example. The resources and knowledge 
provided by CIDA would go to improved 
planning and service delivery within that 
sector rather than to specific projects. This 
approach aims to build sustained capacity 
within a country to address key social issues 
in ways that are more responsive to local 
concerns. Donors, by uniting their efforts and 
combining related projects in a country, 
would also help to lessen the administrative 
burden on donors, including CIDA, and the 


developing-country partners. This approach 
also puts a premium on the quality of the 
knowledge Canada can provide to its 
developing-country partners. 


C) Building capacity and knowledge: CIDA 
will also place a greater emphasis on helping 
to develop capacity in partner countries. 
Capacity development -- ensuring that 
developing countries and countries in 
transition have the knowledge, skills and 
trained women and men they need -- is the 
key to long-term, self-reliant development. 
Capacity development, already an important 
element in all CIDA programs, will be 
emphasized further. Three areas are especially 
important for capacity development: trade, the 
environment and governance. Trade and the 
environment are important not just because of 
their critical role in development, but also 
because both are subject to a growing body of 
international rules and agreements. If 
developing countries are to benefit fully from 
these rules, they need to be able to participate 
effectively in international negotiations on 
trade and environmental issues. Governance 
is important as well, because the ability to 
govern well, to develop sound public and 
private institutions, and to put in place 
effective policies is a prerequisite to broader 
development progress. Canada has world 
class expertise in each of these three areas and 
will strengthen its effort to transfer its 
knowledge and skills to its 
developing-country partners. CIDA will also 
be looking more closely at the role knowledge 
networks -- within the Agency, as well as with 
other government departments and 
non-governmental bodies -- can play in 
helping to develop effective responses to 
broad, cross-cutting issues. 


Over the next two years, CIDA will therefore 
undergo a process of assessment and examination 
to identify the changes needed to be as effective 
as possible in an increasingly knowledge-based 
world. 
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As it enters a new millennium, CIDA will 
continue to evolve to meet new challenges in 
ways that ensure continued development impact. 
By strengthening its focus on areas of significant 
social concern -- health and nutrition, HIV/AIDS, 
basic education, child protection -- CIDA will 
support progress in areas that underpin overall 
development gains. At the same time, this 
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increased impact will be enhanced by the 
exploration of new kinds of programming that 
will draw on the key lessons of the past half 
century and bring donors and partner countries 
together to work in a co-ordinated fashion on 
issues of shared interest. 


B. DETAILS BY BUSINESS LINE 


‘OBJECTIVE 


To support sustainable development and poverty reduction by undertaking 
development programs in specific countries, in keeping with their needs, the 
purpose and priorities of the ODA program, and Canada's foreign policy 
interests. 


PUTTING IT IN CONTEXT 


Three Geographic Programs -- country-to-country programs in Africa and the Middle East , 
Americas and Asia -- enable the Government of Canada to plan and execute international 
co-operation activities through direct links with governments and organizations in developing 
countries. This is the main channel through which the Canadian government makes long-term 
investments in areas critical to sustainable development. Geographic Programs account for 
about a third of Canada's international assistance budget. 


The needs of developing countries are the primary consideration in determining the selection 
and nature of Geographic Programs. The programs also reflect Canada's capacity to meet such 
needs. The prime responsibility for national development rests with the countries and peoples 
themselves. Accordingly, consultation and co-operation with governments are crucial in 
developing and implementing programs. 


With few exceptions, Geographic Programs are delivered in kind rather than cash. They are 
delivered by CIDA with the help of Canadian suppliers and executing agents or are procured in 
the developing countries or regions concerned. 


AFRICA AND THE MIDDLE EAST 


Since 1996, Africa and Middle East Branch has had two main, closely related program 
objectives: reducing poverty and promoting peace and security. The region presents a 
mixed picture in a rapidly evolving environment. From 1994 to 1998, the region's 
economy grew at a steady rate of 4-5% annually. Yet, Africa and the Middle-East, 
particularly Sub-Saharan Africa, is the main development challenge of the 21st century. 
It is home to the vast majority of least developed countries. Poverty levels in relative 
terms are among the worst in the world. Corruption is widespread and systemic; and in 
spite of numerous multi-party elections, few governments have been changed through the 
ballot.box. In 1999, growth fell to 2.5% in Sub-Saharan Africa and about 2% in North 
Africa and the Middle-East. This decline was caused by reduced primary commodity 
prices, the large number of conflicts and the impact on South Africa's economy of Asia's 
financial turbulence. 
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Some countries -- including those in the CFA zone and Egypt, Jordan, Morocco, 
Mozambique and Tanzania -- fared better. The prospect of successful peace 
negotiations in areas such as the Middle East, a more open attitude toward the reduction 
of corruption, increased trade liberalization and privatization, and stronger political will 
towards regional integration, should foster economic growth. 


Despite progress in some countries, Africa as a whole faces immense problems. Poverty 
is endemic in many cases. At present, 47% of the population in sub-Saharan Africa lives 
on less than US$1 a day. Reaching the international goal of halving the proportion of 
people living in absolute poverty by 2015 would require sustained annual growth of 
5-8%. Debt burdens compound the poverty challenge and reduce the countries' capacity 
to invest in essential social services. Education and health care are also woefully 
inadequate in many African countries. Fifteen African countries enrol less than 50% of 
their children in primary school and literacy rates are under 40% in 25 countries. Africa 
is home to the world's highest maternal and infant mortality rates and has been hit 
especially hard by the HIV/AIDS pandemic. The effects of this pandemic now reach 
well beyond the impact on individual health. It now has a sustained impact on social and 
economic development, especially in Southern and Eastern Africa. This impact can be 
seen, in part, in reduced life expectancy in some countries, deepening poverty and the 
growth in the number of children orphaned by AIDS. 


ASIA 


The specific goal of the Asia Branch is to promote growth with equity. To attain this 
goal, the Branch will continue to pursue three interrelated and mutually reinforcing 
objectives: contributing to poverty reduction; strengthening the basis for prosperity; 
and promoting security. Poverty reduction must come first and is essential for achieving 
prosperity; and sustained prosperity is needed to achieve security. Therefore, all Branch 
efforts will be viewed through the lens of poverty reduction. 


Asia, the world's most populous region, has about 60% of the world's population, but 
only 16% of its land. Asia houses more than half of the world's poor, and some of its 
greatest developmental success stories. The fact that Asia is steeped in history, culture 
and tradition provides continuity to the communities that live there, but also causes many 
tensions. Overall, Asia exerts significant influence over global affairs. 


Many Asian countries, particularly in Southeast Asia, sustained high rates of economic 
growth over the past three decades. Even South Asia, starting from a very low base, grew 
faster than the industrialized world over the past decade. For many countries, economic 
growth coincided with improvements in income distribution and rising living standards, 
including higher life expectancy, reduced infant mortality and better access to basic 
education, including for women. However, Asia approaches the new millennium with 
considerable uncertainty. Not only have the region's economic conditions changed; so too 
have the political and strategic dynamics. 
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The unprecedented improvements in living standards and poverty reduction experienced 
by many countries in Southeast Asia have been tempered by the recent economic and 
financial crisis. Inequitable distribution of the benefits of the earlier rapid economic 
growth is a stark reality. Long-term growth potential remains strong in China. Yet China 
has also been adversely affected by the Asian financial crisis. Countries in the Indochina 
region are struggling to recover from both the after effects of the decades of war and the 
recent financial crisis. Democratization is in its early stages in many of these countries. 
In South Asia, the positive impact of economic growth will continue to be tempered by 
population growth and the resulting rise in the number of people living in poverty. 
Uncertainty about the economic prospects of this region increased following the 
detonation of nuclear devices by India and Pakistan in 1998 and the resulting imposition 
of economic sanctions by several industrial countries, including Canada. 


AMERICAS 


Two imperatives will define CIDA's actions in the Americas in the coming years: the 
need to improve equity and address the increasing marginalization of the poorest, and the 
need to promote sustainable growth by supporting the region's promising economic, 
social and democratic reforms. Despite the lingering effects of the 1998-99 financial 
crisis and a series of severe natural disasters, the situation in Latin America and the 
Caribbean generally remains relatively peaceful, prosperous and stable. Economic and 
democratic reforms have proven surprisingly resilient in the face of adversity. Economic 
growth has averaged 3% per year through the last decade, a significant increase from the 
1% percent annual average during the 1980s. However, the number of people living in 
poverty remains relatively unchanged. The poorest see little benefit from the region's 
growth and reform. 


The diverse effects of globalization have become the principal driver of change across 
the region. The financial crisis caused currency devaluation, capital flight and other 
disruptions. However, the impacts were far less severe than expected. Increased trade, 
more open markets and private capital flows continue to fuel economic growth in most of 
the Americas. Sound economic policies are crucial to continued success. Greater 
integration and increased competitiveness are seen as essential in positioning the region 
in an era of globalization. This is particularly true for the Caribbean, with many small 
and undiversified economies. Following a series of natural disasters, reconstruction is 
also a priority in much of Central America, the Caribbean, Venezuela, Peru and Ecuador. 


However, external economic shocks, austerity measures and natural disasters continue to 
affect poor women and men disproportionately. Their productive capacity and access to 
essential services are particularly vulnerable to circumstances beyond their control. 
Safety nets are often inadequate. Although democratization in the region has progressed 
tremendously in the past 20 years, democratic institutions are still fragile, and the 
engagement of civil society in the democratic process is often limited. 


Since the early 1990s, Canada has sought to play a more substantial role in the 
inter-American system. The enhancement of our diplomatic, trade and development 
efforts has been well received throughout the region. Canada has been chosen to play a 
lead role in several key hemispheric events over the next two years, culminating in the 
third Summit of the Americas, to be held in Quebec City in April 2001. These events 
will draw considerable attention to Canada's relationship with the Americas.

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A continuing challenge for countries in Africa and the 
Middle East, and for the Branch is to seek solutions to the 
AIDS/HIV pandemic not merely as a health crisis but as a 
major development issue. 


Similarly, armed conflicts and social tensions, which exist in 
several countries, impose direct human cost and erect 
additional obstacles to the development process. There is 
also a need to understand instability in terms of its 
relationship to issues such as mass migration, environmental 
degradation and access to and control over natural resources, 
including land and water. In Sub-Saharan Africa, the 
problem is aggravated by the proliferation of small arms and 
land mines and the involvement of boys and girls as soldiers, 
through kidnapping or as a result of extreme poverty in many 
households. 


Satisfying the need for sustainable, equitable economic 
growth also poses the challenge of promoting increased 
market openness, secure property rights, improved access to 
private capital and infrastructure services. Also needed are: 
a reduction in corruption, greater regional integration, a 
better educated and healthier population, a significant 
reduction of gender inequalities and the protection of natural 
resources. Linking African countries and populations to the 
information economy and supporting their efforts to harness 
the benefits of the new information and communications 
technologies represent another set of challenges. There is 
also a need to ensure Africans become beneficiaries rather 
than victims of these new developments. 


Given these very substantial challenges, it is critical that 
every effort be made to achieve the maximum impact from 
development investments in Africa -- by African countries 
themselves and by their donor partners. To this end, both 
recipient and donor countries are now exploring approaches 
that are based more strongly on key elements of development 
effectiveness, such as enhanced local ownership, 
strengthened partnerships, involvement of civil society, 
improved donor co-ordination, expanded debt relief and 
increased capacity building. One means of putting these 
principles into practice is through participation in the 
Comprehensive Development Frameworks (CDFs). Seven 
countries in Africa are now involved in CDFs on a pilot 
basis. Canada is participating in the CDF exercise in Ghana. 
Improved debt relief, with a strong poverty-reduction focus, 
will also be important to the development prospects of many 
African countries.

ASIA 


One lesson from the Asian crisis is that economic growth 
alone cannot ensure sustained poverty reduction. There 
must also be strong, resilient, participatory government and 
civil-society institutions capable of withstanding shocks and 
protecting and promoting the interests of the poor and the 
vulnerable. At the heart of the poverty-reduction challenge is 
the need to create conditions that allow for an increase in the 
well-being of the people. 


Issues of governance are at the centre of many of the most 
pressing problems. In all countries, establishing a 
governance system capable of undertaking economic and 
political reforms to address the needs of the poor is an 
ongoing task. 


Gender inequality remains a concern. Women's well-being 
lags behind men's by as much as 30% in the relatively more 
developed Asian countries and by much more in South Asia. 
Successfully removing the inequalities will result in more 
efficient and effective use of development resources and 
strengthen the prospects for equitable economic growth, 
good governance practices and poverty reduction in the 
region. 


Asia presents the world with a major challenge in sharing 
and protecting the planet. The region contains some of the 
countries blessed with the greatest biological diversity in the 
world, countries such as India and Indonesia. But too many 
people, too few resources (particularly land) and pressures 
caused by economic growth have led to worsening 
environmental conditions. Still among the most common 
problems are unsustainable farming practices, distorted 
energy and land use, loss of biodiversity, increasing 
urbanization and industrial pollution, degraded coastal and 
marine ecosystems, poor quality and scarcity of water, and 
weaknesses in national policies and institutions for 
conservation and environmental protection. 
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Despite widespread change and considerable economic 
growth, the fundamental development challenge for the 
Americas remains to increase social equity while 
consolidating economic and political reforms, and 
stimulating sustainable economic growth and 
competitiveness. Economic reform and regional integration 
are taking on added significance in light of current concerns 
regarding the vulnerability of small economies in the 
context of the proposed Free Trade Area of the Americas. 


Basic human needs remain a key priority. The emerging 
focus on the basic needs of poor girls and boys has 
particular relevance. Branch programs aim to improve the 
availability and quality of basic education, nutrition and 
primary health care. They include efforts to improve 
delivery systems for public health services, to reduce 
maternal mortality, and to address the spread of tuberculosis 
and HIV/AIDS. Population growth and urbanization 
highlight the need for potable water and sanitation services 
-- important determinants of health. 


Governance programming in the Americas seeks to improve 
the capacity of key institutions to formulate and implement 
equitable social and economic policies. Respect for the 
rights of poor women, children, indigenous peoples and 
other vulnerable groups -- and the access of such groups to 
services -- is required. Greater participation of these groups 
in the democratic process and a stronger civil society are 
vital if greater equity is to be achieved. Increasing attention 
to corruption is also reflected in Branch activities. 


The financial crisis and recent natural disasters affect the 
poor disproportionately. This fact highlights the need to 
improve the productive capacity of the poor, through 
improved agricultural production and marketing, expanded 
credit facilities, micro-credit programs for poor 
communities, better education and training and broader 
access to productivity-enhancing infrastructure. 
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EXPECTED RESULTS 


Expected results under the Geographic Programs 
business line are the same as those under the 
Agency's six priority areas. (See "Expected 
Results" chart on page 10.) The degree of 
emphasis given to each of the priorities varies 
from Branch to Branch and from country to 
country. 


More specifically, in Africa and the Middle 
East, emphasis will be placed on Basic Human 
Needs, including health, education and 
HIV/AIDS; and Human Rights, Democracy, Good 
Governance (HRDGG) , including peace-building 
and conflict resolution. The programming focus 
in Asia will be on poverty reduction with 
emphasis on Governance, Gender Equality and 
Environment. Within its Basic Human Needs 
programming, the Asia Branch will pay attention 
to basic education, health and the protection of 
children. In the Americas, Basic Human Needs, 
Gender Equality, Private-Sector Development and 
HRDGG will be areas of emphasis. 


KEY STRATEGIES 


O Within the current ODA framework, each of 
the three Geographic Programs will 
strengthen support for measures to improve 
health and nutrition, increase access to 
basic education, reduce HIV/AIDS and 
promote child protection. This will be 
especially critical in Africa where needs are 
often greatest in each of these four areas. 
Persistent poverty in Asia and the Americas 
also make these four areas important bases for 
programming. 


O The agency will increase its focus on 
building partnerships with developing 
countries, including their civil societies, to 
more effectively address development 
problems and transfer needed Canadian 
knowledge and expertise. There will be 
particularly strong focus on local ownership 
of development initiatives by the developing 
countries themselves. 


L) One means of strengthening and improving 
aid co-ordination is through CIDA's 
participation in Comprehensive 
Development Frameworks. The Africa, 
Asia and Americas Programs are involved in 
CDFs in Ghana, Vietnam and Bolivia 
respectively. These are being undertaken on a 
pilot basis. The CDFs are designed to 
promote a co-ordinating and leadership role 
for developing-country governments and civil 
societies in the development process. 
Opportunities will be sought to apply the 
experiences gained through participation in 
these CDF exercises to other country 
programs in the three regions. 


O CIDA will experiment with new initiatives 
such as broader, co-ordinated approaches to a 
given sector (sector-wide approaches - 
SWAPs). These can help to make Canada's 
assistance more effective, and result in greater 
development impact from Canadian tax 
dollars. SWAPs also help to strengthen 
capacity in developing countries and lay the 
groundwork for long-term sustainable 
development. 


O The Agency will support capacity building in 
developing countries to ensure they have the 
means to provide for their own long-term 
development. Capacity building is an element 
of all programming in the three Geographic 
Programs. However, CIDA will focus 
increased attention on building capacity in the 
areas of trade, environment and governance. 
Trade and environment are important for a 
number of reasons. Both issues are central to 
development success and both are also subject 
to a growing number of international 
agreements. Developing countries need to 
develop capacity in both areas if they are to 
participate in, and benefit from, these 
agreements as well as ensure that trade and 
environmental issues are reflected in their 
own national development endeavours.

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__COUNTRIES IN TRANSITION. 


OBJECTIVE 


To support democratic development and economic liberalization in Central and Eastern 
Europe (CEE), to facilitate Canadian trade and investment links in the region, and to 
assist international efforts to reduce threats to international and Canadian security. 


PUTTING IT IN CONTEXT 


Canada's Countries in Transition (CIT) Program supports the countries of Central and 
Eastern Europe (CEE) in their reform towards market economies and democratic political 
systems. The bulk of this program is comprised of Official Assistance (non-ODA). The 
program is flexible and responsive, allowing Canada to adapt to a wide spectrum of 
conditions in CEE countries, while promoting Canadian priorities and interests in the region. 
The largest component of the CIT Program is technical co-operation. This component 
focuses on country-specific projects that share Canadian expertise in key sectors. Projects 
are proposed and managed by Canadian firms, non-governmental organizations (NGOs), 
business and trade associations, government departments, labour groups, and educational 
institutions. Projects are small, have low overhead, and are approved and implemented 
quickly. The CIT Program also includes a number of other elements. 


O A multilateral program supports the work of international institutions, such as the World 
Bank Group and the European Bank for Reconstruction and Development, and includes 
trust funds that support Canadian consulting services for Bank project preparation and 
assessment. 


CO A humanitarian assistance program helps people displaced by conflict or suffering the 
effects of internal crisis. 


CO A regional program supports the creation and strengthening of regional networks in 
sectors related to CIT Program priorities, through the provision of technical assistance. 


O The Renaissance Eastern Europe (REE) Program assists Canadian companies to form 
long-term business relationships with companies in the region. 


O A nuclear safety program delivers on commitments made by Canada in the G7 (primarily 
related to Chernobyl). 


O Finally, the Canada Funds for Local Initiatives enable Canadian embassies to support 
community-based projects. 
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Although the pace of democratization and economic liberalization has not been uniform 
across the region, several countries should "graduate" from the CIT Program to a more 
mature political, commercial and social relationship with Canada over the next five years. 
For example, Poland's economy has been growing since 1992, primarily in response to 
macroeconomic stability and a strengthened financial sector. Five countries - Czech 
Republic, Hungary, Poland, the Slovak Republic and Slovenia - have experienced an 
increase in life expectancy rates since 1989. Thirteen countries are now candidates for 
accession to the European Union, considered a primary incentive in the movement 
towards democratic reform and in the transition to market economies. Six of the thirteen 
countries - Cyprus, Czech Republic, Estonia, Hungary, Poland and Slovenia - began full 
accession negotiations last year. No country 1s expected to join the Union prior to 2004. 


There has been some privatization and reform in Albania, Bulgaria, Romania, Ukraine, 
the former Republic of Yugoslavia and the Commonwealth of Independent States 
(Armenia, Georgia, Kazakhstan, Kygrystan, Russia and Uzbekistan). However, these 
countries are still characterized by a measure of state control and by weak financial 
institutions. Azerbaijan, Belarus, Tajikistan and Turkmenistan are still predominantly 
command economies. Widespread atmospheric, aquatic and terrestrial pollution is a 
legacy of command-and-control economies. Clearly, the Countries in Transition 
Program will be required for many years to come. 


In many of these countries, official GDP has declined significantly since 1989, by as 
much as 50% in some cases. The reduction in national income has created higher levels 
of unemployment and deteriorating social programs. Poverty is growing, social 
indicators are declining and significant gender-based disparities exist throughout the 
region. Diseases such as tuberculosis and HIV/AIDS are spreading at alarming rates. 


Governance is also a serious issue in these countries. Corruption is considered pervasive 
and deeply rooted. Public confidence in the states' ability to govern is low. Public 
institutions are in serious need of strengthening. 
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CONCRETE EXAMPLES CHALLENGES AHEAD 


The challenges faced in program implementation will 
depend largely on developments in the region and will 
vary from country to country. However, the existing 
laws and regulations supporting the reform process 
throughout the region are inadequate. 


The CIT Program must therefore continue to support 
initiatives designed to improve the environment for 
business and investment. Efforts to build the capacity 
of the judiciary, the police forces and other institutions 
to deal with crime and corruption will continue. 


Instability in such regions as the Balkans and 
Chechnya poses significant challenges to the reform 
process. Initiatives need to be developed to deal with 
the social issues, including health issues, affecting the 
societies. Considerable resources must be expended to 
return to pre-conflict socio-economic conditions. The 
reform process in these regions will be protracted.

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KEY STRATEGIES 


O Fostering partnerships: The success of the CIT 


Program is directly linked to the quality of the 
relationship among the Canadian partner, the 
recipient partner and the CEE Branch. All future 
Branch efforts will focus on the development of 
quality partnerships between Canadians and 
members of the recipient organizations, both 
before project approval and during implementation. 


Donor co-ordination in the Balkans: As the 
conflict in Kosovo drew to a close, the 
international community began a concerted effort 
to rehabilitate Kosovo and assist the war-affected 
countries bordering the Federal Republic of 
Yugoslavia by promoting sustainable peace, 
security and democratic governance. CIDA 
expects to play a modest but helpful role in sectors 
where Canada is recognized as possessing the 
expertise to make a meaningful difference. 
Specifically, Canada is contributing to 
humanitarian and economic assistance, 
community-based rehabilitation, peace-building 
and the promotion of a secure environment. 
Canada supports, and is a member of, the Stability 
Pact, which brings together donor countries and 
agencies to promote stability in the Balkans. CIDA 
is particularly keen on contributing to economic 
reconstruction, development and co-operation. 


Capacity building in health: The social cost of 
political and economic reform has been high. In 
the Russian program, technical assistance is 
targeted towards strengthening the capacity of 
public and private institutions to deal with the 
broad range of health and social issues, including 
HIV/AIDS, youth services and community-level 
health care.

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OBJECTIVE 


To promote a more effective and efficient multilateral development system which 


supports sustainable development in order to reduce poverty and to contribute to a 
more secure, equitable and prosperous world; and to provide appropriate, timely and 
effective Canadian humanitarian assistance and food aid to developing countries. ! 


PUTTING IT IN CONTEXT 


The multilateral development system comprises: international humanitarian organizations 
that deal with conflict resolution, disaster relief and assistance to refugees; the 
international financial institutions -- the International Monetary Fund, the World Bank 
and the four Regional Development Banks -- that facilitate access to development 
finance and support an open trade and payments system; and United Nations and other 
development organizations, such as the Global Environment Facility and the 
Commonwealth Fund for Technical Co-operation, that support sustainable development 
in developing countries. The system facilitates consensus building on key global issues, 
joint international responses and the sharing of lessons learned. One of the overarching 
goals is reducing poverty and improving the quality of human life. 


Multilateral development institutions channel US$40-60 billion annually to support human 
development and poverty reduction in the developing world. They play a major role in 
setting the international development agenda. They are key advocates for national and 
international policies and actions that are essential to the achievement of the human and 
economic development targets agreed to at major UN Conferences and set out in Shaping the 
21st Century. 


The Multilateral Programs Branch is the backbone of Canada's leadership role in key UN and 
Commonwealth development and humanitarian organizations as well as the Regional 
Development Banks. Multilateral programs allow Canada to leverage substantial resources 
in support of its international priorities, and to have a major influence on policies and 
programs designed to meet emerging and ongoing global and regional development 
challenges. Canada works with other member states and with key officials within 
multilateral organizations to enhance the effectiveness of the multilateral development 
system and to promote reform as a means of improving performance and results in 
development and humanitarian terms. 


! Over time, the security mandate of the Branch has been expanded to encompass: (a) the reduction of the scourge of antipersonnel land mines 
by supporting demining activities, promoting mine awareness and strengthening victim assistance; and (b) the reduction of the negative impact 
of conflict on development through the support of peace building initiatives which are catalytic in nature in countries entering, experiencing or 
emerging from conflict. 
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Canadians need a strong multilateral development and humanitarian system to help the 
world address threats that transcend borders and menace all of humanity. Such threats 
include complex humanitarian emergencies; global environmental issues such as climate 
change and ozone layer depletion; the rise and resurgence of infectious diseases such as 
tuberculosis and AIDS; and, more recently, economic crises resulting from the increased 
volatility of global financial markets. Economic and financial globalization requires 
effective instruments of global governance and strengthened multilateral institutions. 

The rationale for multilateralism -- that global problems require global solutions -- is now 
clearer than ever. 


In 1998-99, debt relief was a priority for most MDBs. Under the leadership of the G-7 
countries, a new proposal to provide broader, faster and deeper relief to heavily indebted 
poor countries (HIPCs) led to the development of the Enhanced HIPC Initiative. This 
Initiative has since gained wide support among donor countries and is under 
consideration by the World Bank, the IMF and Regional Development Banks. 
Throughout this process, Canada has publicly advocated a generous package of debt 
relief that is, as much as possible, additional to existing and planned aid flows.

CHALLENGES AHEAD 


As a part of the multilateral system, Canada responds 
to global challenges, such as: 


O) Achieving the development targets agreed to at 
recent international conferences and summits, 
including those targets mentioned in Shaping 
the 21st Century. 


C1 Preventing and reducing the frequency, 
duration and impact of complex humanitarian 
emergencies. 


C) Responding effectively to well-known global 
concerns -- poverty, refugees, climate change, 
AIDS and hunger/malnutrition, particularly 
among children -- as well as such emerging 
issues as land mines and peace building. 


The pursuit of optimal performance by multilateral 
development and humanitarian institutions 
presents challenges for the Branch. These include: 


O Maintaining Canada's influence and credibility 
despite financial constraints. Supporting the 
creation of approaches, such as the 
Comprehensive Development Framework 
(CDF), which attempts to ensure that 
developing countries, including their civil 
societies, have the deciding voice regarding 
their development priorities and programs. 


O Encouraging the IFIs to: enhance the 
transparency of their operations; facilitate the 
participation of civil society; improve the 
governance performance of borrowers; and 
increase anti-corruption activities. 


O Building support for food aid strategies that 
address specific nutritional deficiencies as well 
as the continuing problem of food deficits 
among poor households. 


O Supporting the government's human security 
agenda through peace building, land mine 
removal and rehabilitation of victims, as well 
as the treatment of the root causes of 
destabilization including poverty and 
environmental degradation.

OBJECTIVE 


To promote mutually beneficial partnerships between Canadian and 
developing-country organizations to support sustainable development and 
reduce poverty in the developing world. 


PUTTING IT IN CONTEXT 


The Canadian Partnership Branch (CPB) manages a number of responsive programs. This 
means than these programs, which operate on a cost-shared basis, support development 
initiatives planned, designed and implemented by CIDA's partners -- Canadian private-sector, 
public-sector and civil-society organizations and their developing-country counterparts. CPB 
supports and engages its Canadian partners in meeting CIDA's commitments and objectives. It 
also provides them with the opportunity to help shape and enrich Canada's ODA program with 
their ideas, experiences and capabilities. 


Canada and developing countries have a mutual interest in ensuring that their civil societies and 
public and private sectors are active development partners. In some cases, the skills and 
knowledge required by developing countries can best be transferred by non-governmental 
bodies, sometimes through a joint effort by NGOs and other agencies. Development 
effectiveness and sustainability also depend heavily upon the skills and capabilities of the 
developing countries. The Branch therefore focuses on increasing the capacity of local 
organizations through strengthened partnerships. 


While NGOs, universities and colleges, professional associations and such membership 
organizations as co-operatives and unions, undertake programs in all six ODA priorities, their 
contribution is particularly noteworthy in the areas of basic human needs; human rights, 
democracy, good governance; gender equality; and the environment. Private-sector partners 
play a major role in targeting poverty reduction by promoting sustainable economic growth 
through the Industrial Co-operation Program. Although the private-sector development and 
infrastructure services priorities are particular focuses of the Industrial Co-operation Program, 
private-sector partners also contribute to environmental and gender equality issues. Grassroots 
intervention and the transfer of Canadian technology and knowledge to strengthen local 
institutions are key tools in pursuing these six priorities. 


The program also works with youth in Canada and developing countries to develop the 
knowledge, interest and abilities of a new generation of leaders.

Because of their responsive nature, CPB programs will face the 
additional challenge of determining, in consultation with 
Canadian partners, ways to advance CIDA's emerging emphasis 
on health and nutrition, basic education, HIV/AIDS and child 
protection, while continuing to harness the contributions of these 
autonomous partners. The same consultation and determination 
will apply with regard to the Agency's increasingly strategic 
approach to planning, implementation, evaluation and reporting. 


CPB will also need to continue working with Canadian partners 
to sharpen the focus on development results and to refine 
measurable indicators.

capacity building as a critical factor in people-centred 
development, especially in the context of poverty 
reduction and sustainable development. 


OC Working with the private sector: CPB will encourage 
the Canadian private sector to identify opportunities to 
participate in the development of joint ventures. A 
proactive approach will be taken to increase the flow of 
information on the Industrial Co-operation Program to 
the Canadian private sector. 


O Partnerships: Creating sustainable partnerships 
between Canadian and developing-country organizations 
is the cornerstone of CPB's program. The responsive 
nature of the program ensures that Canadian 
organizations are given the opportunity to contribute to 
Canada's international development effort , in 
co-operation with their developing-country partners.

OBJECTIVE 


To develop and recommend policies, expert advice and strategic plans in the area 
of sustainable development and to provide development information resources to 
CIDA. 


PUTTING IT IN CONTEXT 


Policy Branch formulates and maintains the ODA policy framework in support of the 
Agency's mandate and program priorities in the context of Canada's broader foreign 
policy objectives and interests. The Branch monitors issues and trends in development 
assistance, such as the link between good social policy and development. It provides 
strategic advice and information to the Minister, the Agency and other government 
departments on a wide range of long- and short-term development policy and strategic 
issues. The Branch also provides specialized expertise on scientific and technical 
matters. In certain cases -- e.g., environmental assessment -- it verifies Agency 
compliance with legislation. 


Policy Branch takes the lead on the strategic planning and management of the 
International Assistance Envelope and allocations on behalf of CIDA. At the 
international level, the Branch focuses on improving the co-ordination of Canadian 
development policies with those of other donor countries -- e.g., through the 
Development Assistance Committee of the OECD. Policy Branch also helps to represent 
Canada's interests in international fora and verifies that relevant international 
commitments undertaken by Canada are reflected in the government's international 
development policies. 


At the domestic level, the Branch works closely with other departments and agencies on 
policy research and development, as well as on issue management, to ensure that 
government policy reflects the full diversity of Canada's relationships with developing 
countries. The Branch manages the Agency's Corporate Memory databank and the 
library, and produces the information required to meet national and international 
responsibilities for reporting on ODA expenditures.

the economy. Reflecting these relationships in development 
programming requires a greater emphasis on policy analysis 
and multidisciplinary skills. 


In addition, because of globalization and interdependence, 
issues once seen as domestic now have strong international 
dimensions. More government departments are becoming 
involved in foreign policy and a broader range-of issues are 
subject to international co-operation. These changes require 
aid agencies to participate in policy discussions on a broader 
range of issues. 


New approaches to development programming are also 
placing greater emphasis on policy work and the transfer of 
knowledge and expertise. These approaches include 
increasing attention to capacity development, donor 
co-ordination and policy-oriented programming, particularly 
in governance. Growing concerns for coherence in 
government policies affecting Canada's relations with 
developing countries (e.g., trade, investment, immigration) 
also call for a more prominent role for policy in international 
co-operation. 
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Together, these trends pose a number of 
challenges for Policy Branch: 


U Strengthening the knowledge base: There 


is an increasing need to expand the 
knowledge base in Policy Branch - both in 
terms of strengthening its scientific and 
technical capacity and developing a cadre of 
policy analysts who are able to bring 
integrative approaches to complex issues. 
Strengthening this knowledge base requires 
appropriate information systems and the 
access to knowledge-based networks, within 
CIDA and externally as well. 


Policy coherence: As more departments get 
involved in international co-operation issues, 
CIDA, through its Policy Branch, must have 
the capacity to bring a strong development 
perspective to bear on the Government's 
response to an increasing array of issues. 
The Branch needs expertise and knowledge 
on a wider range of issues. It also needs 
personnel who can effectively present 
development perspectives in 
interdepartmental fora. 


Knowledge-based programming: As 
development programming shifts to new 
approaches based on broader donor 
co-ordination, such as the CDFs and SWAPs, 
there will be a growing emphasis on the role 
aid agencies can play in policy analysis and 
dialogue - within given sectors and in broader 
development processes. In general, there is a 
trend in development programming towards 
an increased focus on providing partner 
countries with knowledge and expertise, in 
addition to more traditional financial support. 


Strengthening the strategic planning 
capacity: Given the increasingly complex 
policy environment and the shift to more 
knowledge-based programming, the strategic 
planning capacity of Policy branch must be 
strengthened to provide more consistent and 
coherent policy and program direction. This 
will require stronger analytical and policy 
research capacity to enable the Branch to 
better identify emerging issues, integrate 


cross-cutting issues into Agency 
programming and provide greater corporate 
direction to the international co-operation 
program as a whole.

Strengthening the knowledge base: This 
will be a top priority for the Branch over the 
next 2-3 years. One important step will be to 
improve the integration of scientific and 
technical personnel within the Branch, as 
well as the Agency more generally, in ways 
that allow them to contribute more effectively 
to policy and program development. This 
may involve as well developing new 
scientific and technical capacity in areas of 
growing development concern (e.g., trade). 
Policy Branch will also strengthen its cadre 
of analysts to ensure it has a core of 
personnel who are able to integrate a range of 
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related policy issues into corporate 
perspectives and represent the Agency 
effectively in policy dialogue with other 
government departments, non-governmental 
bodies, other donors and developing-country 
partners. An important result of a 
strengthened Policy Branch will be improved 
linkages between Agency policies and 
programming. 


Policy outreach with other government 
departments: Policy Branch will undertake 
a concerted effort to contribute more fully to 
a wider range of cross-government initiatives 
that have a bearing on international 
co-operation. Policy Branch will bring a 
perspective to these initiatives that reflects 
Canada's growing stake in the developing 
world and in international development. 


Supporting knowledge-based approaches 
to development: Together with program 
branches, Policy Branch will explore new 
forms of programming based on the 
principles of local ownership, strengthened 
development partnerships and improved aid 
co-ordination - for example, through CDFs 
and SWAPs. The emphasis in these new 
approaches will be on providing policy 
guidance, knowledge and expertise to 
developing-country partners. Capacity 
development -- particularly in the areas of 
trade, the environment and governance -- will

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also be an important element of these 
knowledge-based approaches. In addition, 
Policy Branch will lead an evaluation of 
current country programming with a view to 
ensuring aid funds are allocated in ways that 
maximize their impact on poverty and reflect 
conditions within individual countries. 


Improving CIDA's strategic planning 
capacity: Based on a strengthened cadre of 
policy analysts, Policy Branch will increase 
its support for policy research and analysis 
on key issues affecting the international 
co-operation program. This will include 
in-depth analysis of the program today -- for 
example, its range of country programs and 
program instruments -- as well as the 
identification and analysis of emerging issues 
that will have a growing impact on 
international co-operation. Within the 
Agency, Policy Branch will strengthen its 
role within the strategic planning process, 
including in its relations with program 
branches, to ensure more consistent and 
coherent corporate direction for the Agency. 
Taken together, the objective of these 
strategies is a strengthened Policy Branch 
that is better able to exercise leadership 
within CIDA and also better placed to 
contribute to the government's broader 
agenda on issues related to international 
co-operation.

COMMUNICATIONS 


OBJECTIVE 


To improve Canadians' awareness and understanding of and support for Canada's 
international development assistance and co-operation programs. 


PUTTING IT IN CONTEXT 


The communications function supports the achievement of Agency-wide objectives in two 
ways. First, given the recognition that CIDA cannot conduct the work of development 
co-operation by itself, communications plays a key role in the building of partnerships. 
Second, through its communications programs and activities, the Agency satisfies Canadians' 
desire to know the nature and results of international development initiatives undertaken by the 
government in their name and with their tax dollars. Strengthening partnerships and 
demonstrating results -- two key priorities of the Communications Branch -- are identified in 
Canada in the World, the government foreign policy statement, as two ways of meeting 
Canada's international assistance objectives and priorities. 


While all Branches within CIDA share the responsibility of communicating with partners and 
Canadians in general, Communications Branch plays a leadership role. Over the years, the 
Branch has implemented a number of programs to reach out to the media, elected officials, 
opinion leaders, decision makers, youth as well as other Canadians in all regions of the country. 
Over the past year, under the leadership of Communications and Canadian Partnership 
Branches, the Agency has adopted a public engagement strategy. This strategy will guide 
CIDA's efforts to encourage more Canadians to get involved in development. Implementation 
of this strategy will increase collaboration with domestic development partners engaged in 
communications and education activities and lead to a more synergistic public engagement 
approach which will optimize resource allocations and maximize results. 


The Development Information Program is the only program in the Communications Branch 
which administers ODA funds. The other programs and activities are funded through the 
Branch's operational and maintenance budget.

This support is provided in the form of 
strategic advice, media relations and analysis, speech 
writing, events planning and organization, printed and 
audio-visual materials and communications research. 


C Support ongoing and emerging priorities: To 
communicate CIDA's work to Canadians, core 
messages are designed to demonstrate the direct 
benefits of the aid program on recipients and are 
supported by concrete examples of CIDA in action in 
relation to the six CIDA priorities. Increasingly, the 
Branch will highlight Agency activities under the 
emerging areas of emphasis -- health and nutrition, 
basic education, HIV/AIDS and child protection. 


© Outreach: Outreach programs such as the Speakers 
Program, the Regional Events Program and Partners 
in Communication enable CIDA officials, 
parliamentarians and partners to inform and discuss 
the benefits of the aid program with Canadians in all 
regions of the country. Events such as /nternational 
Development Week and the Our Millennium 
Campaign provide additional opportunities for CIDA 
and its partners to raise awareness of development 
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issues and to encourage Canadians to take an active 
part in international development. Through its 
internet site, the Agency welcomes more than 25,000 
visitors a month with current information on its 
development programs and activities. 


Partnership: Through the Development Information 
Program (DIP), Communications Branch works in 
partnership with non-governmental and private-sector 
organizations to promote awareness and 
understanding of international development issues. 
The Program reaches millions of Canadians every 
year with innovative print, television and radio 
initiatives that highlight Canada's role and the unique 
contributions Canadians make in developing 
countries and countries in transition. For example, in 
April-May 2000, CTV and TVA viewers will be 
exposed to the devastating impact of AIDS in Africa 
through a documentary on the life of Lucille 
Teasdale, the Canadian doctor who died of AIDS 
after dedicating her life to the people of Uganda. 


Public engagement: To implement the Agency's 
Public Engagement Strategy, CIDA and its partners 
will work together to find ways to improve 
information sharing, to identify the best approaches to 
reach and engage Canadians, particularly youth, and 
to measure results.

OBJECTIVE 


To ensure that CIDA has the necessary support services for the efficient and effective 


achievement of the international development assistance program objectives within the 
framework of federal government policies, procedures and controls. 


PUTTING IT IN CONTEXT 


The Corporate Services business line covers the work of the Agency Executive, the Human 
Resources and Corporate Services Branch and the Performance Review Branch. The 
Corporate Services activity provides the Agency with support services that are not specific to 
any individual channel of program delivery. The costs of these services are classified as 
indirect administration, as opposed to direct administration which can easily be identified with 
a particular channel of delivery. 


HUMAN RESOURCES AND CORPORATE SERVICES 


The Human Resources and Corporate Services Branch (HRCS) works in partnership with 
Agency management to develop, implement and monitor corporate service tools, mechanisms 
and practices for optimal management of CIDA's resources. The Branch provides strategies, 
advice, programs and policies in the areas of human resources, administration and security, 
finance, contracts and procurement, information management and technology, and legal 
services. HRCS takes a leadership role in developing and facilitating Agency adoption of 
best practices in these areas. The Branch also provides services directly to employees mainly 
in the areas of career management, counselling, compensation and benefits, workplace health 
and safety, and redress mechanisms. 


Recently the Branch received a new mandate to promote corporate knowledge and facilitate 
change management. The Branch is now responsible for developing and implementing 
concrete strategies to help CIDA become more of a learning organization. HRCS will 
promote the active sharing of knowledge around the globe about project contents and results, 
administrative requirements, lessons learned and best practices within CIDA and with the 
Agency's partners around the globe. HRCS will also develop strategies to take a more 
proactive approach to help employees deal with the changes facing the organization. 


A second new mandate is to participate in a joint initiative with Policy Branch to develop 


and implement a Strategic Management Framework . This initiative will provide a strategic 
framework and governance structure for the optimal management of CIDA resources. 
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PERFORMANCE REVIEW 


In support of CIDA's six priorities, the Agency's Performance Review system 
emphasizes the responsibility of CIDA managers at all levels for demonstrating 
development results and acting on performance information. A productive alliance 
between managers and review professionals links review activities to learning, 
management decision-making, accountability and external reporting practices. The 
Performance Review Branch (PRB) is responsible for conducting evaluations, internal 
audits and special investigations. PRB also provides functional leadership in 
results-based management. 


Assessing aid effectiveness is a key element of CIDA's transformation into a more 
results-oriented, transparent and accountable organization. Lessons learned from assessment 
activities become part of the Agency's knowledge base and lead to improved performance. 
Assessing aid effectiveness is also an integral part of the management process that links a 
range of activities from corporate planning to reporting. Assessments enable managers to 
better exercise their accountabilities by offering them tools to help them achieve expected 
results. 


Evaluations are carried out with the active involvement of appropriate CIDA managers and 
staff. Emphasis is placed on methodological rigor in order to ensure the credibility and 
utility of evaluation findings. Internal audits are conducted to provide assurance on the 
management framework and focus on its various elements: systems, procedures and 
management practices used by CIDA managers to achieve established objectives and results, 
as well as controls that give managers reasonable assurance that expected results will be 
achieved and that due prudence and probity are being exercised with public funds. 
Results-based management is being developed by means of a participatory approach 
involving an Agency-wide practitioner network. This approach ensures "buy-in" by CIDA 
managers and the development of management tools which meet program requirements.

CIDA's Sustainable Development Strategy

Our Commitment to Sustainable Development, 
CIDA, September 1997 


Sustainable development does not define a particular path for development, but focuses on what 
would enhance the quality of life. It requires the capacity to adapt to changing conditions, the 
flexibility to work with uncertainty, and with differences in local conditions and in public 
expectations shaped by culture, values and experience. It is participatory, ensuring that local 
communities and individuals have substantive input into designing and implementing 
development programs -- only when local people have a sense of ownership and personal 
investment in their own development will they have a stake in ensuring its long-term 


CIDA will shortly undertake the updating of its first 
Sustainable Development Strategy, Our Commitment 
to Sustainable Development. The Agency's second 
Strategy will be tabled in Parliament by December 
2000. CIDA's business is sustainable development 
through poverty reduction. The Agency is 
committed to producing a Strategy which will 
strengthen the critical role which Canada's 
development co-operation program plays in 
addressing many of the key horizontal issues that 
now head the global security agenda. These include 
trade, environment and development, multilateral 
environmental agreements and capacity-building. 


CIDA will be guided by what it has learned in the 
implementation of the original Strategy, and by the 
Expectations Report of the Commissioner of the 
Environment and Sustainable Development, Moving 
Up the Learning Curve: The Second Generation of 
Sustainable Development Strategies. The Agency 
will: 


QO) assess its first Strategy, identifying what has 
been achieved, what has changed and what 
needs to be done differently; 


QC) enhance the planning nature of the Strategy, to 
make it a strategic, forward-looking document; 
and 


Q) identify an Agency management body to oversee 
the development and implementation of the 
Strategy. 


The Agency will build on its understanding of how 
environmental, economic, political, social and cultural 
systems interact. This understanding helps ensure that 
Canada's development co-operation program 
continues to address root development problems - 
through policy and program proposals, by influencing 
and supporting policies and institutions that promote 
sustainable development, and by fostering increased 
awareness among CIDA's partners about the 
conditions necessary for sustainable development. 


CIDA looks to its next Strategy as an opportunity to 
further strengthen CIDA's capacity for integrated 
decision-making, supported by a management 
framework which builds complementarity between the 
Agency's planning and reporting processes. 


The Agency will seek to set achievable sustainable 
development goals for the next three years, 
quantitatively and qualitatively measurable. The 
selection of workable and credible performance 
indicators to measure progress remains a challenge. 
The Agency's work will be informed by the activities 
of the Development Assistance Committee (DAC) on 
qualitative indicators for measuring progress on 
international development goals. 


CIDA will work closely with its stakeholders to find 
creative and effective means to advance sustainable 
development through poverty reduction. From its 
international partners, CIDA will learn lessons in 
substainable developement many of which will be of 
value to Canadians.

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Backgrounder on Accounting Change and IFI 


IFI Accounting Change 


Starting in 1998-99, the Government initiated a change in how it accounts for its 
payments to International Financial Institutions (IFIs). As a consequence, the full value 
of the notes is considered expended in the fiscal year in which they are issued rather than 
when the actual cash is drawn by the recipient institutions. 


As a result of this change, information on IFI expenditures is provided on an 
encashment basis in Part II of the Main Estimates, whereas in Table 2.1 (page 5) of this 
Report on Plans and Priorities, information is presented on the basis of planned note 
issuance. Table 5.5, below, illustrates the difference between the two accounting 


methods.

Section I: Chair’s Message 


I am pleased to present the Report on Plans and Priorities (RPP) of the Canadian International Trade 
Tribunal (the Tribunal) for fiscal year 2000-2001. 


The Tribunal is a key player within Canada’s trade remedies system as a result of its jurisdiction 
under the North American Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA), the Agreement on Internal Trade 
(AIT), the World Trade Organization (WTO) agreements, the Canada-Israel Free Trade 
Agreement, the Canada-Chile Free Trade Agreement and various other statutes. 


The Tribunal has now completed the review of its procedures and internal processes in order to 
accommodate the imminent proclamation of the legislative amendments to the Special Import 
Measures Act (SIMA) that will confer additional responsibilities on the Tribunal. The Tribunal has 
also completed the review of the Canadian International Trade Tribunal Rules, and their 
implementation will coincide with the proclamation of the legislative amendments to SIMA. 


Due to its diversified mandate, one of the Tribunal’s continuing challenges is to efficiently manage 
a constantly increasing workload in order to meet the statutory deadlines without compromising the 
quality of its findings, determinations and recommendations. Recognizing the commitment of 
members and staff to the Tribunal’s mandate, I am confident that the Tribunal will successfully 
respond to these challenges. 
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Section II: Departmental Overview 


A. Mandate, Roles and Responsibilities 


The Tribunal derives its authority from the Canadian International Trade Tribunal Act (the CITT 
Act), which received Royal Assent on September 13, 1988. 


The Tribunal’s mandate is to: 


>» conduct inquiries into whether dumped or subsidized imports have caused material injury or 
retardation or are threatening to cause material injury to a domestic industry; 


» hear appeals of decisions of the Canada Customs and Revenue Agency (formerly the 
Department of National Revenue) made under the Customs Act, the Excise Tax Act and SIMA; 


» conduct inquiries into complaints by potential suppliers concerning procurement by the federal 
government that is covered by NAFTA, the AIT and the WTO Agreement on Government 
Procurement; 


>» conduct investigations into requests from Canadian producers for tariff relief on imported 
textile inputs that they use in their production operations; 


>» conduct inquiries and provide advice on such economic, trade and tariff issues as are referred to 
the Tribunal by the Governor in Council or the Minister of Finance; and 


> conduct safeguard inquiries into complaints by domestic producers that increased imports are 
causing, or threatening to cause, serious injury to domestic producers. 


The Tribunal is a key player within Canada’s trade remedies system. In its quasi-judicial role, the 
Tribunal protects Canadian producers from two important forms of unfair competition originating 
in foreign countries: injurious dumping and subsidizing. The Tribunal also acts as a court of easy 
access for appeals from decisions of the Canada Customs and Revenue Agency on customs and 
excise matters and for complaints regarding designated government procurement. 


In its advisory role, the Tribunal assists the government through its fact-finding inquiries and public 
hearings, in the resolution of complex economic and trade issues. The Tribunal is guided in these 
matters by the mandate it receives from the Governor in Council. Through its textile reference, the 
Tribunal assists the government in determining the levels of tariffs that will ensure that economic 
gains for Canada are maximised in an industry that faces changing market demands. 


With the emergence of a freer and more open trading system, Canada must increasingly rely on a 
fair and efficient trade remedies system. Through its various jurisdictions, the Tribunal contributes 
to the maintenance of a healthy Canadian economy and to fair trading relations with Canada’s 
trading partners.

B. Departmental / Program Objective 


In an economically and legally sound manner, to conduct investigations and inquiries and to make 
findings and, as directed, recommendations on matters affecting Canada’s commerce and 
international trade, and to decide on taxpayers’ appeals from government customs and excise tax 
assessments and determinations. 


C. External Factors Influencing the Department 


The economic climate is a key external factor affecting the work of the Tribunal. It is a responsive 
institution reacting entirely to external demand. It may not refuse any reference from the Governor 
in Council or the Minister of Finance or turn away any individual, organization or firm that meets 
the minimum conditions for access. Downturns in the domestic and global economies usually lead 
to a deterioration of markets and to increased competition for the remaining businesses. At such 
times, domestic producers become increasingly sensitive to competition from imports and 
increasingly likely to seek protection against unfair trade practices. This generally leads to a larger 
number of inquiries in response to dumping and subsidizing complaints. The Canadian industry is 
also sensitive to trade petitions and actions brought in the United States where there is a risk of trade 
diversion from the United States to Canada. Moreover, as Canadian trade liberalizes and U.S. tariffs 
decrease, the Tribunal’s procedures become increasingly important to Canadian businesses as one 
of the only remaining bulwarks against unfair trade. 


The CITT Act contains broad provisions under which the government or the Minister of Finance 


may ask the Tribunal to conduct an inquiry on any economic, trade, tariff or commercial matter. In 
an inquiry, the Tribunal acts in an advisory capacity, with powers to conduct research, receive 
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submissions and representations, find facts, hold public hearings and report, with recommendations 
as required, to the government or the Minister of Finance. As stated earlier, the Tribunal is a 
responsive institution reacting entirely to external demand. When seized with a reference from the 
government or the Minister of Finance, the Tribunal must adjust its activities and resources 
accordingly in order to be in a position to lay out its inquiry within the prescribed time frame. 


The legislative agenda of government influences the Tribunal’s business line. The imminent 
proclamation of legislative amendments to SIMA and the CITT Act will affect the Tribunal’s 
business line. Amendments to SIMA will confer additional responsibilities on the Tribunal in the 
areas of the preliminary determination of injury, the carrying out of interim reviews and expiry 
reviews of the Tribunal’s findings and the question of public interest. The Tribunal’s business line 
is, therefore, being influenced by external factors. The challenge for the Tribunal is to successfully 
adjust its procedures and processes so that it can fulfil, in a fully satisfactory manner, additional 
responsibility conferred on it by the government. 


Canadian trade policies also have an impact on the Tribunal’s business line. As a result of the 
Canada-Israel Free Trade Agreement and the Canada-Chile Free Trade Agreement, the CITT Act 
had to be amended in the area of safeguards. 


Greater awareness by potential suppliers of the Tribunal’s jurisdiction relating to bid challenges 
under NAFTA and the AIT explains, in part, the steady increase, year after year, in the number of 
complaints filed with the Tribunal. Here again, the Tribunal does not control the influx of 
complaints, but it must find ways of meeting statutory deadlines with a fixed number of full-time 
equivalents.

The conduct of research and investigations, the receipt of evidence and the holding of public 
hearings so as to make adjudications, findings, determinations or recommendations in response to: 


> inquiries under SIMA into whether or not the dumping or subsidizing found by the Canada 
Customs and Revenue Agency (formerly the Department of National Revenue) causes material 
injury to a domestic industry; 


> investigations under the CITT Act of complaints, by Canadian producers of goods, of serious 
injury caused by imports; 


>» appeals from decisions made by the Minister or Commissioner, Canada Customs and Revenue 
Agency (formerly the Deputy Minister of National Revenue) under the Customs Act, the 
Excise Tax Act and SIMA, including new appeals under the Customs Act as a result of the 
Tribunal’s new jurisdiction under the North American Free Trade Agreement 
Implementation Act, 


> requests from domestic producers for tariff relief on imported textile inputs for production; 


> complaints from potential suppliers concerning any aspect of the procurement process under 
NAFTA, the AIT and the WTO Agreement on Government Procurement; 
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>» references under the CITT Act by the Governor in Council on any economic, trade or 
commercial matters, including injury to Canadian producers of goods and services, or by the 
Minister of Finance on any tariff-related matter; and 


>» issues under other acts of Parliament or related regulations including public interest 
considerations, reviews and requests for importer rulings under SIMA. 


D. Key Results Commitments, Planned Results, Related Activities and Resources 
Recognizing that the Tribunal’s entire workload is externally generated and the quasi-judicial nature 
of its operations, the Tribunal is not in a position to identify planned results and related activities 


and resources, as is the case for a regular department.

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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I - The Government Expenditure Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship of 
the key elements of the Main Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget). 


Part II — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable the 
government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before 1 March. 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans which is divided into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year period. 

The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and Il of the Financial Administration Act. These documents 
are to be tabled on or before 31 March and referred to committees, which then report back to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration 
Act. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

Section Il: CRTC Overview 


Mandate, Roles and Responsibilities 


The Canadian Radio-television and Telecommunications Commission (CRTC) was 
established by Parliament in 1968. It is an independent public authority constituted under 
the Canadian Radio-television and Telecommunications Commission Act (R.S.C. 1985, c. 
C-22, as amended) and reports to Parliament through the Minister of Canadian Heritage. 


The CRTC is vested with the authority to regulate and supervise all aspects of the 
Canadian broadcasting system and to regulate telecommunications service providers and 
common carriers that fall under federal jurisdiction. The CRTC derives its regulatory 
authority over broadcasting from the Broadcasting Act (S.C. 1991, c. 11, as amended). Its 
telecommunications regulatory powers are derived from the Telecommunications Act 
(S.C. 1993, c. 38, as amended) and various “special” acts of Parliament related to specific 
telecommunications companies.

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Objectives 


The objectives of the CRTC are: 


e to regulate and supervise all aspects of the Canadian broadcasting system to 
implement the broadcasting policy set out in the Broadcasting Act; and 


e to regulate telecommunications in Canada to implement the policy set out in the 
Telecommunications Act. 


External Factors 
Cultural and Social Issues 


In an increasingly competitive world, technological changes and globalization are 
challenging our cultural sovereignty. We are facing the challenges of ensuring that our 
cultural objectives are still respected in a borderless, digital environment while at the 
same time ensuring that our responses are adapted to the times. For example, we must 
ensure that Canadians have access to quality Canadian programming and at the same 
time, a wider choice of programs. 


Competition that has developed in Canadian communications markets over the past 
several years has considerably increased the choices of both communications services 
and service providers available to Canadians. However, the transition towards a more 
fully competitive market brings additional challenges in the face of the rapid progress of 
information-age economy and increasingly complex communications environment 


While the CRTC actively promotes fair competition, it is essential to note that market 
forces alone will not necessarily achieve all the public interest objectives of the 
Broadcasting and the Telecommunications Acts. While social imperatives and consumer 
safeguards already occupy a fundamental place in our legislation and regulatory policies, 
social issues, such as accessibility of communications services throughout the country, 
will be increasingly important as competition develops further. 


Globalization and Competition 


Globalization has resulted in greater consolidation and concentration of ownership of 
communications companies. Industries are also extending their geographical reach 
through global alliances. There has been a multitude of restructuring issues around 
Canadian broadcasting. There has also been since the advent of the revised radio policy, 
an acceleration of mergers, consolidations and concentration of ownership. There have 
been dramatic changes in the structure, size and ownership of telecommunications 
companies. These types of changes are expected to increase in number and complexity 
over the next few years. Finally, corporate convergence takes place as mergers, 
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amalgamations and diversifications occur and media organizations come to operate 
across previously distinct boundaries. 


These changes impose new demands on the Commission, as they raise significant issues 
in the areas of concentration, vertical integration, international alliances, cross-ownership 
and competitive balance in certain markets. They could also result in new cultural, social 
and consumer concerns, specifically related to the diversity of voices, fair access to 
distribution systems, availability of local content and increased choices to consumers. 


Convergence and Access 


Convergence is the single most important communications policy issue of the last decade. 
The new technology used by cable and telecommunications companies and the capability 
of satellite and wireless technologies to deliver broadcasting and telecommunications 
services are shaping the communications environment of the future. The digitization of 
messages has not only influenced the transmission of messages but also the types of 
products and services that are offered. These new hybrid services combine voice, data, 
text or image and influence the range of services offered by telecommunications and 
broadcasting industries. 


This new platform for interaction provides greater access to information than was 
previously possible and as a result Canadians are redefining their business, social and 
institutional environments. 


With the advent of competition, there have been new entrants in both broadcasting and 
distribution industries. Access becomes a key issue as competition develops further. 
Areas that need to be addressed concern infrastructure access relating to rights of way 
and access to inside wiring in buildings, which has implications under both the 
Broadcasting and Telecommunications Acts. Increasing numbers of applications are 
being brought forward to the Commission, involving new players as well as a number of 
dominant incumbent companies. 


Transition to a Digital World 


The development of digital delivery systems for broadcasting services will increase 
capacity so that consumers may be offered a wider choice of both Canadian and foreign 
services. However, the expansion of capacity that would permit the addition of new 
Canadian services has not occurred as quickly as consumer demand for choice is 
increasing. With the current technology, there is limited analogue capacity left to 
distribute new pay or specialty television services until digital distribution is fully 
implemented. In Public Notice CRTC 2000-6, dated January 13, 2000, the CRTC defined 
the new licensing framework for digital pay and specialty TV services. This new 
framework aims to bridge the changeover from the traditional analogue system to the 
more open-entry, competitive digital distribution. It will result in more choices for 
Canadian consumers, both in terms of content and the way programming services are 
organized and packaged.

Responsiveness to Canadians 


The timeliness of CRTC decisions directly affects business decisions and the public. In 
this transitional period leading towards a more fully competitive market, the CRTC must 
also ensure that public interest objectives are maintained in accordance with the 
Broadcasting and the Telecommunications Acts and that the public’s and the regulated 
industries’ concerns receive attention and timely responses. Since its 1997 Vision, the 
CRTC has made important inroads to encourage greater participation. The Commission 
will continue to encourage greater participation in its public processes. 


In a highly competitive communications environment, the CRTC’s ability to respond 
quickly and effectively to applications and requests is a key component of a strong and 
healthy Canadian communications sector. Applications increase in complexity, as a result 
of the rapidly evolving communications sector. 


We will transform our approaches and processes to respond to these new needs. We will, 
among other things, improve our timeliness, identify and review processes to be re- 
engineered and eliminate unnecessary reporting requirements. We will make our 
processes more effective, assess the impact our regulatory policies, and improve our 
capacity to monitor the environment and the evolution of competition. The CRTC will 
promote greater use of dispute resolution and related processes in order to alleviate 
competitive issues. Finally, the Commission will encourage greater internal convergence 
in order to gain efficiencies and effectiveness.

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For the planning period 2000-2003, the CRTC will undertake the following related 
activities: 


Implementation of the new broadcasting policies and regulations, monitoring and 
adjusting where appropriate — Changes include commercial radio, television policy, 
campus and community radio policy and ethnic policy. 


Licensing initiatives — The CRTC will address new licensing initiatives, renew licences 
and monitor existing licensees as follows: major television multistation groups (CTV, 
TVA, Global in 2001), smaller groups (CHUM, Craig in 2002), as well as new digital 
specialty services. 


Ownership/control transfers — The CRTC will examine an increasing number of 
mergers and consolidations in the broadcasting industry (WIC/Shaw/Global for example). 


Canadian content and development — In the next three years, the Commission will 
monitor the radio and television systems to ensure the availability of quality Canadian 
television programming, particularly i1. important areas, such as drama and children’s 
programming 


Transition to a digital environment — In addressing the transition to a digital 
environment, the CRTC will: 1) examine our existing approach for digital radio and make 
any required adjustments; 2) implement the policy framework for digital specialty 
services; and 3) consider a process to develop a policy for over-the-air television. 


Access issues — The CRTC will examine an increasing number of applications 
concerning infrastructure access relating to rights of way and access to inside wiring in 
buildings. The issue of access has implications under both the Broadcasting and 
Telecommunications Acts. 


Social issues and consumer safeguards — We will monitor our policies relating to 
linguistic duality and cultural diversity, regional voices, violence, the disabled, privacy, 
affordability and accessibility to communication services, as well as to new close 
captioning requirements for new licensees. 


Enhance research capacity to assess impact of decisions — The CRTC will enhance its 
decision-making process by improving its research capacity. We will assess the impact 
of our policies and decisions by developing and refining performance information to 
measure progress. 


Dispute resolution mechanisms — The CRTC will make greater use of dispute 
resolution to settle disputes quickly and will improve its expertise in this area. 


Reduce regulatory burden — We will continue to search for ways to reduce our 
regulatory burden and examine areas to forbear. 


Management practices — The CRTC will develop and communicate service standards 
and monitor the quality of our performance to promote efficient, timely and better service 
to Canadians.

For the planning period 2000-2003, the CRTC will undertake the following related 
activities. 


Competition issues — The CRTC will continue to promote effective and sustainable 
competition. Priority will be devoted to continuing to refine our existing regulatory 
frameworks or developing new ones when and where appropriate for a smoother 
transition to a competitive environment. The CRTC will review and/or refine where 
necessary the subsidy mechanisms as may be required during the transition to a more 
fully competitive marketplace. The CRTC intends also to have a price cap review, review 
and rationalize interconnection arrangements and address related issues such as 
numbering. 


Regulatory frameworks — We will extend a regulatory model to independent telephone 
companies. Also, as of June 30, 2000, the CRTC will have regulatory authority over 
SaskTel. We will adopt a regulatory approach with SaskTel that implements a regulatory 
framework allowing for a smooth transition to federal jurisdiction. 


Access issues — Access to infrastructure issues will be a high priority for the CRTC over 
the next few years, because if not addressed, consumer choice could be severely limited. 
Areas that need to be addressed in this regard are the policy frameworks and disputes 
related to access to rights of way, access to inbuilding wiring and access to support 
structures. 


Streamline processes and improve service levels — The CRTC will improve the 
timeliness of decisions, identify and review processes to be re-engineered and eliminate 
unnecessary reporting requirements. The CRTC will also examine the continuance of 
internal convergence in order to gain efficiencies and effectiveness. 


Reduce regulatory burden — As the level of competition increases in markets the CRTC 
will review the appropriateness of further reducing the regulatory burden of the 
telecommunications carriers. To assist in this matter, the CRTC will enhance its ability to 
monitor competition so as to determine the appropriateness of forbearance in certain 
market segments. 


Dispute resolution mechanisms — The CRTC will promote greater use of dispute 
resolution and related processes in order to alleviate competitive issues in a more timely 
manner. The CRTC will continue to use methods whereby it facilitates a negotiated 
solution between parties.

Context 


The regulatory issues facing the CRTC continue to increase in complexity. The 
significance of communications industries to business and society is highlighted daily 
in the media. Competition has developed rapidly in Canadian communications 
markets and has considerably increased the choice of both communications services 
and service providers available to Canadians. Competition has also increased the 
complexity of regulatory issues for industry, the CRTC, the Government of Canada 
and other participants in the regulatory arena.

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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I - The Government Expenditure Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship of 
the key elements of the Main Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget). 


Part II — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable the 
government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before 1 March. 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans which is divided into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year period. 

The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents 
are to be tabled on or before 31 March and referred to committees, which then report back to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order 8$1(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration 
Act. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

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2.1.1 Mandate 


The Canadian Space Agency (CSA), established in 1989, derives its authority from an Act of the 
Parliament of Canada, the Canadian Space Agency Act, S.C. 1990, c. 13, which states that the pur- 
pose of the Agency is: 
"To promote the peaceful use and development of space, to advance the knowledge of space 
through science and to ensure that space science and technology provide social and economic 
benefits for Canadians." 
Reporting to the Minister of Industry, the Chief Executive Officer of the CSA is the President, to whom 
five core functions report: Space Systems, Space Technologies, Space Science, Canadian Astronaut 
Office, and Space Operations; six executive functions: Audit, Evaluation and Review, Corporate 


Management, Communications, Strategic Development, External Relations and Government Liaison; 
and three Corporate functions: Legal Services, Administration and Human Resources. 


2.1.2 Mission 


The Canadian Space Agency is committed to leading the development and application of space 
knowledge for the benefit of Canadians and humanity. 


To achieve this, the CSA promotes an environment where all levels of the organization will: 
¢ pursue excellence collectively; 

¢ advocate a client-oriented attitude;

2.2.1 Agency objectives 
The principal objectives of the Canadian Space Agency are:

¢ To contribute to the sustainable development of Canada and the world.

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2.2.2 Program Objectives 
The overriding objectives of the Canadian Space Program are: 
e The development and application of space science and technology to meet Canadian needs. 


e The development of an internationally competitive space industry in Canada. 


The Agency has reorganized under a single business line called "Space Knowledge, Applications and 
Industry Development". Its new structure moves away from project-oriented business lines and 
reflects a more service-oriented space sector, with a greater emphasis on terrestrial applications and 
benefits of space activities. Many space activities are becoming more service-oriented, with pro- 
gramming often tied to end-users, and their returns boosted by the adaptation of their technology 
to terrestrial applications. CSA investment will ensure that the needs and aspirations of Canadians 
are met, that key manufacturing capabilities in Canadian technological niches remain in Canada, and 
increasingly, will seek significant business opportunities for Canadian industry. Furthermore, the 
globalization of world space efforts means that most of today’s needs — whether commercial, human- 
itarian or environmental -- are typically met by international entities. Accordingly, Canadian space 
programs are predicated upon a range of vital roles in global partnerships and consortia. Under this 
single business line, there are seven service lines: Earth and Environment, Space Science, Human 
Presence in Space, Satellite Communications, Generic/Enabling Space Technologies, Space 
Qualification Services and Comptrollership and Awareness.

¢ Implement national communications and space awareness programs to take advantage of the 
unique appeal of space for improving scientific literacy among the general public and for pro- 
moting careers in science and technology among students. 


The CSA consults its stakeholders to identify the priorities and objectives for Canada's space activi- 
ties. The Agency has defined a new management framework to formalize its partnerships with stake- 
holders and ensure ongoing consultations in major resource allocation decisions with federal depart- 
ments, provincial governments, industry and academia. 
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2.3.1 External Environmental Factors Influencing the CSA 


The dominant trends affecting the world’s space sector represent both opportunities for new growth 
and development and challenges to the Canadian space sector. These trends are outlined below: 


° Globalization of the Economy 


Globalization is now reaching sectors of the economy like space and defence that used to have a 
greater degree of protection for strategic reasons. Globalization increases industry concentration, 
and is driving a restructuring of the world’s space industry around a few giants capable of producing 
complete satellite systems and associated services, from design through launch and operation. As 
many of these systems are designed to provide world-wide coverage, this situation creates significant 
challenges for Canada’s space industry, particularly in satellite communications where our industry has 
traditionally provided systems to meet domestic market needs. Globalization also creates greater 
international competition and interdependency among trade partners. International cooperation and 
specialization are effective responses to globalization for which Canada is well positioned. 


° Growing Concern for the Planetary Environment 


Population growth and the accelerating industrialization of many developing countries are generat- 
ing spiralling demands for energy and natural resources. These trends, which are unlikely to revert in 
the foreseeable future, add even more pressure on the environment. In the 21st century, protecting 
the environment and managing natural resources will become increasingly important in government 
agendas. These concerns are leading to mounting demand by governments for the capability to 
monitor the Earth’s environment from space (the most effective way to look at the Earth as a whole) 
and to better understand climate change and other vital planetary issues. Canada’s space sector is 
very well positioned to support this need. 


° Changing Role of Government in Space 


Canada has been a leader in commercializing space activities, starting with the creation of Telesat 
Canada to market satellite-based communications. More recently, Radarsat International (RSI) was set 
up to market data from RADARSAT-1 and other sources, and RADARSAT-2 has been privatized. The 
development of advanced technology for government space programs not only ensures that 
Canadian needs for space systems are met but also that government funding of advanced technolo- 
gy helps to position domestic industry to supply competitive solutions, goods and services for large 
multi-national projects. 


° New Funding Base for CSA 


CANADIAN SPACE AGENCY (FUNDING IN MILLIONS OF DOLLARS) 
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The government retains a critical role in adapting the Canadian Space Program (CSP) to the new 
realities. Budget 1999 provided the CSA with stable, ongoing funding and a solid base for planning 
and adjusting programs to the rapidly evolving environment. The cash flow chart above displays the 
resultant long-term funding envelope for the CSA approved in Budget 1999. 


The risks of investing in space are implicit in the long-term scope of the space programs, the inter- 
national dimension of most of Canada's space programs (which limits the ability of any one country 
to fully control schedule, design and cost changes), the uniqueness of the space hardware to be 
developed, the very stringent quality control requirements and the rapidly advancing technology. In 
the face of these risks, cost control and funding flexibility are dominant concerns for the CSA. With 
the change in its funding base, the CSA has revised its risk management practices to make them con- 
sistent with the new budget environment. The new Risk Management Framework of the Canadian 
Space Agency improves risk evaluation and mitigation processes, including timely identification of 
risks affecting projects, development of strategies to significantly reduce risks or avoid them, and allo- 
cation of funds to cover risks. 


2.3.2 Opportunities and Challenges Influencing the CSA 


Along with the above trends, other factors intrinsic to the Canadian space environment heavily influ- 
ence the future of the CSP. The following briefly discusses the challenges and the opportunities affect- 
ing Canada’s space programs by its seven service lines. 


° Space Science 


The Space Science Program has been a cornerstone of the CSP from the very beginning with Alouette 
in 1962. Founded on cooperation with both Canadian and international scientific communities, the 
Program allows our universities to contribute to the global knowledge base and our industries to 
enhance their technologies and productivity through the development of unique scientific instru- 
ments. 


Budget 1999 will enable the CSA to provide new exciting opportunities for the space science com- 
munity and to maintain a position of excellence in the world-wide exploration and utilization of space, 
to fully benefit from participation in international research activities. The human quest for knowledge 
about space, the growing interest in planetary exploration and the new era soon to be opened by the 
International Space Station (ISS) will provide new challenges to the Canadian scientific community in 
the years to come. 


The early utilization of payloads onboard the ISS is dependent on achieving cost-effective arrange- 
ments with our international partners for the use of ISS facilities and on maintaining an adequate level 
of resources. Participation in the Next Generation Space Telescope (NGST) and FIRST/Planck inter- 
national space astronomy missions requires that Canada brings scientific and technical excellence to 
these large projects and has the required funding flexibility, as NASA and ESA drive the projects, 
respectively. Possible participation in the NASA Mars Sample Return Missions 2003 and 2005 requires 
undertaking technical studies on a robotics contribution or other systems before confirmation of par- 
ticipation in these missions. 


e Earth and Environment (E&E) 


A world-wide emphasis on global environmental monitoring and natural resource protection, and a 
trend towards the commercialization of satellite data and products are major factors influencing E&E. 
Canada is exceptionally well positioned in this emerging international market with the development 
of an innovative technologically-advanced industry, the privatization of satellite data marketing with 
Radarsat International (RSI), the modernization of its data reception infrastructure, and the develop- 
ment of products and services demanded by world markets. 


Moreover, the development of the high performance RADARSAT-2 by industry (MacDonald Dettwiler 


and Associates - MDA) will further enhance Canada’s competitive position. Two important recent 
events have delayed the construction of this satellite and may generate additional costs. First, NASA 
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informed CSA that it would not launch RADARSAT-2 in exchange for data as agreed in 1994. Second, 
the US government was unable to provide the necessary authorizations required to permit the US 
supplier of the satellite bus to participate in the program. As a result of these events, the CSA has 
conducted an international competition for the satellite bus and the launcher. In December 1999, a 
European bus supplier was chosen to replace the American supplier. The selection of the winner of 
the launch competition is expected to be complete in early 2000. As a result, the RADARSAT-2 launch 
is now planned for the fall of 2002 rather than early 2002. To ensure continuity of data, this also meant 
that RADARSAT-1 will need to be operated for an additional year. 


The approval of additional funding in Budget 1999 will allow for the strengthening of the Earth 
observation data ground station infrastructure at the Canada Centre for Remote Sensing (CCRS) and 
the development of satellite data applications by industry with other government departments and 
other users. This is an essential element of the strategy to maintain Canadian industry's competiti- 
veness on the emerging international remote sensing markets, a position threatened by competitors 
from the USA and Europe, and the globalization of the space industry. 


e Human Presence in Space 


Canada has established itself as a vital partner in international human space flights and our astronauts 
are being trained to participate in the assembly of the International Space Station (ISS). The space and 
microgravity environments have enormous potential to advance Science & Technology (S&T) and 
enhance quality of life. Public fascination with humans in space provides an excellent opportunity to 
leverage S&T education messages. 


Design and schedule changes to the ISS are likely to produce requests for modifications to the 
Canadian contribution to the ISS program, i.e., the Mobile Servicing System (MSS). Also, the multi- 
element integration and testing of the MSS may reveal problems. The CSA is striving to minimize 
adverse effects on the MSS schedule and costs. 


Budget 1999 will enable the Canadian Astronaut Program to continue at the same level of activity as 
in the 1990s. The new funds will also enable the Canadian Space Station Program to continue its MSS 
Operations (Phase E), including taking additional responsibilities (MSS Repair and Overhaul Option) 
in exchange for offsets. 


The Canadian Space Agency has implemented an International Space Station commercialization pro- 
gram to generate revenues from Canadian rights to use and exploit ISS. This is one step toward the 
privatization of ISS utilization. 


e Satellite Communications 


While space-based communications are expected to expand considerably, to meet the growing 
demand for advanced multi-media and mobile personal services, there is also global consolidation 
underway in the satellite communications industry. As a result, this sector offers tremendous market 
opportunities at the sub-system and component level for Canadian industry, provided that our com- 
panies keep enhancing their product lines. This is the aim of the Advanced Satellite Communications 
Initiatives Program. The demand for wider bandwidth for multimedia applications will require mis- 
sions to employ higher frequency bands, e.g. Ka band. The plan is to demonstrate Ka band multi- 
media payloads built by Canadian industry to improve its positioning for future domestic and inter- 
national markets. 


e Generic/Enabling Space Technologies 
Globalization is driving a restructuring of the space sector, with individual companies amalgamating 


to create a small group of very large players with end-to-end system capabilities serving global mar- 
kets. Maintaining Canadian manufacturing capabilities during this process is a challenge. 
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The trend towards smaller, shorter and less expensive space missions among the world’s space faring 
nations is based on rapid and far reaching development of new space technologies. It offers promis- 
ing opportunities for industrial growth in Canada, if we adapt to this mode of international operations. 
Generic/Enabling Space Technology Programs help industry develop strategic technologies in spe- 
cific niches, establish links with foreign firms and improve access to international markets. In close 
cooperation with industry, the CSA identifies and supports R&D projects that support the develop- 
ment of space companies across Canada. The renegotiated ESA/Canada Cooperation Agreement will 
nurture partnerships between the Canadian and European industry. 


° Space Qualification Services 


Ongoing delays in the arrival at the David Florida Laboratory (DFL) of the Special Purpose Dextrous 
Manipulator (SPDM) and RADARSAT-2 Programs are presenting challenges to Space Qualification 
Services. International Traffic in Arms Regulations (ITAR) restrictions are causing difficulties on a num- 
ber of fronts. Both programs and potential clients considering the use of DFL for space qualification 
testing are affected. 


° Comptrollership and Awareness 


International cooperation is growing ever more important to the optimum delivery of the Canadian 
Space Program. 


The implementation of the Universal Classification Standard within CSA and its impacts on the work 
force, and the devolution of authorities and service delivery responsibilities from central agencies in 
the Human Resources area will create some resourcing challenges within the CSA. 


With Budget 1999, CSA will experience major changes in business practices such as the implementa- 
tion of the risk and project management frameworks, and related policies and processes to meet cen- 
tral agency requirements. The implementation of the CSA Management framework will also strength- 
en consultation with stakeholders through a planned Board of Advisors and Service Line Advisory 
Board. CSA compliance with the Financial Information System (FIS) will generate an increased work- 
load with a very tight schedule for implementation and review of our practices. 
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The following table illustrates the Canadian Space Agency's planned spending, respendable revenues 
and full-time equivalents.

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Business Line Objective 


The Agency is organized under a single business line called "Space Knowledge, Applications and 
Industry Development" and its objectives are achieved through seven service lines that are governed 
by the program objectives stated in Section 2.2.2 above. 


Crosswalk from Old Structure 


The Canadian Space Agency has moved from three to one business line. The new structure reflects 
a changing environment for space programs and it also responds to the increasing globalization of 
space efforts, in which Canadian space programs have strategic roles in global partnerships and con- 
sortia. Under this single business line, there are seven service lines: Earth and Environment, Space 
Science, Human Presence in Space, Satellite Communications, Generic/Enabling Space Technologies, 
Space Qualification Services and Comptrollership and Awareness. Through a single business line, the 
Agency has moved away from a project orientation and can better plan, implement and measure its 
performance in meeting these challenges. 


Business Line Description 


The Canadian Space Agency works with universities and industry across Canada to contribute to and 
facilitate the advancement of space knowledge; the development of new processes, technologies and 
applications; and the use and application of space science and technology. This leads to an interna- 
tionally competitive, export-oriented Canadian space equipment and services sector. In collaboration 
with other public sector organizations, or on its own, the Canadian Space Agency contributes to the 
sustainable development of Canada by linking Canadians from coast to coast, by enhancing the man- 
agement of our environment and natural resources, and by learning how phenomena in space affect 
life on Earth. 


The business line also creates better awareness of the importance of space technology in all regions 
of Canada and improves cooperation and relationships with space sector organizations throughout 
the world. The business line also involves all initiatives that ensure that the Agency performs its role 
as the leader of the Canadian Space Program. 


3.3.1 Overriding Priorities 


This section presents the overriding priorities pursued by the CSA over the fiscal years 2000-01 
to 2002-03: 


¢ Complete the development of the MSS (on-orbit commissioning of SSRMS, acceptance of the 
MBS flight equipment and SPDM space qualification and functional testing) and initiate its ongo- 


ing operations and maintenance. 


¢ Develop RADARSAT-2 by Canadian industry and continue RADARSAT-1 operations until the 
launch of its successor in 2002. 


¢ Development of SCISAT-1 for launch in 2002. 
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Implement the Microgravity and Life Sciences programs to enable our scientific community and 
industry to effectively utilize the International Space Station. 


Develop and demonstrate innovative technologies and continue to provide space qualification 
services to support the growth and competitiveness of Canadian space industry. 


Support the development and demonstration of advanced satellite communications multimedia 
technologies and services. 


Strengthen domestic and international partnerships to support the implementation of the CSP 
and industry's international marketing efforts. 


Enhance the image and visibility of the CSA as Canada’s leader in the application and develop- 
ment of space to meet Canadian needs by strategic communications’ programming. 


Implement the FIS, new Executive (EX) performance pay regime and Pay Equity Decision. 


3 40 Key Results Commitments, Planned Results, Related Activities and Resources 


The Canadian Space Agency plans to spend $344.7 million in 2000-2001. This includes respendable 
revenues of $4.0 million. This investment is intended to provide Canadians with significant eco- 
nomic, social, and environmental benefits from the application of space technology and space-based 
research and knowledge and core competencies in space sciences. Results will be shown in the fol- 
lowing key areas: 


Economic benefits to Canadian industry. 

Understanding of the environment and contribution to sustainable development. 
Contributions to the quality of life. 

Technological development and diffusion. 

World class space research. 

Social and ag hieitinal benefits to Canadians. 


Effective promotion for greater awareness of the Canadian Space Program. 


The following subsections highlight the key planned results or targets that are expected to be 
achieved over the planning period along with the key activities and the resources that will be 
employed to achieve them. 
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3.4.1 Economic Benefits 
The CSA and its government partners seek to maintain Canada's world leadership in its traditional 
space niches (e.g., civilian Earth observation radar technology, space robotics, advanced telecommu- 
nications services), transfer relevant expertise to the private sector, and support industry development 
through commercial applications of space technologies. The key results expected in this category 
include: 


e Participation of Canadian SMEs from all regions of Canada in space technology development and 
application programs. 


e Participation of Canadian industry in S&T programs on an international scale. 


¢ Improved technical capabilities, competitiveness and economic benefits to Canadian industry in 
all regions of Canada, from the use and application of space science and technology. 


e International recognition of Canada’s leadership in space technology and research. 


¢ Improved relationships with governmental, academic and private sector space organizations 
throughout the world. 


The table shows the manner in which space programs with their associated resources will contribute 
to the achievement of economic benefits over the fiscal years 2000-2001 to 2002-2003.

¢ 100 contracts valued at $55M will be awarded to industry and research institutions for the devel- 
opment and testing of space technology prototypes and about ten space technology products 


and subsystems will be demonstrated in space. 


e Increased participation of Canadian SMEs from all regions of Canada in the CSP.

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3.4.2 Understanding of the Environment and Contribution 
to Sustainable Development 


The Canadian Space Program contributes to better understanding, monitoring and predicting of the 
Earth's environment and global climate change, as well as enhancing the management of natural 
resources and disasters. This is accomplished through the application of space-based technologies 
and research based on unique scientific data provided by Earth observation satellites. The table shows 
how space programs with their associated resources will contribute to the achievement of environ- 
mental benefits over the fiscal years 2000-01 to 2002-03. 


Planned Results 


Improved techniques for understanding, monitoring and predicting of global climate and atmos- 
pheric pollution problems such as greenhouse gases’ sources and the thinning of the stratos- 
pheric ozone layer through the use of data produced by Canadian instruments on the MOPITT 
and OSIRIS missions.

The programs contributing to these results in a significant way over the fiscal 
years are the following: 


¢ The Space Environment programs develop small payload missions for in-situ stu- 3.8 
dies of space plasma and Earth's electromagnetic field in support of research by 
Canadian scientists to understand space environment phenomena through 
advanced models. Principal activities include: participation in international missions 
with NASA (Image), ESA, Russia (Interball) and Japan (Akebono, Nozomi); develop- 
ment of a Canadian-led microsatellite mission; use of space environment data from 
the Canadian ground-based network of instruments (CANOPUS); and, support to 
the University of Alberta's data assimilation facility. 


The Atmospheric Environment programs study the dynamics of the atmosphere, 
the ozone layer, greenhouse gases and other global climate change phenomena. 
Specific activities include: development of key instruments for participation in inter- 
national missions with NASA (WINDII, MOPITT, CLOUDSAT) and Sweden (OSIRIS): 
completion of the SCISAT-1 satellite; and development of another instrument for 
participation in a future international mission or a Canadian-led microsatellite mis- 
sion or high-altitude balloon projects. 


The Surface Environment programs develop and/or use space-borne technologies 
for studying the cryosphere, monitoring the sustainable development of Canadian 


forest, understanding the interaction between land-based ecosystems and climate 
change, mapping near-shore changes and studying the evolution of coastal zones 
with their ecosystems, and monitoring northern offshore marine environment and its 
interaction with global climate. Specific activities include: participation in interna- 
tional missions; development of value-added applications; and implementation of 
the Canadian-led CEOS Global Observation of Forest Cover Project with national 
and international partners. 


The Disaster Management and Surveillance programs develop and demonstrate 
technologies and applications to better predict, mitigate, manage, and assess 
natural disasters, as well as technologies for near real-time surveillance, particularly 
the marine environment. 
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3.4.3 Contribution to the Quality of Life 
The Canadian Space Program improves the quality of life through the contributions by space science 
and technologies to improvements in medical procedures and the health of Canadians, and by mak- 
ing advanced multi-media and personal mobile communications services accessible to all Canadians 
wherever they live in our vast country. The table below shows how space programs and their associ- 
ated resources will contribute to improving quality of life over the fiscal years 2000-01 to 2002-03. 
Planned Results 


e Improved health of Canadians from the applications of space science and technology.

e The Canadian Astronaut Program ensures that the CSA maintains an astronaut 
corps capable of responding to needs for human space flights such as, for instance, 
the use of the space environment to advance S&T and enhance our quality of life. In 
the upcoming years, the program will focus on: training the Canadian astronauts for 
participation in Space Station assembly and operations; developing a strong space 
medicine program through R&D related to preventing, diagnosing and treating 
astronaut health problems and maintaining their well-being and productivity; testing 
Canadian space material and life science experiments; and supporting studies in 

health technologies. 


The Life Science programs enable our scientific community and industry to use the 
Space Shuttle and the ISS to advance knowledge on the cardiovascular system, bone 
research, neurology, early development and radiation effects on living organisms. 
The main activities include: gravitational biology projects such as Canada’s Insect 
Habitat and Aquatic Research Facility; human performance and adaptation to micro- 
gravity and space; and osteoporosis research such as the Canadian-led OSTEO-2 
project. 


The Microgravity Science programs enable our scientific community and industry to 
use the Space Shuttle and the ISS to advance knowledge related to proteins and 
biotechnologies, fluid and combustion, advanced material, fundamental physics and 
chemistry as well as the development of instruments and facilities for carrying out 
microgravity experiments. 


The Satellite Communications programs described in the section dealing with 
economic benefits also contribute to quality of life by making advanced com- 
munications services (e.g., tele-medicine) accessible to all Canadians. 
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3.4.4 Technology Development and Diffusion 


Canada's penetration of emerging space markets requires the development of the technological 
capabilities of Canadian space industries particularly high technology SMEs, in the face of stiff world 
competition resulting from globalization. Over the next three fiscal years, CSA will focus its efforts on 
the development of niche technologies needed to support the growth and competitiveness of 
Canadian industry, establish partnerships with foreign firms and thereby benefit from technological 
transfer, and improve access to foreign markets, particularly through the renewal of the Canada/ESA 
Cooperation Agreement. The table shows how space programs with their associated resources will 
contribute to technology development and diffusion over the fiscal years 2000-01 to 2002-03.

The David Florida Laboratory is a world class facility providing environmental space 
qualification services for the assembly, integration and testing of spacecraft systems 
and sub-systems. 


Canada's contribution (the Mobile Servicing System) to the International Space 
Station program is essential to its construction and operations. Future activities will e x x 
aim to preserve our world leadership in space robotics and establish Canada as a 
vital partner in the scientific and commercial utilization of ISS capabilities. (*see 
Economic Benefits under Canadian Space Station).

The unique appeal of space serves to improve scientific literacy among students and educators, 
encourage youth to pursue careers in science and technology, and promote awareness of the impor- 
tance of science and technology to Canada’s future. Space hardware development, which involves 
meeting exceptional technical requirements and very stringent quality controls, and mastering 
advanced technologies, constitutes an excellent vehicle for training highly qualified scientists, engi- 
neers and technicians for Canada's high technology industries.

Canadian Space Station Program 
de Overview 


On January 25, 1984, the President of the United States directed NASA to develop and place into 
orbit a permanently staffed space station. Friends and allies of the United States were invited to par- 
ticipate in its development and use, to share the benefits, and to promote peace, prosperity and free- 
dom through this cooperative venture. In September 1988, Canada signed a formal agreement with 
the governments of the United States, member states of the European Space Agency, and Japan to 
participate in the International Space Station program. Canada’s contribution includes the design, 
construction, and operation of the Mobile Servicing System (MSS), plus responsibilities for the MSS 
operations during the ten year planned life of the facility and use of the Space Station. 


The Canadian Space Station Program received Effective Project Approval in February 1990. The pro- 
gram defines all the activities necessary to discharge Canada’s obligations, including completion of 
the on-orbit testing and commissioning of the Mobile Servicing System (MSS), and its operation and 
utilization for the life of the International Space Station. By contributing the MSS to the International 
Space Station (ISS), Canada gains the right to use the station for scientific and technological research.

5; Progress Report and Explanations of Variances 


The Mobile Servicing System (MSS) consists of equipment and facilities located on the Space Station 
and on the ground. The on-station elements include the Space Station Remote Manipulator System 
(SSRMS) - a sophisticated space "arm" - and its Mobile Remote Servicer Base System (MBS), a mobile 
platform to support the SSRMS. Canada will also be providing the Special Purpose Dextrous 
Manipulator (SPDM) - a robotic "hand" that works in conjunction with the SSRMS. 


The Space Station Remote Manipulator System (SSRMS) was successfully completed and 
delivered to the Kennedy Space Center (KSC) in May 1999. The work on the Mobile Base System has 
been minimized to support the delivery of the SSRMS, and a new MBS schedule is being developed. 
The Special Purpose Dextrous Manipulator (SPDM) Critical Design Review (CDR) was successfully 
completed in December 1998 and the Artificial Vision Unit was delivered to KSC in December 1998. 
Delays in the program since its inception are due to the complexity of accomplishing such an 
endeavour in the context of a multi-national program. This results in schedule slips on the overall 
program, impacting the Canadian contribution. 


6. Industrial Benefits 


Since 1984, the program has issued about 750 contracts ($919 million), with expenditures 
benefiting all regions of the country, accruing socio-economic benefits of $2.8 billion and 
creating 32,000 jobs. 


Companies are already adapting Space Station technology to capture opportunities on the ground. 
The Strategic Technologies for Automation and Robotics (STEAR) program is actively transferring 
Space Station technology to firms in many different industries. STEAR, established in 1987, supports 
industry-led projects to develop dual-use automation and robotic technology, that can be applied on 
Earth and in space. Following are just a few examples of how companies are using their STEAR expe- 
rience to create new products and processes. 
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Hazardous Environments - Each day, hundreds of drums containing toxic waste are produced 
throughout North America. In many cases, they must be stored prior to disposal. Storage ware- 
houses can contain 12,000 or more drums, each of which must be constantly monitored to prevent 
leaks. Kinetic Sciences Inc. has used STEAR funding to develop the "Eagle Eye" 3-D machine vision 
system. Eagle Eye is mounted on a mobile robot that can roam a warehouse to identify small changes 
in storage drums that may signal impending failure. Spar Aerospace from Brampton, Ontario 
worked with the US Department of Environment applying light and medium duty utility arms for 
radioactive environments, robotic excavators, and robotic inspection and maintenance vehicles. 


Food Inspection - Canpolar East Inc. of St. John’s, Newfoundland developed a high speed, high 
resolution vision system whose primary application will be automated groundfish fillet inspection. The 
Parasensor system combines machine vision and expert system technologies to detect irregular fillets. 


Automobile Refuelling - The Shell Smart Pump, considered as one of the world's first and most sophis- 
ticated consumer robots, is a triumph of Canadian technological innovation. International Submarine 
Engineering Ltd, from Port Coquitlam, BC, developed the first autonomous robotic automobile refu- 
elling robot and it is now being installed at a new Shell service centre in Sacramento, California. Shell, 
with more than 6,000 eligible self-serve gas stations in the US alone, expects this to become the 
largest production consumer robot in the world. 


Television Equipment - Miranda Recherches Inc., from Ville St-Laurent, Quebec, developed Espace, a 
product for visualizing up to four video images on a single high resolution monitor, and managing and 
modifying these images in real-time through a Windows™ type graphical interface. 


Transport Planning - Dynacon Enterprises Ltd., from Downsview, Ontario, developed an automated 
expert system operation planning software. The software was used in cooperation with a major food 
supply company to plan the routes, schedules and loading sequence of delivery trucks that supply a 
network of supermarkets. 


Medicine - CIFRA Medical Inc., from Ste-Foy, Quebec, has developed a digital imaging system for 
medical radiology. The High End Medical Imaging System can offer numerical medical X-ray images 
in real time. The Microgravity program provides funds for Aastra Aerospace to see if the process for 
encapsulating pancreatic islet cells could be improved in microgravity. Experiments at Laval 
University, are using microgravity crystallization to aid breast cancer research. Studies of the structure 
of a human protein that is critically important in the conservation of sex hormones are also underway. 
The protein is a significant target of researchers working on cures for breast and prostate drug 
therapy. 


Agriculture - Farmers apply large amounts of herbicides to control weeds. Reducing herbicide use 
would reduce costs and improve the health of farmers - and the environment. APRO Applied Robotics 
of Saskatoon has developed an automated agricultural sprayer that uses machine vision to detect the 
presence of weeds. Now, farmers can limit spraying to where weeds are detected, and greatly reduce 
their herbicide use. APRO used Strategic Technologies for Automation and Robotics (STEAR) support 
to develop the core technology (used on the Space Station to identify objects outside the station). 
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RADARSAT-1 
Ale Overview 


RADARSAT-1 is a Canadian-led project involving the private sector, all of the provinces, and the 
United States. It is the only fully operational civilian remote sensing satellite that carries Synthetic 
Aperture Radar. Launched in November 1995, it is intended to operate for up to eight years. It cov- 
ers most of Canada every 72 hours, the Arctic every 24 hours. It operates day and night, in all weath- 
er, regardless of cloud cover, smoke, haze and darkness, to acquire high quality images of the Earth. 
RADARSAT-1 can gather the data needed for more efficient resource management as well as ice, 
ocean and environmental monitoring, disaster management and Arctic and offshore surveillance. 


The RADARSAT venture also supports fishing, shipping, oil and gas exploration, offshore drilling, 
mapping and ocean research. The development and operation of this system are expected to pro- 
vide more than $1 billion in benefits to the Canadian private and public sectors. In addition, $56.9 
million is expected in revenues to support the development and operations of 
RADARSAT-1. This includes $16.5 million in royalties on world-wide sales of data, $10.0 million from 
RADARSAT International Inc. for equipment, and $30.4 million from provincial governments for work 
related to satellite construction.

5. Progress Report and Explanation of Variances 


Effective Program Approval was obtained for RADARSAT-1 in March 1991. It was launched in 
November 1995 and began commercial operations in April 1996. The initial system included receiv- 
ing stations for Synthetic Aperture Radar (SAR) data in Prince Albert (Saskatchewan), Gatineau 
(Québec) and Fairbanks (Alaska). CSA and RADARSAT International Inc. have since signed agree- 
ments with network stations in Australia, Norway, the United Kingdom, Singapore, China, South 
Korea, Saudi Arabia, Thailand and Japan for the direct reception of the RADARSAT data. 


Routine operations of RADARSAT-1 commenced in April 1996, following a commissioning period. 
RADARSAT-1 has supplied timely and high quality data to Radarsat International Inc., the private 
sector company that sells this data world-wide, and to the program partners (federal and provincial 
government departments, NASA and the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration). At the 
end of March 1999, RADARSAT-1 had fulfilled a total of 51,567 user requests. An estimated 99,837 
minutes of data from over 17,768 orbits had been acquired. Average system performance is 96%. 
The world-wide client base includes more than 500 commercial and government users from 50 coun- 
tries. 


Operational improvements made to the RADARSAT system include cutting payload command data 
(RCD) delivery timeframe from more than 50 hours to 29, and improving the response time and 
robustness of the spacecraft’s attitude control system. There was a complete upgrade of the hardware 
and production software of the Mission Management Data Base Management (MMO/DBM) planning 
system, resulting in a faster and more powerful system which is now accessible 24 hours a day (up 
from 12 hours in 1998) for request transmittal and tracking to the eight international network stations 
and five order desks. A new Disaster Watch was also created in order to prepare a database for pos- 
sible disasters in Canada and abroad. 
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The RADARSAT system is designed to provide four-hour turnaround in the electronic delivery of 
images to the Canadian Ice Service for producing ice charts for the Canadian Coast Guard. In opera- 
tion, delivery time is averaging 1.2 hours from the time the image is acquired by the 
satellite, and is often within one hour. During 1998, the Canadian Ice Service used over 4,000 image 
frames of RADARSAT data and supplied more than 64,000 image products and 9,000 charts to its 300 
clients. It has been estimated that RADARSAT is saving more than $7 million per year in data acqui- 
sition costs to the Canadian Ice Service. 


The RADARSAT Background Mission had archived substantial volumes of images for future use. This 
includes the first Synthetic Aperture Radar (SAR) coverage of the world’s continents, their continen- 
tal shelves and the polar ice caps, as well as some islands and their surrounding oceanographic fea- 
tures. RADARSAT-1 is creating an archive of global multi-mode and multi-season SAR data. The 
Background Mission is also supplying a global stereo data set of the world’s landmass. Most of North 
America and Western Europe has been covered, providing data suitable for mapping a wide range of 
terrain conditions. Fine beam coverage of the world’s capital and major cities was also completed in 
SE. 


The first mapping of Antarctica by RADARSAT-1, the Antarctic 1 Mapping Mission, took 
place between September 9, 1997 and October 20, 1997. It has been a resounding success, far 
exceeding NASA's expectation both in completeness of coverage and in quality of the images. The 
Discovery Channel Canada also selected the Antarctic Mapping Mission as one of its top 10 science 
stories of 1999. RADARSAT-1 acquired a total of 8,000 images, 2,000 more than originally planned. 
The data is used to study the effects of climatological, glaciological, geological and human activity 
processes on the Antarctic continent. It has revealed new ice stream systems in East Antarctic, and 
achieved the first radar-driven map of ice division and catchment areas and extensive mega-snow 
dune fields. The Antarctic Mapping Mission fulfils a CSA commitment to NASA and National Ocean 
and Atmospheric Administration (NOAA) in return for launching RADARSAT-1 in 1995. 


Radarsat International Inc. (RSI) is using the Internet to improve access and delivery of products. To 
open new markets, new products and services have been introduced: RADARMaps, large area 
mosaics, emergency response subscription service, per km2 pricing, monitoring services and 
RADARSAT-derived Digital Elevation Models. 


6. Industrial Benefits 


SPAR and its Canadian subcontractors created over 2,000 person-years of high technology employ- 
ment during the construction phase of RADARSAT-1. Ongoing mission operations employ 75 people 
at CSA Saint-Hubert, 7 in Saskatoon, 15 at the ground stations in Prince Albert and Gatineau, as well 
as more than 80 at RSI in Richmond BC. In a highly competitive marketplace for space-base informa- 
tion, RSI has won roughly 15% of the world’s space borne remote sensing market in just three years. 
In 1998, RADARSAT commercial data orders grew to more than $10.6 million based on 8,800 scenes. 
RSI and its team of 75 international distributors and certified network stations serve 500 clients in 
more than 50 countries. Total 1998-1999 revenues from commercial RADARSAT products and ser- 
vices exceeded $15 million. 


The RADARSAT User Development Program has supported 37 contracts worth more than $11.4 mil- 
lion for the development of new applications using SAR data. To date this investment has helped 
bring 21 products and services to market resulting in over $14 million in revenues (excluding data 
sales) and leveraging an estimated $3 million in RADARSAT data sales. Since 1995 the User Education 
and Training Initiative has funded 39 projects to develop and market educational and training Earth 
observation materials. The Earth Observation Pilot Projects Program within the Earth Observation 
Support program, has supported 21 projects to transfer Earth observation technology to a broader 
base of industrial and operational users. 
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RADARSAT-2 


de Overview 


RADARSAT-1, Canada’s first Earth Observation satellite, launched in 1995, established Canada 
among the world leaders in satellite remote sensing technology. The RADARSAT system pro- 
vides imagery to government and commercial users, primarily for resource management and envi- 
ronmental monitoring. RADARSAT-1 has a life expectancy of 6 years. 


In June 1994, the government directed the Canadian Space Agency to develop “an arrangement with 
the private sector for the development and operation of a RADARSAT follow-on program to maintain 
continuity of data following RADARSAT-1." In 1998, following a formal Request for Proposal, 
MacDonald Dettwiler and Associates (MDA) was selected to construct and manage RADARSAT-2. 


The RADARSAT-2 project pertains to the design, development, test, deployment and operation of a 
space-borne Synthetic Aperture Radar (SAR) to provide global coverage of terrestrial phenomena as 
a follow-on to RADARSAT-1. RADARSAT-2 will continue to provide all-weather, day and night cover- 
age of the entire globe, and to support fishing, shipping, oil and gas exploration, offshore drilling, 
mapping and ocean research. The long-term objective is to create a commercial industrial satellite 
remote sensing business in Canada. RADARSAT-2 design and construction improves upon 
RADARSAT-1 with new capabilities to ensure Canada’s continued leadership in the satellite remote 
sensing global marketplace. 


The total project cost including the launch is an estimated $460 million, with the government con- 
tributing $379.5 million and the balance of $80.5 million provided by MDA.

5: Progress Report and Explanation of Variances 


In February 1998, MacDonald Dettwiler & Associates (MDA) was selected as the prime 
contractor to build and operate RADARSAT-2. The Canadian Space Agency and MacDonald 
Dettwiler & Associates signed a Master Agreement in December 1998 for the RADARSAT-2 
mission, under a firm price contract in which the government contribution was $225 million, in 
exchange for data. MDA was to invest $80 million. The Master Agreement between the CSA and 
MDA was updated in January 2000 to reflect changes in the schedule and the latest cost 
estimates. The company is also responsible for spacecraft operations and business development, 
while the CSA is responsible for arranging the launch and maintaining the long-term national archive 
of RADARSAT-2 data. CSA will provide an additional "in-kind" contribution of certain assets, plus the 
services of its David Florida Laboratory and the National Research Council Canada’s Institute of 
Aerospace Research laboratory for spacecraft integration and testing. 


During 1998-99 MDA initiated a number of subcontracts with key subsystem suppliers. The require- 
ment review for the mission and the satellite system, and the preliminary design review for the bus 
and the payload were completed during the past year. In December 1999 the CSA and MDA select- 
ed a European contractor for the construction of the RADARSAT-2 bus. 


The two main challenges facing RADARSAT-2 are: to negotiate an alternate launch arrangment, since 
NASA has decided not to provide a launch; and to develop a suitable data distribution 
policy given the potential uses of high resolution radar data. 


6. Industrial Benefits 


A major objective of the project is the transition of the Earth observation business from public sector 
to the private sector. It builds on the SAR data and value-added markets established with 
RADARSAT-1 to strengthen the Canadian industry's position as suppliers of SAR-related 
technology, systems and value-added products and services. Specifically, manufacturing potential and 
competitiveness will be developed in Canadian industry in the areas of phased array antenna 
design/manufacture, high performance receiver/transmitter design and manufacture and enhanced 
structure design. Additionally, opportunities will be created for the export of ground station 
systems. The new capabilities also make possible new applications, creating new and expanded mar- 
kets for data sales and value-added products. 


The MDA proposal estimates the total industrial benefit resulting from RADARSAT-2 at $2 billion, of 
which 30% is projected for small business and 60% expected to derive from export sales. 
This is five times greater than the CSA's investment and represents an enormous opportunity for this 
business sector. Of this figure, 84% results directly from activities associated with the 
construction, operation and data distribution of RADARSAT-2 with the balance coming from the use 
of the technology that is developed on other similar programs.

The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I — The Government Expenditure Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship of 
the key elements of the Main Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget). 


Part II — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable the 
government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before 1 March. 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans which is divided into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year period. 

The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and Il of the Financial Administration Act. These documents 
are to be tabled on or before 31 March and referred to committees, which then report back to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration 
Act. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds. 
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Section I: Messages 
A. Chairman's Message 


It is my pleasure to present the Report on Plans and Priorities of the Canadian 
Transportation Agency (the Agency). 


The Agency values its role as an expedient, fair and transparent regulator and 
quasi-judicial tribunal. Helping transportation providers and users resolve matters quickly 
and effectively is one of our primary functions. The Agency will continue to resolve 
formal disputes by issuing decisions within the 120-day statutory deadline, unless the 
parties agree to extend it. Through consultation and facilitation, the Agency will also 
continue to help transportation users and providers resolve issues early, before they 
become formal complaints. In 2000, the Agency will pursue its work on alternative 
dispute resolution. This process is being developed through collaboration with an 
advisory committee. 


The government’s transportation policy calls for an accessible, competitive sector 
that is regulated only where necessary. The Agency recognizes that market forces should 
prevail and steps in only when fair and reasonable service does not result. So the Agency 
must be flexible and adapt quickly to changes within the transportation industry. For 
example, the airline industry has changed significantly, and the Agency is prepared to 
carry out any new activities that the government may require of it. As well, the Agency 
will respond to any new requirements that may arise from the government’s review of 
Canada’s grain transportation and handling system. 


In 2000, the Agency will also continue its dialogue with various sectors of the 
transportation industry, shippers, carriers, consumer groups and other levels of 
government. This encourages an exchange of views on parties’ rights and obligations 
under the current legislative framework, and fosters the growing body of informed 
opinion on how the Canada Transportation Act (the Act) has benefited or constrained 
various parties. This information should prove useful when the Minister of Transport 
calls for the statutory review of the Act required by section 53 of the Act. This review 
will likely begin in the summer of 2000 and the Agency will provide assistance if asked. 


As one of many players in transportation, we believe the Agency contributes to 
the well-being of Canada’s transportation system by providing necessary information and 
appropriate services to those working to improve the system. We will continue to provide 
our expertise, adapt to change and play an active role in achieving an efficient and 
accessible transportation system. At the Agency, we are committed to this objective.

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Section II: Agency Overview 
A. Mandate, Role and Responsibilities 


The Agency is an independent, quasi-judicial, administrative tribunal responsible 
for making decisions on a wide range of matters affecting Canadian transportation. The 
Agency’s mandate to make decisions extends to issuing licences to rail and air carriers, 
and includes authority to resolve some transportation rate and service complaints. The 
Agency has the authority to remove undue obstacles to the mobility of persons with 
disabilities, who use the federally-regulated transportation network. The Agency also 
implements transportation policy as established by Parliament in the Act and is the 
aeronautical authority for Canada on matters related to the economic regulation of air 
carriers. 


The Agency is an economic regulator and uses its regulatory authority in 
conjunction with its dispute resolution powers. When appropriate, the Agency encourages 
parties to resolve disputes informally, and its employees are constantly looking for ways 
to do so. The Agency maintains its quasi-judicial independence, while still acting as an 
educator and facilitator in the Canadian transportation industry. 


Because the Agency’s investigative powers are largely complaint driven and 
reactive, it has taken steps to reach more and more shippers, carriers and travellers to help 
them fully understand its roles and responsibilities. Therefore, its communications and 
consultation activities are very important. The Agency has made concrete efforts to 
explain the workings of Canada’s transportation legislation and to describe the Agency’s 
processes to Canadians. The Agency also asks for and listens to opinions on regulatory 
changes that will affect the transportation industry. 


Our mission is to administer transportation legislation and government 


policies to help achieve an efficient and accessible transportation 
system by education, consultation and essential regulation . 


The Agency is a single business line—the Canadian Transportation Agency 
Program. It is divided into four sub-business lines: Members and Regulatory Support, 
Rail and Marine Transportation, Air and Accessible Transportation and Corporate 
Management. 
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The Agency exercises its powers through its seven members, appointed by the 
Governor in Council: a chairperson, vice—chairperson and five members. The Governor in 
Council may also appoint up to three temporary members. The Agency’s organizational 
structure comprises four branches: the Rail and Marine Transportation Branch, the Air 
and Accessible Transportation Branch, the Legal Services and Secretariat Branch, and the 
Corporate Management Branch. The heads of each branch report to the chairperson. 


The two program branches, the Rail and Marine Transportation Branch and the 
Air and Accessible Transportation Branch, relate to the Agency’s regulatory functions. 
The Legal Services and Secretariat Branch and the Corporate Management Branch 
provide regulatory and administrative support. The Agency’s headquarters are located in 
the National Capital Region. Agency personnel working in field offices in six cities 
across Canada carry out air and accessibility enforcement activities.

The Agency contributes to the attainment of an efficient and accessible Canadian 
transportation system that serves the needs of shippers, carriers, travellers and other users. 
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a External Factors Influencing the Agency 


The Agency’s current form and processes reflect Canadian and international 
approaches to transportation policy; the federal government’s ongoing efforts to revise its 
role and the way it delivers services; and the global environment in which the Agency 
and its clients operate. 


The Agency has the responsibility to apply Government policy in its decisions 
and orders. Section 5 of the Act states, in part, that transportation is “...essential to serve 
the transportation needs of shippers and travellers, including persons with disabilities, and 
to maintain the economic growth and well-being of Canada and its regions....”. It further 
states that this is best achieved under conditions that ensure “competition and market 
forces are, whenever possible, the prime agents in providing viable and effective 
transportation services....” 


While Transport Canada provides policy support to the Minister and regulates 
transportation safety, the Agency is responsible for the economic regulation of publicly 
available transportation under federal jurisdiction. Working with the Department of 
Foreign Affairs and International Trade and Transport Canada, the Agency also acts as 
the aeronautical authority for bilateral air agreements and supports the Chief Air 
Negotiator at bilateral negotiations. The Agency also works with the Canada Custom and 
Revenue Agency on coasting trade exemptions; with the Canadian Human Rights 
Commission, Transport Canada, and Human Resources Development Canada on issues 
related to accessible transportation of persons with disabilities and other accessibility 
issues; and with the Province of Ontario for the regulation of rail transportation within the 
province. 


Since Agency decisions can affect the international competitiveness of Canadian 
producers and carriers, the Agency must be sensitive to the environment in which its 
clients operate. Most Canadians agree that our shippers need economical transportation 
services to help them compete internationally. It is also important that Canadian carriers 
have an economic environment in which they can compete and thrive, both domestically 
and internationally. 


The rail industry is part of a highly-competitive global marketplace, and is under 
significant pressure to find creative solutions to transportation problems in order to 
compete efficiently. The Agency therefore must be prepared to adapt to an industry 
whose structure is changing significantly. Major rail mergers, rationalization, buyouts of 
rival companies, the creation of inter-modal companies, the proliferation of provincial 
and federal short-line railways, the emergence of regional railways and the 
commercialization of transport services all affect the Agency’s activities. 
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Similarly, the marine industry is changing. The new Canada Marine Act 
established Canada port authorities, divested other ports and authorities, commercialized 
the St. Lawrence Seaway. Under the Canada Marine Act, the Agency has new 
responsibilities regarding charges that port authorities may levy. The Pilotage Act was 
also amended. One of the amendments required the Minister of Transport to review 
specific pilotage issues and to submit a report to Parliament on the findings of this 
review. The Minister asked the Agency to undertake this review and to make 
recommendations to him. The Minister tabled his report in the House of Commons in 
November 1999. The report contained the Agency’s recommendations and Transport 
Canada’s responses to those recommendations. This report is considered a first step in 
ensuring a healthy, efficient regime that will respond to the legitimate needs of its users, 
ensure navigational safety and protect the marine environment. 


The air transportation sector is evolving rapidly. The proposed legislative changes 
relating to the current restructuring of the Canadian airline industry, tabled in the House 
of Commons in February 2000, will give to the Agency an additional consumer 
protection role in the domestic industry. International airline alliances, liberalization of 
market access, multilateralism, code-sharing services and other developments are all 
increasing the need to interpret legislation and bilateral agreements. The Agency acts as 
the aeronautical authority for Canada and administers some 70 bilateral air agreements. 
The Minister’s ongoing review of international passenger charter policy may result in 
changes to the current regulatory framework. 


In the past few years, there has been steady progress in making the Canadian 
transportation system more accessible to persons with disabilities. In keeping with the 
government’s policy to find alternatives to regulations, the Agency will continue to 
develop voluntary codes of practice and guidelines in consultation with industry and 
consumers and to adjudicate complaints filed by person with disabilities. 


Canada’s population of seniors is among the fastest growing in the world. It will 
account for close to 23 percent of all Canadians by the year 2041 as compared to 12 
percent today. This demographic shift will alter the economic, social and cultural fabric 
of our country. The tourism industry realizes that, as Canadian society ages, more 
travellers will have impaired mobility, vision or hearing and accessible transportation 
systems will become even more important. As it focuses on elderly people as an untapped 
market, the industry is paying more attention to customers with disabilities.

A, Net Planned Spending and Full Time Equivalents (FTE) 


As mentioned previously, the Agency is a single business line organization. Table 
2.2 reflects planned spending and FTE use for the Agency. 


B. Business Line Objective 


To contribute to the attainment of an efficient and accessible Canadian 
transportation system that serves the needs of shippers, carriers, travellers and other users. 


Cc. Business Line Description 


The Canadian Transportation Agency program is responsible for processing 
matters that come under the jurisdiction of the Canada Transportation Act and other 
related legislation, as they affect the rail, air and marine activities within federal 
jurisdiction. It examines applications, hears complaints and conducts investigations. It 
administers various competitive access and dispute resolution provisions relating to 
matters between railways and other affected parties such as shippers, municipalities, 
utility companies, landowners and other railways. It prepares the maximum rate scales 
annually for the movements of western grain and undertakes statutory costing activities. 
It protects the interests of consumers and carriers by ensuring that air carriers operating 
to, from and within Canada meet certain minimum economic requirements. To this end, it 
administers an air carrier licensing system, international air agreements and international 
air tariffs. Consumers’ interests are also protected through a certificate of fitness system 
for railways. It is also responsible for ensuring that undue obstacles to the mobility of 
persons with disabilities are removed from federally regulated transportation services and 
facilities.

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The Agency provides and will continue to provide carriers, shippers and 
transportation users with a structured process to resolve issues within 120 days, 
unless parties have agreed to an extension. This process constitutes the primary 
role of the Agency and translates into the issuance of an annual average of 1,500 
formal Agency decisions and orders covering all modes of transport under federal 
jurisdiction. 


The Government of Canada encourages federal departments and agencies to 
explore voluntary approaches thoroughly before proposing regulations. In keeping 
with that policy, the Agency has and will continue to develop voluntary codes of 
practice related to the accessibility of transportation. The Agency will continue to 
consult its Accessibility Advisory Committee frequently. This Committee — 
comprised of groups representing persons with disabilities, industry, 
manufacturers and other government departments—works closely with the 
Agency in developing codes of practice. So far, the Agency has issued codes of 
practice for the air, rail and marine industries. It will initiate work on a fourth 
code of practice aimed at eliminating communication barriers to the mobility of 
travellers with sensory disabilities. The Agency will also use surveys and other 
consultation tools to monitor the transportation industry’s application of voluntary 
codes. This will allow it to assess the effectiveness of the voluntary approach and 
to determine future actions. In addition, the Agency will survey travellers with 
disabilities to get their views on the level of accessibility of the federal 
transportation network. 


When regulations are deemed necessary, the Agency streamlines the regulatory 


Canadian Transportation Agency 


environment as much as possible. For example, its newly implemented Canada 
Transportation Agency Designated Provisions Regulations introduce graduated 
penalties to establish a penalty system more commensurate to the seriousness of 
the offence. These penalties should help the Agency enforce the Act and 
regulations more efficiently and effectively. The Agency will place special 
emphasis on those areas that pose the greatest risk to the travelling public, such as 
a carrier flying without a licence or without appropriate liability insurance. 


The Agency has many responsibilities. Among other activities, it issues 
approximately 250 licences for domestic and international air services annually, 
and monitors the licensing requirements of some 1,700 licensed air carriers. It also 
protects advance payments from charterers so that they can provide refunds to 
consumers in cases of non-performance. The Agency assists carriers with such 
issues as applying for a licence or requesting exemptions from specific 
requirements. It also helps air travellers with issues ranging from lost baggage to 
denied boarding. In addition, the Agency participates in bilateral air negotiations 
to procure additional rights for Canadian air carriers and to administer resulting 
bilateral agreements. 


The proposed bill relating to the airline restructuring in Canada, tabled in 
Parliament on February 17, 2000, gives additional responsibilities to the Agency. 
The Agency will develop and implement processes aimed at ensuring the effective 
and efficient administration of the new legislative provisions once they are 
approved by Parliament. 


The Agency encourages parties to resolve disputes informally, and its employees 
are constantly looking for ways to do so when appropriate. Sometimes, the 
Agency is able to assist before problems arise. These efforts help the parties to 
avoid formal adjudication on a complaint, to address concerns or to resolve 
disputes. The Agency will continue developing and implementing a structured 
alternative dispute resolution (ADR) mechanism. An advisory committee, 
comprising representatives of railways and municipal governments associations 
was formed. It has already discussed the benefits of an Agency ADR system, as 
well as the areas where it could apply, system design elements, pilot projects and 
similar topics. The Agency plans to implement a one-year pilot project in the rail 
mode to thoroughly test and evaluate the system. 


The Canada Transportation Act gives the Agency the power to remove undue 
obstacles. However, the Act does not define these. It is left to the Agency to 
define undue obstacles on a case-by-case basis to resolve individual issues and, 
through regulations and codes of practice, to eliminate systemic barriers. The 
Agency will continue to investigate and resolve complaints about undue obstacles. 
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The number of complaints had doubled going from an average of about 30 new 
complaints a year to 60. The Agency has established a series of benchmarks for 
accessibility standards, and carriers are improving their services for travellers with 
disabilities. The Agency joined with its consumer and industry partners to provide 
practical information to travellers. Through this collaboration, the Agency was 
able to produce Taking Charge of the Air Travel Experience - A Guide for 
Persons with Disabilities. Over 30,000 copies of this guide were distributed in all 
formats to individuals, organizations of and for persons with disabilities, 
government both national and international, travel agents and agencies. The 
Agency has conducted a survey to determine how well the Guide responds to the 
needs of travellers with disabilities and seniors. The survey shows that the Guide 
is responding to the needs of travellers with disabilities. The Agency will continue 
to publicize and make available the guide to the travelling public. 


The Agency participates actively in the Canadian Standards Association (CSA) 
Strategic Advisory Group on Aging, along with academics and representatives 
from consumer organizations and service providers. The Advisory Group counsels 
the organization’s board of directors on strategic and policy issues related to 
standards in an aging society. 


Government decisions resulting from the comprehensive review of Canada’s grain 
transportation and handling system will significantly affect the Agency’s activities 
related to the transportation of western grain. Until changes occur, however, the 
Agency will continue to issue an annual rate scale for western grain movements 
before April 30 every year. 


The Agency is proactive in seeking opportunities to increase awareness among 
stakeholders, clients and consumers. It also promotes its corporate role and its 
nature as an administrative court through its representation at trade shows or 
conferences, its publications, and its work in media relations. 


Each year, the Agency assesses the operation of the Canada Transportation Act 
and the difficulties the Agency encountered in administering it. It does so through 
its Annual Report, which is tabled in the House of Commons. This assessment 
combines the Agency’s experience with the Act with comments received from the 
industry and other players in transportation through meetings, consultations or 
surveys. Also, section 53 of the Act allows the Minister of Transport to appoint a 
person or persons to conduct a comprehensive review of the Act four years after it 
came into force. The Minister is required to make his appointment(s) prior to 

July 1, 2000. This review should begin in the summer of 2000. The Agency is 
prepared to help those conducting the review, if asked. Government decisions 
made as a result of this review could affect the Agency’s mandate and operations.

About 80% of the Agency’s expenditures of $ 21 million is related to personnel 
costs, translating to a total of 251 FTE. The Agency does not have any major capital 
projects. Other operating expenditures relate to the delivery of the Agency’s activities, 
and range from the costs of holding public hearings to the costs of ensuring Agency 
employees have the proper electronic tools to do their job. The current financial system is 
based on the organizational structure of the Agency and can be linked to the sub-business 
lines and activities. Since some results apply to all sub-business lines, it is difficult to 
extrapolate some of the financial links. The Agency will examine ways it can further 
improve the links between its financial information and its results information, and it will 
report progress in future Performance Reports.

Depending on the government’s decisions concerning the Canadian airline 
restructuring, the Agency may have to review parts of the Air Transportation

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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I - The Government Expenditure Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship of 
the key elements of the Main Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget). 


Part II — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable the 
government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before 1 March. 


Part III - Departmental Expenditure Plans which is divided into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year period. 

The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents 
are to be tabled on or before 31 March and referred to committees, which then report back to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration 
ANG. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

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The Minister’s Message 


The Minister's Message 


I am pleased to submit to Parliament and 
the people of Canada the Citizenship 

and Immigration Canada (CIC) Report on 
Plans and Priorities for 2000-01 to 2002-03. 
We enter this planning period with a clear 
vision for Canada’s citizenship and 
immigration program. 


On November 25, 1999, I tabled in 
Parliament proposed legislation for a 

new Citizenship of Canada Act. This is the 
first major revision of the Citizenship Act in 
more than 20 years. The primary objective 
of the new Citizenship of Canada Acct is to 
modernize legislation in order that it may 
better reflect the true value of Canadian 
citizenship. I look forward to Parliament's 
review of Bill C-16 and to having a new 
Act in place as soon as possible. 


Extensive national consultations have been 
conducted with provincial and territorial 
governments, non-governmental organizations 
(NGOs), key stakeholders and Canadians 
generally to hear directly their views on 
proposals for changes to our immigration and 
refugee policy and legislation. I will continue 
to consult broadly as I finalize proposals 

_ to change the /mmugration Act, improve our 
refugee determination system in Canada 

and refugee selection abroad, and introduce 
measures to modernize and enhance client 
service. These changes will reflect our 
commitment to attract immigrants who will 
help to meet Canada’s economic and social 
needs, to ensure the protection of genuine 
refugees through a fair and faster refugee 
determination process, and to maintain 

the integrity of the immigration and 

refugee systems. 
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CIC continues to support government-wide 
priorities and key horizontal issues, including 
the government's goal of building a stronger 


Canada by maximizing the social and 
economic benefits of immigration through 

the selection of newcomers to Canada. The 
Department’s Immigration Plan for 2000 
seeks to bring between 200,000 and 225,000 
people as immigrants to Canada. As part of 
this plan, CIC will continue this country’s 
humanitarian tradition toward refugees by 
accepting between 22,100 and 29,300 refugees 


and others in need of protection. 


I remain committed to the long-term objective 
of immigration levels approaching one percent 
of our population. I intend to discuss a multi- 
year plan for the future with provincial and 
territorial governments, members of non- 
governmental organizations and others. This 
will enable us to clarify our intentions with 
regard to Canada’s immigration program in 
the years to come and to examine a number

of key issues pertaining to immigration and 
the absorptive capacity of provinces and 
municipalities to welcome newcomers. It is 
my hope that this multi-year approach will 
enhance the Department's capacity to deliver 
on our commitments in a deliberate and 
effective fashion. 


The Department is also renewing efforts to 
enhance client service, taking into account the 
wide variety of parties with an interest in 
citizenship and immigration programs. We are 
examining the many issues of importance to 
applicants for service, their sponsors, potential 
employers and representative organizations. 
We are also looking at critical issues for 
provinces and municipalities who welcome the 
benefits and assets newcomers bring, but who 
need to manage related public services. It is 
my belief that these renewed efforts will lead 
to the development of greater fairness and 
efficiencies in our service delivery as well 

as innovative approaches to the way we do 
business that reflect the changing needs of our 
clients and the rapidly evolving environment 
in which we work. I anticipate that this will 
result in fair and faster processing which will 
maintain the integrity of our programs while 
building a diverse yet cohesive society. 


Immigrants have shaped this country and 
will continue to do so. The contributions they 
make to Canada instil in us a collective 
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pride in our social and economic values and 
heritage. As we look forward to the 21st 
century, CIC will continue to emphasize 

a collaborative approach to partnerships, 

both nationally and internationally. We will 
continue to focus on programs to invigorate 
the economy of Canada and our role in nation 
building through effective and efficient 
programs and processes for selecting and 
settling newcomers to Canada. Internationally, 
we will continue working with a number of 
organizations, such as the United Nations 
High Commission for Refugees, the 
International Organization for Migration, 

the United Nations and others to address 
common concerns that require international 
solutions. We are also working bilaterally with 
many countries, including the United States, 
as migration issues are international in scope 
and often require international approaches.

A. Mandate, Roles 
and Responsibilities 


Mandate 


Section 95 of the Constitution Act, 1867 
provides that the Parliament of Canada and 
the provincial legislatures exercise concurrent 
legislative authority over immigration, while 
making federal legislation paramount in 
situations of conflict. Section 91(25) of the 
same Act gives the Parliament of Canada 
exclusive legislative authority over 
“naturalization and aliens.” 


On June 23, 1994, Parliament established the 
Department of Citizenship and Immigration 
(Department of Citizenship and Immigration Act) 
and gave its minister powers, duties and 
functions over all citizenship and immigration 
matters within its jurisdiction. Parliament has 
assigned responsibility for the administration 
of the Citizenship Act and the Immigration Act 
to Citizenship and Immigration Canada. 

CIC is also responsible for the administration 
of regulations issued under these acts, 
including the Citizenship Regulations, 1993, 

the Immigration Act Fees Regulations (1985) 

and the /mmugration Regulations, 1978. 
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Overview 


Roles 


Citizenship and Immigration Canada develops 
immigration policy, manages immigration 
levels and, with other federal departments and 
agencies, facilitates and controls the entry of 
immigrants, refugees and visitors to Canada. 
By cooperating with other levels of government 
and with non-governmental organizations, 
CIC helps newcomers settle in and adapt to 
Canada. CIC supports Canada’s humanitarian 
mission and related international commitments 
by setting the framework for and managing 
the government’s refugee policy and program. 
CIC also protects the public health and safety 
of Canadians through the medical exami- 
nation of all immigrants and certain visitors, 
and protects the security of Canadian society 
by identifying and removing individuals who 
are not entitled to enter or to remain in 


Canada. 


CIC develops citizenship policies, including 
eligibility and knowledge criteria for the 
granting of Canadian citizenship. In addition, 
the Department provides Canadians with 
proof of citizenship, helps newcomers and 
organizations to understand the meaning of 
Canadian citizenship, and promotes citizenship 
as a symbol and expression of the rights and 
responsibilities of membership in the 
Canadian community. 
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Responsibilities 


The Honourable Elinor Caplan, M.P., is the 
Minister responsible for Citizenship and 
Immigration Canada. The main responsibility 
for all departmental operations rests with the 
Deputy Minister, assisted by the Associate 
Deputy Minister. They are supported by 
three assistant deputy ministers (ADMs). 


The ADM, Policy and Program Development, 
and the ADM, Operations, are jointly respon- 


sible for four business lines: 


e Maximizing the Benefits of 
International Migration 


e Maintaining Canada’s Humanitarian 
Tradition 


¢ Promoting the Integration of Newcomers 
e Managing Access to Canada 


These activities account for $784.7 million 
and 2,983 full-time equivalents (FTEs). The 
ADM, Corporate Services, and the ADM, 
Policy and Program Development, are jointly 
responsible for managing the “Providing 
Corporate Services” business’line. This 
business line accounts for $94.5 million 


and 908 FTEs. 
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B. Departmental Objectives 


The objective of the Department is to ensure 
that the movement of people into Canada and 
membership in Canadian society contribute to 
Canada’s social and economic interests while 


protecting the health and safety of Canadians. 
Its mission is to build a stronger Canada by:

C. External Factors Influencing 
the Department 


Citizenship and Immigration Canada operates 
in an international environment in which 
worldwide population growth, market 
globalization and a wide variety of political, 
economic, social and environmental trends 


and events affect every aspect of our program. 


Because of global restructuring, enhanced 
transportation links, and changing trade and 
market forces, there are millions of people 
on the move worldwide and many migrants 
are pursuing new economic opportunities, 
whether ona permanent or temporary basis. 
This is reflected by increasing interest in 
Canada on the part of potential business 
and economic migrants, temporary workers, 
foreign students and visitors. CIC plays a 
central role in responding to the significant 
opportunities to participate in the expanding 
global trade and tourism created by these 
global movements. This situation also provides 
a potential pool of highly skilled workers 
who can enhance Canada’s knowledge base 
and strategic advantage in an increasingly 
competitive global environment. 


This global movement also includes many 
people who are fleeing civil war, or political 
or religious persecution, and who require 
protection. However, others are simply 
seeking to improve their opportunities. The 
growing gap between rich and poor citizens 
in most countries and between rich and 
poor countries is influencing who chooses to 
emigrate, legally or not. Breakdowns of social 
and legal structures and authority in many 
countries also provide impetus to those 

who would take advantage of particular 
situations for illegal gain. 


Canada is assisted in addressing these 
concerns through increasing international 
cooperation in refugee protection and the 
prevention of migrant smuggling. With assis- 
tance from its international partners, CIC 
strives to meet the challenges of transnational 
organized crime and terrorism and the growth 
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of human smuggling and trafficking opera- 
tions. The groups involved in these activities 
have increasingly strategic and sophisticated 
approaches in place. The International 
Organization for Migration estimates that 
the worldwide profits accruing to organized 
crime from the smuggling of human beings 
are between $5 and $7 billion. Canada, along 
with other countries, has become a target for 
members of international criminal organiza- 
tions based in Eastern Europe, Russia, 

Asia and Latin America. CIC is combating 
organized crime and terrorism by expanding 
security and criminality information-sharing 
activities with its international partners. 

In particular, the Department is working on 
key initiatives, including the United Nations 
Convention on Transnational Organized 
Crime process, the G-8 protocol and two 
related protocols: one on migrant smuggling 
and another on trafficking in women and 
children. CIC is also very active in many 
international forums, including the Inter- 
Governmental Consultations Working Group 
based in Geneva, and in discussions with the 
European Union on international migration. 
We are also working bilaterally with the 
United States on a common vision for managing 
admission to our respective territories to ensure 
the safety and security of our citizens, while 
facilitating access for frequent travellers. 


This dynamic international environment also 
tests our ability to manage our humanitarian 
efforts, in particular the refugee program, 
and to respond to international crises such as 
Kosovo. Further, the recent arrival of boats 
off the West Coast carrying migrants under- 
lines the challenges of balancing humanitarian 
and enforcement objectives, as well as related 
contingency planning. These and other inter- 
national crises can arise at any time and are, 
generally, outside of any department or 
government's ability to control. This empha- 
sizes the need for the Department to be 
prepared at all times to respond to urgent 
and often unpredictable events. 


CANADA 


Domestically, immigration and refugee 
policies are instrumental in supporting 
broader governmental objectives such as 
building a healthy society and economy, 
advancing our humanitarian commitments and 
securing a high quality of life for our citizens. 
In pursuing the opportunities provided by 
globalization and free trade, CIC plays an 
important role in facilitating the entry of 
workers, business people and investors who 
have high-level transferable skills that can 
enhance Canada’s human and financial capital 
and develop a knowledge-based economy. 
The Department also facilitates the entry 

of visitors and students who build trade 

and cultural ties. As well, the admission of 
temporary workers can help meet Canada’s 
short-term labour market needs, responding 
to business requirements for highly skilled 
workers who can assist Canada in fostering 
economic growth and developing a competitive 
advantage in the global economy. It must be 
recognized, however, that with these opportu- 
nities come new challenges. The process of 
identifying from our potential client pool 
those with the requisite education and skills 
has become more difficult, in part because 
many with the greatest desire to emigrate for 
economic opportunity often have the fewest 
qualifications. This is particularly challenging 
as we move increasingly toward source countries 
where there are processing complexities and 
concerns regarding program integrity. 


In managing our immigration program and 
supporting related economic and trade oppor- 
tunities, the Department continues to lead 
the North American Free Trade Agreement 
Temporary Entry Working Group. It is also 
involved in similar undertakings, for example, 
the Asia-Pacific Economic Cooperation 
(APEC) Forum and ongoing negotiations on 
the European Free Trade Association (EFTA) 
free trade agreement. As well, CIC supports 
the preparations of the Department of 
Foreign Affairs and International Trade 
(DFAIT) for the upcoming negotiations of 
the Free Trade Area of the Americas (FTAA) 
and the World Trade Organization. 
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The Department also supports other 
government-wide priorities: the need for fiscal 
responsibility; the increased requirements 

for integrated policy development across the 
government; the Social Union Framework 
Agreement; and strengthening relationships, 
particularly with the provinces, the voluntary 
sector and Canadian citizens. 


In his last review of CIC, the Auditor General 
recommended a major review of our refugee 
determination process both to ensure its 
integrity and to improve its effectiveness 

and efficiency. In that regard, CIC and the 
Immigration and Refugee Board (IRB) have 
entered into a strong partnership to work 
together on administrative and policy changes 
to improve the system. Through this strengthened 
relationship, we are better able to support the 
government's commitments on immigration 
and refugee policies and programs. 


Public opinion also plays an important role 

in shaping the domestic environment. For the 
past year, media coverage of CIC's policies 
and programs has been high, due in large 
measure to Kosovo relief efforts and the boat 
arrivals off the coast of British Columbia last 
summer. Intense public and media scrutiny of 
future policy development and implementation 
will, in all likelihood, continue. Key activities, 
including legislative reform, a multi-year levels 
planning initiative, client service initiatives and 
the wide variety of plans spelled out in this 
report are designed to address these various 
influences. The challenge remains to ensure 
that CIC can continue to respond quickly and 
efficiently to a rapidly evolving environment 
without compromising program integrity.

B. Business Line Objective 
and Description 


The objective of the business line, Maximizing 
Benefits of International Migration, is to derive 
maximum economic and social benefit for 
Canada from the global movement of people. 


This business line: 


¢ develops policy and programs for the 
selection of immigrants and assessment 
of visitors; 


recommends to the Minister the target 
number of immigrants to be admitted 
to Canada on an annual basis; 


assesses the qualifications of persons 
seeking to settle permanently in Canada 
against the applicable criteria for 
immigrants; 


assesses potential foreign students and 
temporary workers against the applicable 
criteria; and 


evaluates the risk to the health of 
Canadians and the sustainability of the 
Canadian public health system posed by 
potential immigrants, visitors, temporary 
workers and foreign students. 
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C. Strategies and Planned Results 
The Immigration Plan 


The Department’s Immigration Plan for 2000 
seeks to bring 200,000 to 225,000 immigrants 
to Canada. This includes 177,900 to 195,700 
immigrants and 22,100 to 29,300 refugees. 


To meet this target level, the Department 

will develop measures to deploy the required 
resources overseas and improve client services 
through processing efficiencies. It also 
proposes to develop a multi-year planning 
framework to ensure that annual immigration 
levels are planned and implemented, taking 
into account the broader national and interna- 
tional contexts. Consultations with provincial 
and territorial governments will be a key 
element in elaborating this planning process. 


Family Reunification 


CIC plans to facilitate family reunification 

by modernizing the definition of “family” 

to make it more relevant to contemporary 
society. Legislative and policy changes will be 
pursued in conjunction with broader federal 
government initiatives such as the omnibus 
legislation on reciprocal rights and obligations 
for same-sex and common-law partners, and 
CIC's review of the immigration legislation. 
Equal treatment for the entry into Canada of 
adopted foreign-born children through Bill C-16, 
the proposed new Citizenship of Canada Act, 
will also be pursued. 
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Economic Stream - Business and Skilled 
Worker Immigrants 


CIC plans to develop new policies and proce- 
dures that will improve the economic benefits 
derived from business immigrants, through 
the process of legislative reform. CIC will 
make the selection of business immigrants 
more effective by implementing objective and 
verifiable definitions for this activity. It will 
continue to evaluate the effectiveness of 
selection elements, such as age, education and 
language, to determine their impact on econo- 
mic performance in Canada. Subsequent 
changes to these factors will be weighed on 
the basis of verifiable research data. Post- 
landing requirements for business immigrants 
will be made more objective and transparent. 
The self-employed category will be stream- 
lined to avoid duplication with business and 
skilled worker programs while maintaining 

a means of selecting exceptional artistic and 
cultural contributors, and self-employed farmers. 


Provincial Nominees Program 


In fiscal year 2000-01, CIC will likely 
complete negotiations for, and sign, provincial 
nominee agreements with Prince Edward 
Island and the Yukon Territory. As well, evalu- 
ations of program activity to date in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan will be completed and 
made available during the year. 


Admission of Foreign Students 


In 2000-01, CIC will develop various policy 
initiatives to facilitate the entry of foreign 
students into Canada. Policies will also seek 
to facilitate the processing of permanent 
residence applications for students studying 
in Canada who meet the selection criteria. 


Consultations with the Advisory Committee 
on International Students and Immigration 
(ACISI) will continue. ACISI brings together 
key stakeholders in international education 
such as public and private educational associ- 
ations, as well as representatives from other 
government departments. CIC will also work 
closely with partners in other departments 

to improve employment-related provisions 

for students. 
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Admission of Temporary Workers 


CIC and Human Resources Development 
Canada (HRDC) will work together to 
complete the implementation of the 
redesigned Temporary Foreign Worker 
(TFW) Program. The TFW Program 
redesign responds to employers’ demands 
for faster, more facilitative processing of 
employment authorizations for workers 
destined to fill labour shortages. Activities will 
centre on the implementation of the Program 
at the field level, program promotion and 
external clients. 


International Agreements 


CIC has the responsibility for ensuring that 
Canada’s immigration concerns are represented 
within existing and potential trade agreements. 
These immigration concerns primarily relate 
to the temporary entry of business persons 
and the guarantee of greater transparency. 
Our international commitments include leading 
Canadian delegations in the North American 
Free Trade Agreement Temporary Entry 
Working Group and in the Canada-Chile Free 
Trade Agreement. CIC will also continue to 
support the efforts of the Canadian govern- ° 
ment and DFAIT in liberalizing trade through 
participation in the negotiation of new trade 
agreements with the EFTA, the FTAA and 
APEC. 


immigration Health Issues 


CIC is committed to the increased protection 
of public health and to limiting excessive 
demands on Canada’s publicly funded health 
and social services systems. At present, 
applicants identified with active, infectious 
diseases that pose a danger to public health 
are deemed medically inadmissible until 
appropriately treated. Applicants with inactive 
or treated diseases are permitted to enter 
Canada, but are placed under medical surveil- 
lance whereby they must report to the public 
health authority in the province or territory 
of destination. Applicants identified as being 
likely to represent excessive demands on 
Canadian health and social services are 
deemed medically inadmissible. 
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CIC will work with Health Canada and the 
provinces and territories to improve the 
medical surveillance system and the 
immigration medical examination of refugee 
claimants. CIC has developed an objective 
definition of excessive demand and is awaiting 
responses from the provinces and territories 
on this issue. Supportive new routine tests 

for excessive demand conditions will then be 
proposed. New routine tests for conditions 
that pose a danger to public health will be 
based upon evidence-based research currently 


being conducted by Health Canada. 


Access to Trades and Professions 


CIC is committed to supporting the provinces 
and territories in their efforts to develop an 
infrastructure for the assessment and recog- 
nition of foreign credentials. In this regard, 
CIC will continue to co-chair the Federal- 
Provincial-Territorial Working Group on Access 
to Professions and Trades. As a follow-up to 

a major national conference on Qualification 
Recognition in the 21st Century, CIC will 
continue to encourage the expansion of 
credential assessment services and work with 
the provinces to provide more information 

to clients abroad on credential assessment 
services and links to professional and trade 
associations. CIC and HRDC will develop a 
Web site for stakeholders to share information 
and best practices. It will also continue to 
support provincial initiatives to develop 
standards for quality assessment and the 
portability of credentials.

B. Business Line Objective 
and Description 


The objective of this business line, 
Maintaining Canada’s Humanitarian 
Tradition, is to protect refugees and persons 
in need of humanitarian assistance 


This business line: 


e provides international leadership in finding 
durable solutions to refugee situations, 
including through voluntary repatriation, 
local integration, resettlement in another 
country or through regional approaches 
to responsibility sharing; 


develops and implements policies and 
programs in support of Canada’s 
commitments and protection obligations 
both domestically and internationally; 


selects government and privately 
sponsored refugees from abroad in 
accordance with annual levels tabled 
in Parliament; 


° provides emergency and essential health 
care coverage to needy refugee claimants 
and Convention refugees not eligible 
for provincial health coverage (Interim 


Federal Health Program); 


provides financial assistance to refugees 

who have been accepted for resettlement 
in Canada through the Immigrant Loans 
Program and Resettlement Assistance 


Program (RAP); 
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e assists the Immigration and Refugee Board 
(IRB) to arrive at well informed, timely 
decisions by providing case-related and 
country-specific information on refugee 
situations through the establishment of a 
Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) 
between CIC and the IRB. 


C. Strategies and Planned Results 


Achievement of the Government-assisted 
Refugee Target 


In 2000, CIC plans to achieve the 
government-assisted refugee target of 7,300 
as well as achieving at least the minimum 
of the range of 2,800 to 4,000 privately 


sponsored refugees from abroad. 


Refugee Resettlement Program 


Decisions on achieving the overseas refugee 
targets have a broad impact on matters 
ranging from the targeting, selection and 
sourcing of refugees to the establishment 

of program initiatives and infrastructure to 
transport and integrate refugees in Canadian 
destinations. These are addressed by the 
Refugee Resettlement Program. 


CIC is committed to making the Refugee 
Resettlement Program more effective and 
responsive. To accomplish this, the Department 
will continue to develop more flexible 
approaches to the selection of refugees. 


The Department is also committed to the 
expeditious processing of refugees who are 
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in need of urgent protection. Accordingly, the 
Department proposes to work in cooperation 
with non-governmental organizations who will 
assist with locating, identifying and under- 
taking initial case preparation services relating 
to the processing of refugees overseas. Two 
pilot projects are currently under way in this 
regard. The Urgent Protection pilot will guide 
CIC's efforts to establish procedures for swifter 
processing through more effective arrangements 
between governmental and non-governmental 
partners. The Overseas Service Provider pilot 
will help assess the usefulness and role of inter- 
national NGOs. The assessment of both pilots 
will be carried out in fiscal year 2000-01. 


Refugee Determination in Canada 


In supporting Canada’s humanitarian 
protection commitment and obligations 
toward refugees both domestically and inter- 
nationally, the Department continuously 
strives to improve the efficiency and integrity 
of the inland refugee determination system. 


Building on proposed legislative and policy 
directions for the millennium, the Department 
plans to introduce new policies and proce- 
dures that will strengthen refugee protection 
while minimizing abuses to the system. These 
include consolidating decision making on 
protection and expanding protection grounds; 
streamlining the refugee determination 
process; tightening eligibility criteria; devel- 
oping a strategy with regard to ministerial 
interventions; and implementing new 
measures to deal with undocumented arrivals. 


The Department will adopt new adminis- 
trative approaches to speed up the processing 
of all elements of the refugee determination 
system, from the initial filing of a refugee 
claim through to either landing or removal. 
Particular attention will be paid to acceler- 
ating processing for detained refugee 
claimants. 


As part of the portfolio management 
arrangement with the IRB, the Department 
will conduct a review of administrative 
processes at the initial stages of the refugee 
determination system (prior to the hearing 
at the IRB) and determine ways to improve 
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the coordination of information and reduce 
processing delays. The Department will also 
work more closely with members of the 
community to ensure that refugee claimants 
are assisted in understanding the requirements 
and in completing the forms, where necessary. 


In order to meet the Minister’s ongoing 
commitment to reduce the waiting period for 
landing to three from five years for undocu- 
mented Convention refugees as defined in 
the Undocumented Convention Refugee in 
Canada Class, the regulations will be 
amended and the results monitored. 


The Humanitarian Designated Classes Regulations 
will also be amended to conform to proposed 
legislation on modernizing benefits to ensure 
equal treatment of same-sex and common-law 
partners. 


Planned Results 


¢ Achievement of targeted government- 
assisted refugee levels of 7,300 and the 
minimum of the range of 2,800 to 4,000 
privately sponsored refugees from abroad, 
as well as the landing in Canada of 10,000 
to 15,000 refugees and 2,000 to 3,000 of 


their dependants abroad. 


¢ The proposed update of legislation and 
policies will provide the impetus for 
achieving a number of results, including 
more flexible criteria to select refugees 
according to their need for protection and 
long-term settlement; swifter processing 
of urgent protection cases through the 
piloting of more effective cooperative 
arrangements between the government 
and private sponsors; new procedures to 
allow for the concurrent case processing 
of family members; testing and evaluation 
of the refugee resettlement model; partner- 
ships with in-Canada and overseas NGOs 
to locate, identify and resettle refugees 
in urgent need of protection; and an 
Internet site to share information with 
all key partners. 


¢ Development of an operational framework 
for the implementation of proposed 
legislative and regulatory changes to the 
refugee determination system in Canada. 
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e Examination of the current operating 
processes of the front end refugee determi- 
nation system, beginning when the person 
claims refugee status and ending when the 
claim is referred to the IRB. New methods 
of operating will be considered in order to 
streamline and standardize processes.

B. Business Line Objectives 
and Description 


The objective of the business line, Promoting 
the Integration of Newcomers, is to define 
membership in Canadian society, enhance the 
role of Canadian citizenship, and to support the 
adaptation, settlement and integration of 
newcomers. 


This business line: 


e develops policies and programs that 
promote integration and citizenship; 


¢ provides basic assistance to newcomers 
upon arrival in Canada; 


¢ ensures that the Federal Government's 
responsibilities toward the immigrants it 
accepts for permanent residence are met; 


e educates potential new Canadians about 
the rights and responsibilities of Canadian 
citizenship; 


® promotes the value of Canadian citizenship 
to newcomers; and 


administers and interprets the 
Citizenship Act. 
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C. Strategies and Planned Results 


Integration of Newcomers 


CIC is committed to maximizing the benefits 
of an effective and efficient delivery of 
settlement programs to newcomers both 
overseas and across Canada. In 1999, a new 
settlement allocation model was developed to 
govern the distribution of settlement program 
funding. To improve the model, and to 
encourage comparable services in all regions, 
all stakeholders agreed that there was a need 
for more data collection. In 2000-01, the 
Department will develop and begin to 
implement a settlement accountability 
framework that will include performance 
measures, a national data collection and 
reporting system, and a management control 
component. Consultations to seek consensus 
on performance measures will take place 
through working groups comprised of repre- 
sentatives from CIC, provincial and territorial 
governments and NGOs. Service provider 
organizations across Canada will assist in pilot 
testing the framework. Provinces currently 
administering settlement programs and 
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services through federal-provincial agree- 
ments will collaborate in this endeavour. 


Discussions are under way with international 
NGOs to expand the sites where overseas 
orientation is offered to refugees and 
immigrants. This will assist newcomers in 
better adapting to Canada. The Department 
is reviewing the Host Program whereby 
newcomers are matched with Canadians who 
help them to adjust and establish themselves 
in their communities. In 2000-01, CIC will 
seek to expand the program to match more 
youth with business mentors. 


Advancement of Arrangements 


With the successful finalization of settlement 
administrative agreements with British 
Columbia and Manitoba in 1999, CIC is now 
pursuing other forms of collaboration to 
improve the delivery of settlement services. 
In 2000-01, CIC will work with Alberta to 
finalize a co-management approach for 
settlement programming and will pursue 
discussions with Yukon. 


Canadian Citizenship 


The Minister of Citizenship and Immigration 
will seek passage of Bill C-16, the revised 
Citizenship Act, to modernize the legislative 
expression of what it means to be Canadian 
and to reinforce the integrity, effectiveness 
and equity of the process through which 
citizenship is acquired. 


The Department will develop the regulations, 
administrative processes, policies and proce- 
dures needed to implement the new legis- 
lation. It will also develop the necessary 
transitional measures to preserve the integrity 
of program delivery. Focused consultations 
will continue with provinces, territories and 
non-governmental groups to ensure a clear 
understanding of the changes. 


CIC is committed to maintaining public confi- 
dence in the citizenship process by reducing 
or eliminating fraud and the potential for 
fraud within the citizenship application 
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process. To this end, the National Quality 
Assurance Program will be refined. In 
addition, CIC will analyze data that can then 
be translated into profiles demonstrating that 
persons falling into certain categories may 
be more likely to withhold information about 
criminal activities. These profiles can then 
be used as tools to assist the Department in 
detecting risks to program integrity. Once 
the profiles have been developed, they will 
be piloted in the Ontario Region to test 

the validity of the methodology used. The 
validation of the pilot profiles is expected 

to take place in early 2001-02. 


Promotion 


To ensure effective promotion and under- 
standing of citizenship and integration issues, 
CIC will initiate a “Welcome Home” campaign 
in March 2000 which will be directed at 
primary school children and which will ask 
them to send messages of welcome to new 
Canadians during 2000 and 2001. There will 
be thousands of citizenship and reaffirmation 
ceremonies and special events across the 
country to promote awareness of the impor- 
tance of citizenship. 


The Department will also launch Citizenship 
Week in October 2000 which will focus on 
the value of citizenship. In addition to holding 
a wide range of events across Canada, a 
Citizenship Week poster and activity guide 
will be widely distributed to help celebrate 
the Week.

B. Business Line Objectives 
and Description 


The objectives of the business line, Managing 
Access to Canada, are to preserve the 
integrity of Canada’s citizenship, immigration 
and refugee programs, and to protect the 
safety, security and well-being of Canadian 


society. 
This business line: 


e develops policies and programs to prevent 
abuse of Canada’s citizenship, immigration 
and refugee programs and to protect the 
health and safety of Canadians and the 


security of Canada; 


contributes to the management of interna- 
tional migration and travel by combating 
illegal migration, including trafficking in 
people, while facilitating the movement of 
legitimate travellers; 


admits to Canada persons who comply 
with the /mmugration Act and Regulations; 
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e denies admission to those who do not 
comply, including criminals and terrorists; 


e detects abuse of the citizenship, 
immigration and refugee programs; 


e manages Citizenship and Immigration 
Canada cases before IRB, Federal Court 


and other tribunals; 


e detains persons who pose a serious risk to 
Canadians or who would not appear for 
immigration proceedings; and 


® removes persons not legally entitled to 
remain in Canada. 


C. Strategies and Planned Results 
Protection of Canadian Society 


The arrival of boats containing migrants off 
the coast of British Columbia during the 
summer of 1999 highlighted the need to 
improve CIC’s ability to deal with the 
immediate contingencies around organized, 
large-scale movements of smuggled migrants. 
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CIC is examining a number of policy options, 
including increased penalties and seizure of 
assets, that would specifically target the 
criminals who perpetrate and gain from these 
smuggling operations and deter future 
incidents. On the international front, CIC 
continues to play a key role in negotiations 
related to the United Nations Convention 

on Transnational Organized Crime (including 
the two protocols related to the smuggling 

of and trafficking in persons) and, with their 
successful conclusion, anticipates beginning 
implementation over the coming year. 


The Department plans to develop a national 
criminal and security screening process to 

be applied to refugee claimants when they 
initially file their claims. This measure will 
identify individuals who are a potential threat 
to Canadians much earlier in the process than 
is currently the case. As part of its overall 
protection strategy, the Department intends 
to advance the development of a secure 
permanent resident identity document. Such 
a document will increase the level of confi- 
dence in Canadian documentation and deter 
the smuggling of migrants into North 
America with the concomitant threat of 
organized crime. 


The Department continues work on the 
Border Vision initiative, a Canada-US. 
strategy for border management. In the fall of 
1997, the Minister of Citizenship and 
Immigration and the Attorney General of the 
United States agreed that both countries 
would pursue a regional approach in devel- 
oping a response to illegal migration. Under 
the Border Vision initiative, working groups 
have been set up with the United States 
Immigration and Naturalization Service 
(USINS) and the State Department to meet 
the common challenge of protecting our 
populations from the threats posed by trans- 
national crime and international terrorism 
while enhancing the legitimate movement 

of nationals between the two countries. 


Thus far, the Department has signed a 
statement of mutual understanding with the 
USINS and the U.S. State Department to 
coordinate the approach to prevent cross- 
border movements of members of criminal 
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organizations, terrorists and human 
smugglers. CIC plans to continue to build 
on this success. 


interdiction of Improperly 
Documented Individuals 


Activities devoted to preventing illegal 
migrants from reaching Canada are key to 
any effective enforcement program in terms 
of cost to the taxpayer, program integrity and 
public safety. Prevention lies at the heart of 
the work that CIC is doing to improve its 
human and technical capacity to compile and 
analyze intelligence information and to work 
with other countries; to assist in developing 

a system of data collection on irregular 
migration; to work toward interdiction 
cooperation agreements with the United 
Kingdom and the Netherlands; to support 

an effective interdiction program overseas 
through an expanded network of foreign- 
based control officers; to develop innovative 
strategies in cooperation with the United 
States to deter irregular migration; and to 
improve proactive enforcement work at ports 
of entry (such as disembarkation screening of 
airline passengers and surveillance strategies 
along our land border between ports of entry 
in cooperation with law enforcement partners, 
in particular to combat people smuggling). 


Detention 


Detention is a key enforcement tool for 
maintaining public safety and ensuring 
compliance with the /mmugration Act. However, 
CIC has an obligation to apply this tool 
judiciously given its costs and implications 
for individual rights. CIC has an effective 
program to intercept inadmissible travellers 
overseas before they reach Canada, where 
their detention would become an issue. 
However, the challenges of irregular 
migration continue to shift as the increase of 
organized people smuggling to Canada amply 
demonstrates. CIC’s challenge is to manage 
the process efficiently and to ensure that tax 
dollars spent on detention link directly to an 
effective removals program. For this reason, 
CIC is reviewing policies and detention 
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practices across the country. In addition, the 
Department is developing performance 
indicators to measure the effectiveness of 
detention activities in supporting the business 
line objectives. 


Modern War Crimes and Crimes 
against Humanity 


CIC, the Department of Justice and the 
Solicitor General will develop approaches to 
continue with the government-wide initiative 
to deal with modern war crimes and crimes 
against humanity cases. This initiative has 


been funded for three years up to 2000-01.

legislation and policies with a view to devel- 
oping a comprehensive package of balanced 
reforms. Taking into account the views of 
Canadians, and in consultation with the 
provinces and territories, non-governmental 
organizations and key stakeholders, the 
Department is refining proposals on how 
best to implement the 10 broad directions 

for reform outlined in Building on a Strong 
Foundation for the 21st Century. This extensive 
reform package has been and will remain a 
key priority for the Department in the coming 
fiscal year. 
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Client Services 


CIC is committed to improving the quality 

of all our services. No matter what type of 
service is sought, from telephone inquiry 
response to finalizing a citizenship application, 
timely service is a determining feature of 
client satisfaction. To meet levels planning 
and client expectations, the Department must 
work with partners and stakeholders to 
continue to improve the quality of service. 
The focus of the work will be more efficient 
processes, improved access to CIC’s 
programs, greater fairness and transparency. 
In addition, CIC will take steps to meet its 
commitments to government-wide initiatives, 
including the development of common 
measurement tools for monitoring client 
satisfaction and participation in the 
government-on-line initiative announced 


in the Speech from the Throne. 


Partnerships 


Domestically, our relationships with other 
federal government departments, provincial 
and territorial governments, NGOs, service 
delivery partners and other stakeholders, such 
as the Canadian Bar Association, require 
careful stewardship. There is an increased 
emphasis within the government on horizontal 
policy development and implementation, on 
respecting the Social Union Framework 
Agreement and on developing other relation- 
ships, particularly with the voluntary sector. 


Iintergovernmental Relations 


CIC will strengthen cooperation with 
provincial and territorial governments on 
immigration and refugee matters. The 
Department will continue to maintain a high 
level of cooperation with Quebec within the 
context of the 1991 Canada-Quebec Accord 
on immigration and with other provinces, 
under their respective bilateral agreements. 
Beyond this, we expect more intensive consul- 
tations on legislative renewal, on a multi-year 
levels planning framework, and on other 
matters consistent with existing and new 
bilateral agreements. 
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Strategic Policy 


CIC will strengthen its strategic policy 
capacity in order to support departmental 
priorities and the broader government agenda. 
For example, CIC will build its capacity to 
undertake gender-based analysis and make it 
an integral part of policy and program devel- 
opment. A unit is being established that will 
plan and coordinate the implementation 

of gender-based analysis throughout 

the Department. 


Strategic Planning 


CIC will develop a performance measurement 
strategy to improve the measurement of policy 
and program outcomes, which in turn will 
lead to improved reporting to Parliament and 
more effective analysis of the immigration 
program. Over the next three years, this 

will involve the enunciation of performance 
indicators for each of the business lines based 
on improved collection, reporting and analysis 
of data, which will better inform resource 
investments and strategic planning. These 
efforts are dependent on further development 
of the Department's information technology 
systems and databases. 


Strategic Research and Review 


Research activities will place emphasis on 

the continued use of longitudinal and other 
databases to support legislative and regulatory 
reform initiatives. Joint research projects on 
horizontal labour market and other socio- 
economic issues will develop a common inter- 
departmental understanding of immigration 
policy and its outcomes in these areas. Work 
on new statistical databases will focus on the 
non-permanent resident population, including 
refugee claimants, foreign workers and 
students, to support analytical, policy devel- 
opment and reporting needs. 


Corporate review activities will continue to be 
directed at areas of highest risk or exposure to 
the Department, in addition to priority policy 
and operational activities. These include audits 
and a review of the efficiency, effectiveness 
and integrity of departmental operations, and 
the development of evaluation frameworks for 
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new policy initiatives to support the ongoing 
management and monitoring of programs as 
well as to enhance our reporting capacity. 


The Department will continue to build strong 
and cooperative working relations with 
members of both the Canadian and interna- 
tional research networks that the award- 
winning Metropolis Project has developed, 
engaging members of the domestic and inter- 
national migration policy community on issues 
of common concern to policy makers. 


Human Resources Renewal Agenda 


CIC’s renewal strategy, which reflects the 
considerable work done under the umbrella 
of the government-wide initiative to modernize 
human resources management, is built on 
strong linkages between leadership, learning, 
networking and communicating. The strategic 
goals are to expand opportunities for the 
sharing of best practices; to continue to use 
information and technology to improve 
services to clients; to introduce or enhance 
partnerships with other governmental organi- 
zations; to develop new management tools; 
and to address workplace concerns expressed 
by employees in the Public Service Employee 
Survey. Special emphasis remains on 
supporting middle managers. 


CIC is committed to developing a highly 
skilled, flexible work force that will support 
the Department’s evolving role and responsi- 
bilities. Based on the study of the demographics 
and movement patterns of the CIC work 
force, the Department will develop a 
recruitment, promotion and retention 
framework that will guide the implementation 
of headquarters and regional approaches. The 
organization will also focus on the develop- 
ment of common resourcing tools such as 

a selection profile based on competencies 

for key operational and policy positions; the 
expansion of the departmental succession 
planning process to encompass the intermediate 
level; and the strengthening of departmental 
human resources planning through the produc- 
tion of a planning guide for the manager. 


CIC is cognizant of the critical nature of the 
UCS implementation phase and will manage 
the timely and orderly conversion of all 
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departmental positions, except Executives, 

to the UCS. Activities will include an impact 
analysis of UCS evaluations; the development 
of transitional plans and change management 
interventions to assist managers and employees; 
and the development of communications 
strategies to explain the department-wide and 
individual impacts of the UCS to staff. 


Information Technology 


With the transition to the year 2000 success- 
fully completed, it is now time to focus on 

the need to renew CIC’s core systems. In 
particular, CIC will build on the National 
Case Management System (NCMS) to 
provide the ability to access and manage 
client files in a consistent, effective and 
reliable manner. The intention is to support 
improvements to client service and program 
integrity and to eventually provide CIC 
services on-line. The NCMS was developed 
to address the main business requirements of 
the enforcement program. To date, the system 
has been implemented in Vancouver, with 
Montréal and Toronto implementations 
scheduled for early in April 2000, respectively. 
Additional sites and some functional enhance- 
ments will be added to the system in fiscal 


year 2000-01. 


The Global Case Management System 
(GCMS) represents a multi-year strategy 

to provide CIC staff with the ability to access 
and manage client files globally in a consistent, 
effective and reliable environment. It is based 
on two key technological underpinnings: the 
use of a unique worldwide client identifier and 
the implementation of an integrated client 
master file. The GCMS will provide the 
foundation for improvements in client service 
and program integrity that will yield major 
benefits with respect to social cost avoidance 
and economic growth. The development of 
the GCMS will continue in the coming year 
to support broader legislative, policy and 
program initiatives. 


In support of the government’s Modern War 
Crimes initiative, CIC will complete and 
implement the Modern War Crimes System 
to facilitate the interdiction and support the 
removal of immigrants involved in crimes 
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against humanity. The project is scheduled 
for completion in mid-2000. 


Financial Information Strategy 


CIC will implement the Financial Information 
Strategy (FIS), a government-wide initiative 
approved by Treasury Board to upgrade 
financial and accounting management in 
departments and agencies. Key components 
of this strategy include a change to accrual 
accounting, the implementation of a new chart 
of accounts for government-wide reporting, 
the improvement of decision making through 
investment in key areas, and the modern- 
ization of central information systems. 

The objective of the FIS is to improve the 
quality and timeliness of financial information. 
Financial and accounting information would 
no longer be used for historic or control 
purposes but would serve as a key input 

into business planning and decision making. 
Its goal is to improve organizational decision 
making through the strategic use of 

financial information. 


Communications 


The Department’s external communications 
are guided by four objectives: to present 

CIC issues in a manner that promotes broad 
public understanding of and confidence in 

the Department's mandate and priorities; to 
establish and maintain reliable and effective 
communications networks and feedback 
mechanisms between the Department and its 
many partners and stakeholders; to use 
accurate analysis of the public environment to 
recognize emerging communications opportu- 
nities and to target the audiences necessary to 
help ensure the success of the Department's 
programs; and to place CIC issues within the 
broader context of the government's priorities. 


The Department's Strategic Communications 
Framework focuses on helping Canadians under- 
stand how citizenship and immigration initiatives 
reflect the Canadian values of diversity, tolerance 
and accommodation, and how enforcement 
prevents abuse of our immigration programs 
and protects the safety and security of all 
Canadians.

Communications activities are designed to 
support the need of Canadians to understand 
the Minister’s policy agenda and timetable for 
legislative reform, as well as the key elements 
of the Department’s mandate. 


To meet the needs of Canadians for increased 
access to information on citizenship and 
immigration issues, the Department will 
improve its Internet site, expand its efforts 

to communicate at the community level, in 
the regions, and in the missions abroad, and 
to build on past successes in partnering with 
non-governmental and governmental organi- 
zations to communicate with Canadians. 


As part of the federal government's 
millennium initiative, CIC will launch a 
number of projects to mark this historic event: 
the Gateway to Canada project; the Legacy 
Book project; and the CiviCanada 2000 
project, which involves the creation of a 

Web site to promote communication among 


young Canadians aged 13 to 28. 


The Department's internal communications 
program is intended to increase employee 
knowledge of and participation in the 
Department's strategic directions, to foster 

a positive working environment, and to help 
employees exercise appropriate choices in 
meeting their career and developmental needs. 


Access to Information and 
Privacy Legislation 


CIC has experienced a dramatic increase in 
the volume of Access to Information and 
Privacy (ATIP) requests. Privacy requests are 
estimated to have increased by more than 80% 
between 1997-98 and 1999-00. Access to 
Information requests are estimated to have 
increased by 200% over the same period. 

CIC has dramatically improved legislative 
compliance with respect to the timeliness 

of responses to requests over these two years 
(from 17% to 75%). CIC will continue the 
implementation of an integrated ATIP action 
plan, including expanding efforts in the 

areas of training, policy development and 
procedural enhancements.

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6.3 Definitions: Categories 
of Immigrants 


Spouses, Fiancés and Children: Spouses, 
fiancés and dependent children sponsored by 
a permanent resident or citizen of Canada 
who is at least 19 years of age. 


Parents and Grandparents: Sponsored by a 
child at least 19 years of age who is a 
permanent resident or citizen of Canada. 


Skilled Workers: Immigrants selected for 
their suitability for the Canadian labour force, 
with their spouses and children. 


Business Immigrants: Entrepreneurs, 
investors and self-employed persons who will 
make a significant economic contribution by 
establishing, purchasing or investing in a 
business or commercial venture in Canada, or 
through their self-employment, and who will 
contribute culturally or artistically to Canada. 


Other: Members of the Live-in Caregiver 
Class, Deferred Removal Orders Class, Post- 
Determination Refugee Claimants in Canada 
Class, Provincial and Territorial Nominees, 
and those landed on humanitarian and 
compassionate grounds. 
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Government-assisted Refugees: People who 
are selected for resettlement as Convention 
refugees under the /mmugration Act or as 
members of a class designated pursuant to 
section 6.3 of the Act, whose settlement will 
be assisted by the federal government. 


Privately Sponsored Refugees: Assisted 
refugees and designated classes receiving aid 
from private sources. 


Refugees Landed in Canada: People who 
have been determined to be Convention 
refugees by the Immigration and Refugee 
Board of Canada, and who have, upon appli- 
cation, been granted permanent residence. 


Dependants Abroad: Dependants, living 
abroad, of a Convention refugee applying for 
landing in Canada. Their applications for 
permanent residence are considered concur- 
rently with that of the principal applicant in 
Canada. 
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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I - The Government Expenditure Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship of 
the key elements of the Main Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget). 


Part II - The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable the 
government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before 1 March. 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans which is divided into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year period. 

The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents 
are to be tabled on or before 31 March and referred to committees, which then report back to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration 
Act. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

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Section I: Chairperson’s Message 


The Civil Aviation Tribunal, an independent quasi-judicial body possessing aeronautics 
expertise, is integral to the enforcement of aviation safety including airworthiness and 
aviation security measures in Canada. It fulfils the essential role of providing an 
independent review of ministerial enforcement and licensing actions taken against holders 
of Canadian aviation documents under the Aeronautics Act. 


The Tribunal conducts itself in an open, impartial manner consistent with procedural 
fairness and the rules of natural justice. It adjudicates matters that have a serious impact 
on the livelihood and operations of the aviation community. Given its structure and 
process for conducting hearings, the Tribunal is readily accessible to that community. 


The knowledge and experience in aeronautics possessed by Tribunal members enhances 
their independence by enabling them to understand and assess the validity of the reasons 
for enforcement and licensing actions. It also increases the confidence which Transport 
Canada and Canadian aviation document holders place in the decisions of the Tribunal. 


It is important to take into account the gains in efficiency that have been achieved simply 
as a result of the Tribunal and the parties appearing before it adjusting to the aviation 
safety enforcement and licensing regime implemented in the 1986 Aeronautics Act 
amendments. Parties appearing before it, including Transport Canada and organizations 
representing Canadian aviation document holders, have now acquired levels of 
experience and judgment which contribute greatly to achieving efficiencies in the hearing 
process, procedurally fair results and legitimacy for the overall enforcement process. This 
applies to all types of hearings.

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Section II: Departmental Overview 


The Civil Aviation Tribunal is a quasi-judicial body established in accordance with the 
amended Aeronautics Act (Bill C-36) which received Royal Assent on June 28th, 1985 
and was proclaimed by Order in Council on June Ist, 1986. The development of the 
legislation was prompted by recommendations resulting from the Inquiry into Aviation 
Safety in Canada, conducted by the Honourable Mr. Justice Charles L. Dubin. 


A. Mandate, Roles and Responsibilities 


The mandate of the Civil Aviation Tribunal is provided in Part IV of the Aeronautics Act. 
The Tribunal’s principal mandate is to hold review and appeal hearings at the request of 
interested parties with respect to certain administrative actions taken by the Minister of 
Transport. 


The Minister’s enforcement and licensing decisions may include the imposition of 
monetary penalties or the suspension, cancellation, or refusal to renew a Canadian 
aviation document on medical or other grounds. The individual or corporation affected is 
referred to as the document holder. 


These decisions are reviewed through a two-level hearing process: review and appeal. All 
hearings are to be held expeditiously and informally, in accordance with the rules of 


fairness and natural justice. At the conclusion of a hearing, the Tribunal may confirm the 
Minister’s decision, substitute its own decision, or refer the matter back to the Minister 


for reconsideration.

Guide to Tribunal Hearings 


Related Activities 


The Tribunal will continue to provide determinations quickly, allowing Transport Canada 
and Canadian aviation document holders to better understand the outcome of the matter 
and, where applicable, to make a more enlightened decision as to the exercise of their 
right to appeal. The average lapsed time between the conclusion of a review hearing and 
the issuance of a determination has been maintained at thirty-four days and forty-eight 
days for an appeal. This brings the hearing process to a timely conclusion for both parties 
appearing before the Tribunal. 


Yearly seminars held by the Tribunal ensure a trained membership through updates and 
discussions of legislative changes. The interaction of members and role play scenarios 
assist the membership in achieving quality and consistency in making and in writing its 
decisions. The Tribunal conducts in-house training for all new members. 
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Pre-hearing conferences have been particularly effective in settling licence suspensions 
and cancellations on medical grounds without the necessity of a hearing. Instead of 
automatically assigning hearing dates, the Tribunal Registrars contact parties to schedule 
mutually agreed dates and locations. This avoids the expense of cancelling booked 
hearing rooms and travel arrangements when adjournments are sought to change an 
imposed hearing date. It also reduces the length of hearings and avoids last-minute 
adjournments necessitated by late disclosure.

The lower half of the organization chart displays the distribution of part-time members by 
region. All members report to the Chairperson. 


The Civil Aviation Tribunal’s Chairperson is also its Chief Executive Officer. The 
Chairperson is responsible for the direction and supervision of the work necessary to 
facilitate the functions of the Tribunal. The Chairperson, Vice-Chairperson and 
immediate staff account for eight full time equivalents. Twenty-three part-time members 
were in office at the end of 1999-2000. Members are drawn from across Canada and are 
appointed by Order in Council on the basis of their knowledge and expertise in 
aeronautics, including aviation medicine. The office of the Tribunal is located in the 
National Capital Region. 
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Section IV: Horizontal Initiatives 
Regulatory Initiatives 


The level of enforcement is entirely controlled by Transport Canada but impacts on the 
Tribunal. The enforcement and licensing personnel at Transport Canada can, under the 
Aeronautics Act, suspend, cancel or refuse to renew a Canadian aviation document or 
impose a monetary penalty. The Tribunal is also affected by the department’s rewrite of 
its aviation regulations. The Canada Transportation Act was amended and proclaimed on 
July 1, 1996 and the Canadian Transportation Agency Designated Provisions 
Regulations came in force on June 11, 1999. 


Future Plans 

The Civil Aviation Tribunal is an independent quasi-judicial tribunal that will act as a 
multi-modal review body for administrative enforcement actions taken under various 
federal transportation acts. Therefore, the Tribunal’s mandate will enlarge.

Guide to Tribunal Hearings

The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I - The Government Expenditure Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship of 
the key elements of the Main Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget). 


Part II — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable the 
government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before 1 March. 


Part III - Departmental Expenditure Plans which is divided into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year period. 

The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents 
are to be tabled on or before 31 March and referred to committees, which then report back to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration 
Act. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

The Governor in Council appoints judicial members, on the recommendation of the Minister of 
Justice, from among the judges of the Federal Court, Trial Division, and designates one of the 
judicial members as Chair of the Tribunal. The Governor in Council appoints non-judicial members 
on the recommendation of the Minister of Industry. Appointments are for a fixed term not exceeding 
seven years; members may be re-appointed.

The Tribunal currently has three judicial members, one full-time non-judicial member who is an 
economist and three part-time non-judicial members. During 2000-2001, the Tribunal will swear 
in at least one new Judicial member and two new part-time non-judicial members. 


The Chair directs the work of the Tribunal and, in particular, allocates case work to the members. 
The Tribunal must hear applications in panels of three or five members. A judicial member must 
preside and there must be at least one non-judicial member on a panel. Although the Tribunal holds 
most of its hearings at its headquarters in Ottawa, a hearing may be held elsewhere in Canada if 
required by the circumstances of a particular application. Tribunal decisions may be appealed to the 
Federal Court of Appeal. 


The Registry provides registry, research and administrative support services to the Tribunal. The 
Registry has been designated a department for the purposes of the Financial Administration Act, 
with the Minister of Industry as its minister and the Registrar as the deputy head. The Registry has 
14 full-time employees including the Registrar, the Deputy Registrar, the Legal Advisor and the 
Corporate Officer. Registry staff provide all necessary administrative support required by the 
Tribunal for the hearing and disposition of all applications. They respond to all requests for 
information by the legal community, researchers and the public on the status of cases, the Tribunal’s 
rules of practice and procedure, and its case law. 


Operating Context 


Since its creation, the Tribunal has heard cases relating to mergers, abuse of dominant position and 
various trade practices that involved key players in a number of industries. Some of the products and 
services dealt with include airline computer reservations systems, oil refining and gasoline retailing, 
power transformers, community newspapers, aspartame, waste disposal, car parts, photocopier parts, 
marketing research services and shared electronic network services. Most cases brought before the 
Tribunal are contested before a panel of one judicial member as chair and two lay members, and the 
allegations made are vigorously disputed by the parties involved. Others proceed on a consent basis 
before one judicial member only, where the parties have already agreed on the terms of an order to 
solve a problem identified by the 
Commissioner of Competition, and brought 


Relationship with the Commissioner of those terms to the Tribunal for approval. 
Competition 

The Competition Act gives the role of “watchdog” 
over the marketplace to the Commissioner of 
Competition who heads the Competition Bureau. 
The Commissioner directs the Competition 
Bureau to investigate possible offences under the 
Act. If the Commissioner decides that a criminal 
offence, like price fixing, has been committed, the 
case may be referred to the Attorney General for 
criminal prosecution. If the question is whether a 
merger results in a substantial lessening of 
competition or whether a firm is abusing its 
dominant position or whether one of a number of 
other anti-competitive business practices has 
taken place, the Commissioner brings the matter 


to the Tribunal for a decision. Except for ae

six months of filing. The schedule for the 
hearing can be set earlier than provided for 
in the rules with the cooperation of 
litigants, or depending on the complexity of the case. Cases such as the Superior Propane merger 
case can have significant financial stakes, since such decisions also affect other firms and industry 
in general. For such cases, the chair of the panel will make sure parties abide by procedural time 
lines, and encourage parties to file earlier when possible. These efforts to fast-track scheduling aim 
to get cases heard more quickly than the six-month average. The chair of the panel also takes charge 
of the process to identify early and deal with concerns, such as when parties cannot agree on the 
confidentiality of documents to be filed. This active case management is a priority of the Tribunal. 


The Tribunal does not receive advance 
notice of applications — it must be ready to 
respond quickly and in a timely manner. 
The hearing for some matters can be set 
earlier because of their circumstances. For 
example, the hearing of applications for 
interim orders are always held within a 
week of filing. One case under misleading 
advertising was filed September 15, 1999 
and was heard September 23, 1999. 


Although the Tribunal is ready to proceed 
as soon as a matter is filed, case time lines 
are mostly driven by the litigants rather 
than by the Tribunal. As arule, applications 


Despite these efforts, a wide range of variables can delay a case: for example, its scope and 
complexity, the number of parties and intervenors interested in the matter, and a lengthy discovery 
process (the initial period when parties obtain facts and information about the case from each other 
to help them prepare their case). The Tribunal must ensure that reasonable time is provided for the 
litigants to prepare and therefore fairness must sometimes take precedence over expediency. Once 
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a hearing date has been established, however, the Tribunal does not allow postponement except in 
the most unusual circumstances. 


The Tribunal has developed and keeps under review the set of rules that regulates its practice and 
procedure to provide a framework for informal — to make the process more open and accessible — 
and prompt proceedings, consistent with the requirements of a fair and impartial hearing. The rules 
aim for simplicity and clarity, leaving the Tribunal flexibility to direct proceedings to ensure 
effective case management and avoid undue delay. 


Proceedings may be in either or both official languages. Cases of national interest — for example, 
the /nterac and Air Canada cases had potentially significant cost and service impact to Canadians 
in the areas of banking and travel services — require all notices, directives, decisions, orders and 
reasons to be issued simultaneously in both official languages. Tribunal decisions can be lengthy, 
detailed and technical; accuracy and timely preparation are imperative. Given the scope and 
complexity of the cases and precedential significance of the decisions, the Registry edits all 
documents in-house in both official languages. 


Tribunal’s Objective 


The Tribunal provides a court of record to 
hear and determine all applications under 
Parts VII.1 and VIII of the Competition 
Act. Matters are heard and adjudicated 
promptly, as soon as the litigants are 
ready to proceed, and equitably, 
observing the principles of impartiality 
and fairness. 


Tribunal’s Objective 
The Tribunal’s objective is to provide a court of 
record to hear and determine all applications 


under Parts VII.1 and VII of the Competition Act 
as informally and expeditiously as circumstances 
and considerations of fairness permit. 


For the Tribunal, the Registry: 

* provides administrative support; 

* conducts pre-hearings and hearings expeditiously; 

¢ disseminates decisions; and 

* uses technologies to improve Tribunal efficiency and effectiveness. 


External Factors Influencing Tribunal Activities 


The number of applications brought before the Tribunal depends on the enforcement policy adopted 
by the Commissioner of Competition. Since the creation of the Tribunal, the Commissioner has been 
the only applicant to bring cases before the Tribunal. That means the Tribunal has not had to hear 
matters on specialization agreements to date. Because the Tribunal has no function other than those 
associated with the hearing of applications and the issuance of orders, it can only react to external 
demands. It does not have any investigative powers or supervision over the inquiries conducted by 
the Commissioner of Investigation and Research. 


When Bill C-20 came into force on March 11, 1999, the jurisdiction of the Competition Tribunal 
was broadened with the addition of deceptive marketing practices through the enactment of 
reviewable matters provisions (except sections 55 and 55.1) under Part VII.1 of the Competition Act. 
These amendments established a new civil regime that, for most cases, replaced the current criminal 


provisions of the Act. The criminal provisions remain in effect to deal with the most serious 
deceptive marketing cases. The Commissioner can now choose which adjudication regime, civil or 
criminal, is appropriate based on the facts of a case.

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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I - The Government Expenditure Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship of 
the key elements of the Main Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget). 


Part II - The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable the 
government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before 1 March. 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans which is divided into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year period. 

The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents 
are to be tabled on or before 31 March and referred to committees, which then report back to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and Il of the Financial Administration 
Act. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

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Section II: The Board’s Overview 
A. Mandate, Role and Responsibilities 
Mandate 


The mandate of the Copyright Board Canada is set out in the Copyright Act (the Act) of 
Canada as amended in 1997. 


The Board’s jurisdiction extends to the following four areas (the manner in which the 
Board is seized of a matter is indicated between brackets): 


1. Copyright in works 


- Public performance of music (compulsory filing of tariffs); 

- Retransmission of distant signals (compulsory filing of tariffs); 

- Other rights administered collectively (optional filing of tariffs); 

« Other rights administered collectively (arbitration of conditions of licences, 
upon request from a collective body or a user); 

- Issuance of licences when the rights owner cannot be located (upon request by 
the potential user). 


2. Copyright in performers’ performances and sound recordings 
« Public performance of recorded music (compulsory filing of tariffs); 
e Other rights administered collectively (optional filing of tariffs); 
- Other rights administered collectively (arbitration of conditions of licences, 
upon request from a collective body or a user); 
- Issuance of licences when the rights owner cannot be located (upon request by 


the potential user). 


3. Home taping of recorded musical works, recorded performers’ performances and 
sound recordings 


¢ Reproduction for private use (compulsory filing of tariffs). 


4. Off-air taping and use of radio and television programs for educational or training 
purposes (works, performances, sound recordings and communication signal) 


« Reproduction and public performance (compulsory filing of tariffs). 
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Role 


The Board is an economic regulatory body empowered to establish, either mandatorily 
or at the request of an interested party, the royalties to be paid for the use of 
copyrighted works, when the administration of such copyright is entrusted to a 
collective-administration society. Moreover, the Board has the right to supervise 
agreements between users and licensing bodies, issues licences when the copyright 
owner cannot be located, and may determine the compensation to be paid by a 
copyright owner to a user when there is a risk that the coming into force of a new 
copyright might adversely affect the latter. 


The Board has powers of a substantive and procedural nature. Some powers are granted 
to the Board expressly in the Copyright Act, and some are implicitly recognized by the 
courts. The Board is a court of record and has powers to hold hearings. 


Responsibilities 


Board members are appointed by the Governor in Council to hold office during good 
behaviour for a term not exceeding five years. They may be reappointed once. 


The Act requires that the Chairperson must be a judge, either sitting or retired, of a 
superior, county or district court. The Chairperson directs the work of the Board and 


apportions its caseload among the members. 


The Act also designates the Vice-Chairperson as Chief Executive Officer of the Board. 
He/she exercises direction over the Board and supervises its staff.

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B. Program Objective 


The Copyright Board Canada’s program objective is to fix royalties that are fair and 
reasonable to both copyright owners and the users of copyright-protected works, and 
issue non-exclusive licences authorizing the use of works when the copyright owner 

cannot be located. 


C. External Factors Influencing the Board 


The Copyright Act sets the framework which allows creators of intellectual works (e.g., 
musical works, theatre plays, films, novels, computer programs) to control their 
exploitation and obtain remuneration for their use while ensuring user access to those 
works. The Board has all the powers of a Superior Court of Record. Appeals of the 
Board’s decisions are to the Federal Court of Appeal. The Board is an economic 
regulator which hears complicated evidence in the area of cultural economics, advanced 
computer communications technology (e.g., copying music over the Internet) and 
social, technological (e.g., blank CDs) and demographic statistics. The Act affects 
many industries, including culture and high technology. It also has impacts at the 
international level and allows Canadian copyright owners to collect royalties in foreign 
countries in respect of uses for which they were not remunerated until now because 
Canada had not established the required level of reciprocity. 


Recent changes to the legislation in 1997 (Bill C-32) involve new regimes and have 
contributed to an environment of increased expectations by copyright collectives and 
fear and concern for those required to pay royalties for the first time ever (e.g., 
educational institutions). More and more, tariffs filed with the Board are challenged. 
The impacts of the decisions of the Board are estimated to be at $200 million annually. 
The stakes are enormous both for the copyright holders as well as for users of 
copyright. As a consequence, interventions before the Board are becoming increasingly 
sophisticated involving expert witnesses, litigation specialists and detailed econometric, 
business and financial studies, surveys and evidence. 


Solid and balanced rulings which consider the underlying technologies such as the 
Internet, digital radio, satellite communications, economic issues and the interests of 
owners and users are important to the continued growth of this component of Canada’s 
knowledge industries. The mishandling of royalty issues related to retransmission, 
neighbouring rights, private copying, Internet uses, digital music or music performance 
could cause serious disruption in certain sectors of the national economy and would 
lead to costly and time-consuming court challenges. 


Users and owners can ask the Board to set fees where they cannot agree on them. This 
has a structuring affect by providing for uninterrupted user access to works while the 

issue is under review. Royalties paid to copyright owners are reinvested in the creative 
process and constitute a form of risk capital for the industry. A large number of music 
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industry members rely on their copyright royalty payments as a significant percentage 
of their annual income. 


In its deliberations the Board has to deal with the profitability of industries as diverse as 
radio, television, cinema, cable, the Internet, publishing, electronic equipment and 
recording media manufacturing, food and beverage, hospitality, hotels and restaurants, 
concerts, sports, theme parks and community events. As well the distinct and markedly 
different French and English markets for copyright materials, the different industry 
cultures in the French and English language markets, impacts on the operations of not 
for profit organizations such as community radio, public television, rural and 
agricultural fairs, symphonic orchestras, municipal recreational facilities, schools, 
hospitals, the disabled and churches must be considered. Of major importance in its 
hearings have been the relative value of the same rights in different markets, the 
structure and operation of the Internet and the impact of Canadian law on the 
competitiveness of Canadian industries in the global marketplace. Finally recent 
applications have required consideration of the impacts of tariffs on grey market 
practices, sophisticated social sciences and other types of opinion survey and the 
impacts of tariffs on the efficient delivery of public services (e.g., education, health and 
culture such as library services, community theatre and the performance of musical 
works). 


The decisions the Board makes are constrained in several respects. These constraints 
come from sources external to the Board: the law, regulations, judicial 
pronouncements. Others are self-imposed, in the form of guiding principles that can be 
found in the Board’s decisions. 


Court decisions also provide a large part of the framework within which the Board 
operates. Most decisions focus on issues of procedure, or apply the general principles 
of administrative decision-making to the peculiar circumstances of the Board. However, 
the courts have also set out several substantive principles for the Board to follow or that 
determine the ambit of the Board’s mandate or discretion. 


The Board itself also enjoys a fair amount of discretion, especially in areas of fact or 
policy. In making decisions, the Board itself has used various principles or concepts. 
Strictly speaking, these principles are not binding on the Board. They can be challenged 
by anyone at anytime. Indeed, the Board would illegally fetter its discretion if it 
considered itself bound by its previous decisions. However, these principles do offer 
guidance to both the Board and those who appear before it. In fact, they are essential to 
ensuring a desirable amount of consistency in decision-making. 


Among those factors, the following seem to be the most prevalent: the coherence 
between the various elements of the public performance tariff, the practicality aspects, 
the ease of administration to avoid, as much as possible, tariff structures that make it 
difficult to administer the tariff in a given market, the avoidance of price 
discrimination, the relative use of protected works, the taking into account of Canadian 
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circumstances, the stability in the setting of tariffs that minimizes disruption to users, as 
well as the comparisons with “proxy” markets and comparisons with similar prices in 
foreign markets.

B. Business Line Objective 


The Copyright Board Canada’s program objective is to fix royalties that are fair and 
reasonable to both copyright owners and the users of copyright-protected works, and 
issue non-exclusive licences authorizing the use of works when the copyright owner 

cannot be located. 


C. Business Line Description 


Copyright Board Canada was established on February 1, 1989, as the successor of the 
Copyright Appeal Board. Its responsibilities under the Copyright Act are to: 


— establish tariffs for the public performance or the communication to the public by 
telecommunication of musical works and sound recordings [sections 67 to 69]; 


— adopt tariffs, at the option of a collective society referred to in section 70.1, for the 
doing of any protected act mentioned in sections 3, 15, 18 and 21 of the Act. 


[sections 70.1 to 70.191]; 


— set royalties payable by a user to a collective society, when there is disagreement on 
the royalties or on the related terms and conditions [sections 70.2 to 70.4]; 
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— establish tariffs for the retransmission of distant television and radio signals or the 
reproduction and public performance by educational institutions, of radio or 
television news or news commentary programs and all other programs, for 
educational or training purposes [sections 71 to 76]; 


— establish tariffs for the private copying of recorded musical works [sections 79 
to 88]; 


— rule on applications for non-exclusive licences to use published works, fixed 
performances, published sound recordings and fixed communication signals, when 
the copyright owner cannot be located [section 77]; 


— examine, at the request of the Commissioner of Competition appointed under the 
Competition Act, agreements made between a collective society and a user which 
have been filed with the Board, where the Commissioner considers that the 
agreement is contrary to the public interest [sections 70.5 and 70.6]; 


— set compensation, under certain circumstances, for formerly unprotected acts in 
countries that later join the Berne Convention, the Universal Convention or the 
Agreement establishing the World Trade Organization [section 78]. 


In addition, the Minister of Industry can direct the Board to conduct studies with 
respect to the exercise of its powers [section 66.8]. 


Finally, any party to an agreement on a licence with a collective society can file the 


agreement with the Board within 15 days of its conclusion, thereby avoiding certain 
provisions of the Competition Act [section 70.5].
